An) GIVEN TOWARDS THE PROMOTION OF INSTRUCTION 

IN Science. 

(a.) Elementary Scientific Instruction. 

Elementary I. The Bumber of schools examined in 1878 was smaller 
SSffil)n. than that examined in 1877, as will be seen from the 
following table, which gives the statistics from 1867 to the 
present time. The decrease is mainly due to the Training 
Colleges being examined in December and not being in- 
cluded in this return. In 39 Training Colleges 87 classes 
were examined in December 1878.

Number of Every institution in which scientific instruction was 
Schools, Ac. giyen is counted in this table as a school, whether, as in some 
institutions, there was only a class for instruction in one 
subject, or, as in others, there were more or less complete 
courses of study in diflFerent branches of science. The 
above-mentioned 1,297 schools comprised 4,049 diflFerent 
classes, from which 35,711 students came up for examination 
in May, in addition to 4,375 self-taught students and pupils 
in classes not taught by teachers qualified to earn pay- 
ments on results. From the results of the examination as 
^ven in the following table it will be seen that the 
number of papers passed is proportionately about the same 
as in previous years. The number of candidates who came 
up in honours was 939, of whom 80 passed in the 1st class 
and 184 in the 2nd class. 

The total number of students examined in 1877 was 
35,342. It will thus be seen that although there was a 
falling oflT in the numbers of schools and classes, there was 
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an absolute increase in the number of students presented 
for examination.

2. The reports on the general character of the examina- Examint- 
tions which have been received from the examiners contain ^^^' 
very valuable suggestions as to methods of teaching, &c. 
They have been printed and circulated among the schools. 

3. The number of centres at which examinations were 
held was in the provinces 843, and in the metropolis 88. 
The total amount paid to teachers on results was for the 
year 1878, 37,220Z. 0«. 2d!., being at the rate of 13«. for 
each person under instruction. In the previous year the 
rate was 14*8. lOd, The payments to each teacher averaged 
about 24i. 158., and the number of teachers paid was 1,504. 
The grants made towards the purchase of apparatus, 
diagrams, and examples amounted during the year to 
S90L 08, 6d,, being a decrease on the year 1877, when 
they amounted to 9S71. 6«. O^d, 

4. The distribution of schools was as follows : — 1,014 in 
England and Wales, 113 in Scotland, 169 in Ireland, and 
1 in Gibraltar. 

5. In December 1878 the first separate examination of 
Training Colleges was held, 87 classes in 39 colleges were 
examined. The results of these examinations were not as 
satisfactory as could be wished, and a special report by the 
different examiners was issued to the colleges on the 
subject. 

6. The number of competitors for Whit worth Scholarships whitworth 
in 1878 was 78. Of these 17 of the most sacc'essfal in f«^<;J*'- 
the theoretical subjects of competition were admitted to 

go forward to the examination in practical workuianship, 
which was, as in previous years, held at the workshops of 
Sir J. Whitworth and Co. in Manchester. 

7. The number of local exhibitions for the year 1878 Exhibitions 
was 12, of which 3 were renewals of Scholarships held by tSips.*' ^"^' 
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the same students in previous years. The number of 
Science and Ai't Scholarships was 55, and of Elementary 
School Scholarships 44. 

8. Short courses of instruction to Science teachers, ex- 
tending over 20 working days each, were given during the 
summer in the following subjects: — Chemistry, by Mr. 
Valentin, to 59 teachers ; Heat, by Professor Guthrie, to 34 
teachers ; Magnetism and Electricity, by Professor Guthrie, 
to 37 teachers ; Animal Physiology by Dr. Michael Foster 
and Mr. J. N. Langley, to 39 teachers. The classes of 
teachers in training attending the lectures and laboratories 
of some of the Professors of the Royal School of Mines 
have been continued, the numbers being for the session 
1878-79 as follows :— Chemistry 16 ; Biology 12 ; Physics 
12 ; Mechanics 11 ; Geology 10. 

9. Six teachers are attending the laboratories at Owen's 
College, Manchester, under the Minute of 5th June 1877.

(6.) Advanced Scientijic Instruction. 

11. Royal School of Mines. — The report of the registrar 
of the school, given at p. 628, Appendix F., shows that the 
number of Broyal exhibitioners and students who entered 
the school, with the view of becoming associates, was 36. 
The number in the previous year was 38. There were also 
189 students who entered for the special courses of in- 
struction, which were carried on as usual, partly at the 
Museum in Jermyn Street, and partly at South Kensington. 

12. Dr. Frankland reports that the progress of the stu- 
dents engaged in practical work in the Chemical Schools at 
South Kensington was on the whole satisfactory. In the 
research department important investigations were success- 
fully carried out. Detiols of the work done will be found 
in Dr. Frankland's report at page 629. The usual courses 
of lectures were given. 

13. The Metallurgical Laboratory has been well attended 
by students. 

14. Royal College of Science, Dublin. — ^The usual courses 
of lectures were delivered during the year, and were attended 
by 75 persons, of whom 22 were associate students prose- 
cuting the full three years' course, with the object of obtain- 
ing the diploma of Associate. The reports of the Council 
and of the Secretary are given in Appendix H., page 643. 
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II.— ART DIVISION. 

An) GIVEN TOWABDS THE PeOMOTION OF InSTBUCTION IN 

Elementary Deawinq as a Part of National Edu- 
cation, AND in Fine Art as applied to Industry. 

1 5. The National Art Training School, — During the year National 
1877-78, 40 students in training to become Art Teachers ^^^ 
and 12 national scholars in training to become designers 

or Art-workmen, received allowances to enable them to 
study in the School and Museums ; 35 students were ad- 
mitted on payment of half fees ; and 98 others, including 
the students in training, the National Scholars, and 16 men 
of the corps of Royal Engineers received gratuitous in- 
struction. 

Six students in training were appointed to masterships 
in Schools of Art. 

At the annual examinations for advanced or third grade 
Art certificates, held in February and July 1878, 30 students 
of the Training School obtained certificates qualifying the 
holders of them to earn payments from the Dei>artment as 
Teachers in Schools of Art. 

The general and fee-paying students won 1 silver, 3 
bronze medals, and 14 Queen's prizes in the National 
Competition, besides 66 prizes of books, &c. for works 
sent in for examination. The students in training and 
National Scholars won in the same competition 3 gold 
medals, 11 silver medals, 21 bronze medals, and 20 Queen's 
prizes of books. 

The number of students was 849 (384 males and 465 
females) ; and the fees received amounted to 3,8322. Is., 
of which sum 316?. 16s. was paid by evening students, 
and 3,515Z. Ba. by day students. 

16. The Etching Class, — This class has been conducted Btching 
during the past session by Mr. A. Legros, Slade Professor ^^"^' 
of Fine Art in University College, London, and has been 
attended by an average of 6 students of the Training 
School ; and the Wood Engraving Class, under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. C. Roberts, has been attended by an average 

of nine students. 

1 7. Schools of Art. — New schools have been established schools of 
during the year 1878 at Newcastle-pn-Tyne, Morpeth, ^*' 
Bromley, Falkirk, and Longsight. The total number 

of Schools of Art in operation throughout the kingdom 
was 147. The total number of students in these schools 
and their branch classes was 29,415. 
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The annaal increase reported in previous years in the 
work done in the schools and their branches continues 
to be maintained. At the annual examination in April 
1878, 18,234 students submitted 144,373 drawings for 
models ; the corresponding numbers in 1877 having been 
18,131 students, and 138,199 works. In this competition 
15,277 students, on account of whose instruction payments 
were made to the committees of the Schools, were of the 
industrial classes. In the examinations in 2nd grade draw- 
ing 4,889 students of Schools of Art were successful, and 
1,517 obtained prizes.

and shade or colour. The number in 1 877 was 790.

Art Classes. 19- -^^ 01(18868. — The number of students was 27,152 
in 871 classes, the corresponding numbers in 1877 having 
been 29,579 in 910 classes. 4,198 students in these classes 
passed the examination of the 2nd grade, 1,084 obtained 
2nd grade prizes, and 442 obtained prizes for works sent 
up for inspection. 

Elementary 20. Elementary Day Schools, — In 4,170 elementary 
Schools. schools 660,531 children were taught drawing, and 503,443 
were examined at the annual examination in March 1878. 
These numbers, compared with those of 1877, present an 
increase of 403 schools, 111,521 children taught, and 100,235 
examined ; the corresponding totals in 1877 having been 
3,767, 549,010, and 403,208. The total amount of the 
grants in aid of instruction in drawing in Elementary 
Schools in 1878 was 28,813?., showing an increase of 
848?. on the amount granted in 1877, namely, 27,965?. 

Training 21. Training Colleges for Elementary School Teachers. 

OoUeges. — ^t the examination of 48 Training Colleges, in Novem- 
ber, 880 students in training, teachers, and pupil-teachers 
obtained certificates for drawing. The total amount granted 
to the Training Colleges increased from 1,393?. in 1877, to 
1,583?. in 1878. 
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22. Grants in aid of the Purchase of Exwtwples^ Ap- Grants to- 
paratus, a/nd Fittings, — In 1876, the sum granted was Tf eximpies. 
2,243?. 9s. Id on 680 requisitions ; in 1877, 3,354i. 13a. 8d. 

on 607 requisitions ; and in 1878, 2,229Z. 188. 9d. on 507 
requisitions. These grants were supplemented by payments 
from Local Committees, who defrayed part of the cost of 
Examples in all the schools ; the amount of aid at present 
granted by the Department being limited to 50 per cent, 
of the cost of the articles.

26. It will be seen from the summary (at p. 536 of the 
Appendix) of returns for the five years 1874-78 that 
during that period the number of institutions in which in- 
struction is given in drawing or in higher Art, with the aid 
of the Department, and subject to its inspection, has in- 
creased from 3,202 to 5,238. The number of persons taught, 
and of exercises aud works examined, has more than doubled 
during the same period, while the total amount of the aid 
given by the Department in the form of payments on the 
results of this instruction, as tested by examinations, has 
risen from 33,921/. in 1874 to 51,082Z. in 1878, or upwards 
of 50 per cent, of increase, an amount which compares 
favourably with the increase of the means of instruction, 
and the number of persons taught. The details relating to 
instruction in Art will be found in the Report of Mr. H. A. 
Bowler, at page 315, and its Appendices. 
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III.— SOUTH KENSINGTON MUSEUM. 

27. Art Musev/m. — Purchases. — Mr. Richard Thompson, 
the Acting Director of the Museum, reports the acquisition 
of some noteworthy examples of details of Italian architec- 
ture, of some early Italian sculpture, and also of a remark- 
able wood-carving by Georg Syrlin. The continued ^re- 
duction in the purchase votes of the Museum prevented 
any considerable expenditure in the acquisition of objects 
from the Paris Exhibition showing novelty in manufacture 
and design, but some specimens of wrought-iron work, 
enamelling, and furniture were purchased. 

28. Qifts and Loans. — His Excellency the French Mini- 
ster of Agriculture and Commerce has presented a series of 
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specimens of work produced in the national manufactories 
of tapestry at the Gobelins and at Beauvais. The Collec- 
tion of Trojan Antiquities on loan from Dr. Schliemann has 
received additions of gold and silver ornaments discovered 
at Hissarlik. A. large collection of drawings, engi^ings, 
and maps of Old London, lent by Mr. J. G. Grace, has 
attracted much attention. 

Mr. Thompson's report will be found at p. 557, and lists 
of purchases, gifts, and loans at pages 582-586. 

29. Foreign ExcbjObugea. — Works have been received from Poreign 
the Municipality of Paris, and from the Netherlands Govern- ^*°***°8®"* 
ment, and exchanges have also been made with museums 

and institutions at Turin, St. Petersburg, Zurich, Rome, and 
Cracow. 

30. Oil and Water-colour Paintings. — The report of Mr. Paintings. 
Poynter, R.A., as to his charge of the British and Foreign 
pictures and drawings in the Fine Arts Collections will be 
found at p. 610. Mr. A. Legros, the Slade Professor of 

Fine Art at University College, London, has added to his 
gift of last year two heads, in oil, painted by himself^ and 
Mrs. Murray Millar has presented a painting by Ary 
Scheffer. 

31. Circulation of Art objects, — Collections have been circulation, 
lent to nine permanent museums, and to 1 1 local institu- 
tions. Statements of the attendance, receipts, &c. at these 
exhibitions will be found at p. 593. 

The demands from Schools of Art for the loan of exam- 
ples for study have much increased. 

32. National AH Library. — The foundations of the new National 
library and reading rooms were commenced early in the ^^ ^^^"''y* 
summer, and the buildings are making progress. The want 

of the additional accommodation which will be afforded on 
their completion has been long felt. 

The acquisitions have not kept such pace with the de- 
velopment of the library as would be desirable, owing to 
the diminished grant, and the increasing cost of such works 
as are suitable. The detailed report of Mr. Soden Smith, 
the keeper of the Library, will be found at p. 567. 

33. I)yce and Forster Libraries, — A separate reading i^ceand 
room has been opened in connexion with these libraries, Efi^es. 
and the number of readers is increasing. It is not open in 

the evening. 

34«. Educational Library. — Mr. A. C. King, keeper of Educational 
the Educational Division, reports that of the 1,691 books ^'^"'^• 
which have been added during 1878 by donation, loan, or 
purchase, a prominent place among the donations is due to 
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contributions &om tke United States. Contributions havo 
also been received through the India Office, and from the 
Japanese Ministry of Education. The number of readeis 
was 24,791 against 22,003 in 1877. An analytical table of 
the coMtents of the library will be found at p. 572. 
edncatiatui 35, Educationol CoKeciJoTiB,— An important collection 
OditetiDiu. ^f scientific apparatus, presented or left for exhibition by 
contributors to the Special Loan Exhibition of 1876 now 
forms part of the above as explained in last year's report. 
The collection of school furniture, in which great inter^t ia 
taken by school mana^rs and teachers, is at preseut inade- 
quately displayed, owing to want of room. 

30. The Collections of Building Materials, Skip, amd 
Machinery Modeh, d:c. — Mr. Sandham, the officer in charge, 
reports that the collection of building materials cannot be 
developed for want of snitable space, but that the collection 
of naval and machinery models has received many and im- 
portant additions, some having been transferred from the 
Paris International Exhibition. 

37- The Museum, of Economic Fish Culture. — In these 
collections, which are the property of Mr. Frank Buckland, 
Inspector of Fisheries under the Home Office, the processes 
of the artificial breeding of fish continue to be successfully 
carried out 

38. Ptd)li£atvy>i8. — The following are the principal cata- 
logues which have been issued under our authority daring 
the year :— Gold and Silver Work, by Mr. J. Hungerford 
Pollen, M.A. ; Swiss Coins in the Towushend Bequest, by 
Mr. Reginald Stuart Poole ; Glass Vessels, by Mr, A. Nes- 
bitt, F.S.A. ; Loan Exhibition of Furniture at the Bethnal 
Green Branch Museum, by Mr, G. Wallis, F.8.A. A com- 
plete list will be found at p. 559 of the Appendix. A set of 
50 Agricultural Diagrams illustrating the production and 
composition of barley, oats, and wheat have been pre- 
pared by Professor Tanner, the examiner in Agriculture for 
the Department. 

39. Messrs. Chapman and Hall have published a Handbook 
of Glass, edited by Mr. W. Maakell, in continuation of the 
series mentioned in our Keport for 1875, and a volume of 
Reports of Free Evening Lectures delivered in connexion 
with the Special Loan Collection of Scientific Apparatus in 
1876. 

40. PubUc Lectures. — The usual courses of Lectures on 
the Anatomy of the Human Form, and on the History and 
Development of Ornamental Art, were given by Mr. 
Bellamy and Dr. Zerffi respectively. 
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The attendance was as follows : —

41. Visitors, The total number of visitors to the Museum Vuiton. 
was 884,602, a falling off as compared with the previous 
year of 29,199.

IV.— Bbthnal Green Branch Museum. 

42. The collection of Indian presents lent by His Royal Lomw. 
Highness the Prince of Wales having been withdrawn, a 
loan collection of decorative furniture was formed to fill 

the space thus vacated. Contributions were graciously 
made by Your Majesty and by other owners of suitjible 
examples, and the exhibition is believed to have proved 
of practical value to the makers of furniture, of whom a 
great number live in the neighbourhood of the Museum* 
Additions have been made to the gallery of pictures and 
water-colour drawings, and to the important collection of 
Oriental porcelain lent by Mr. Franks. 

43. The Food Collection. — Many desirable contributions Pood Ooi- 
have been received and analyses made of little known ^^^^^^' 
products. 

44. Animal Products Collection. — No change of im- Animal Pro- 
portance has taken place, but additions have been made f^tion^^^" 
to the collections of specimens of raw and manufactured 

silks. 

45. Collection of Economic Entomology. — This has been Economic 
removed into larger space on the ground floor, and is now SgjT^" 
re-arranged and well displayed. 

46. The number of visitors to the Museum during the Visitors, 
year was 499,381, being a decrease of 170,833 on that of 

last year, during which the Indian Collection of H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales attracted an unusual number of 
visitors. The total amount of fees taken was 130Z. 178. 4d!., 
as against 449?. 1 8s. 6c?. for last year. The number of days 
in each week on which a fee of 6d. is charged for admission 
has been reduced from three to one. On every week day, 
except Wednesday, admission is now free. 

B 
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V. — Museums in connexion with the Science and Art 
Department, supported by the State. 

47. Museum of Practical Geology, — ^The curator of the 
Museum repoi*ts that the number of visitors during the 
year was 40,211, viz., 23,878 in the morning, and 16,333 
in the evening. In 1877 the total number amounted to 
42,123. Lists of the donations to the Museum and library 
are appended to the report. 

48. Mr. Etheridge's report on the Palseontological De- 
partment will be found ai page 615 ; and the report of 
Professor Huxley on the Naturalist s Department at page 
616. 

49. Edinburgh Museum of Science and Art. — The 
number of visitors during the year amounted to 398,183, 
or nearly 25,600 more than in 1877. Loan Collections of 
Water-colour Drawings and of Fans were exhibited and 
were much appreciated by the visitors. Some important 
acquisitions were made for the Museum, chiefly by purchases 
from the Paris Exhibition of 1878. Details will be found 
in the Director's report at page 632. 

Dr. Traquair's report on the Natural Histoid Collec- 
tions, with lists of purchases, &c., will be found at page 
640. The donations to these collections are stated to have 
been of unusual number and importance. 
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Science and Art Museum, Dublin. 

50. The Director of the Science and Art Museum, Dublin, 
including the Natural History Museum, the National 
Library of Ireland, and the Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, 
has reported on the Institutions under his charge for the 
period extending from the 14th August 1877 to the 31st 
December 1878, the former being the date upon which by 
the passing of the " Dublin Science and Art Museum Act " 
those Institutions, previously under the management of the 
Royal Dublin Society, became part of the Department of 
Science and Art. The reports will be found at p. 648. 

51. The names of the Board of Visitors formed for the 
Science and Art Museum and of the Council of Trustees 
ior the National Library of Ireland will be found at p. xx. 
of the Report which we had the honour of submitting to 
Your Majesty for the year 1877.

found on pp. 8 to 5117, and a conference willi a deputation 
from the Royal Dublin Society, the compensation to be 
given for the removal of the Society's Agricultural Shows 
from Leinster House was with several other questions 
arranged. The formal agreement embodying these matters 
is now in course of preparation. The Department will 
thus shortly be in a position to proceed with the new 
Science and Art Museum, the enlargement of the School of 
Art, and other important improvements. 

53. Purchases to the amount of 1,000Z. were made for the Purchases. 
Museum, of specimens of Art and Industry from the Paris 
Exhibition, and a number of casts and models by the late 

Mr. Foley, R.A., forming the " Foley Bequest," have been 
added to the Art Collections. 

54. Important additions have also been made by pur- ^^ 
chase and donation to the Natural History Museum. The Museum, 
number of visitors during the year amounted to 123,644, 
being an increase of 20,884 on that for the previous year. 

55. National Lihrat^ of Ireland. — There were 27,4i52 National 
readers in the Library in 1878, being an increase of 1,649 ireiS?.^ 
on the number for the previous year. 

56. Glasnevin Botanic Gardens. — The usual exchange of ffW^^ 
plants and seeds with similar establishments at home and Gardens, 
abroad has been kept up. The number of visitors during 

the year was 214,086, being 43,349 less than that for last 
year, but the number of students visiting the Gardens for 
special study has increased. 

VJ. — Geological Survey of the United Kingdom. 

57. Extent of Area surveyed. — Professor Ramsay, the Areasw- 
Director-General of the Geological Survey, reports that the ^^^^ 
total area surveyed in England and Wales during the past 

year amounts to 1,947 square miles, a decrease of seven 
square miles as compared with the return for 1877; in 
Scotland 576-J square miles, being an increase of 51 J square 
miles upon the number for 1877 ; and in Ireland 691 square 
miles of fresh ground have been surveyed, and 208 square 
miles revised. The total area for the United Kingdom, 
exclusive of the 208 square miles re-surveyed in Ireland, 
amounts to 3,214^ square miles, or 161 J square miles more 
than in 1 877- 

58. The prepamtion and publication of maps and memoirs Maps. 
have been continued. Full details of the progress made will

My Lords consider numerous applications from Endowed Schools for 
Aid in the purchase of apparatus and examples. 

They direct that the following be substituted in future for §LXII of 
the Science Directory, and for the note to §31 of the Art Directory. 

As respects grants to Endowed Schools : — 

1. Where the endowment is large, and the Department may reasonably 

expect the school to provide itself sufficiently with apparatus 
out of this fimd, no aid will be given in the purchase of appara- 
tus. 

2. Where the endowment is small, and so appropriated by the scheme 

that but little of it can be applied to the piurchase of apparatus, 
aid may be granted by the Department to supplement local con- 
tributions. 

3. In no case can money out of the endowment be accepted as local 

The sum of money to which the Department's 
contribution is added must be made up by the subscriptions of 
living people and not from trust funds.

The experience gained during the last 10 years in the working 
of the Whitworth Scholarships, led me to the conclusion that consider- 
able alteration was necessary in the conditions of their tenure to secure 
their fulfilling the object I had in view in founding them. The with- 
drawal of a student for three years from his business, entailing a 
complete severance from its routine, seems specially to militate against 
the success of the scheme as a means for improving the technical 
education of mechanical engineers in this country. 

Having discussed the subject %vith several of my friends who are in a 
position to understand its bearings, I placed myself in communication 
with Lieut.-Col. Donnelly. The alterations which he has embodied in 
the revised prospectus on this head, and with regard to other points 
which I have considered with him, entirely carry out my wishes. I 
trust, therefore, that the Lords of the Committee of Council on Educa- 
tion will sanction these alterations being made. They may, and probably 
will, entail an increased expenditure during the year 1879, which would, 
however, be adjusted in the foUowimg year. As I understand that the 
excess could not be defrayed from public funds, I request that you will 
inform their Lordships that I shall be happy to advance what is 
necessary in 1879.

Science and Art Department, South Kensington, 
Gentlemen, 8th February 1876. 

I HAVE the honour to inform yon that the Lords of the Conmiittee of 
Council on Education have framed a scheme, which has met with the approval 
of Her Maje8!y*8 Government, for the purpose of augmenting and extending 
the facilities for Science and Art instruction in Ireland ; and that their Lord- 
ships feel that they may look with confidence for the cordial support and co- 
operation of the Royal Dublin Society and of the Boj-al Irish Academy in 
those preliminary measures which are absolutely necessary to carry oat a com- 
prehensive plan, which they trust will be worthy of the metropolis of Ireland, 
and will tend to foster and develop the natural genius and taste of her 
people. 

2. From the representations which have been made to the Government as 
to the general wishes of the country ; from the reconunendations of the Com- 
mission of which the Duke of Leinster — then the Marquis of Kildare — was 
Chairman in 1868 ; and from the evidence given before that Commission it 
appears that the time has now arrived when the wants of the community at 
large have outgrown the useful action of private societies, and when a 
thorough rearrangement and consolidation of existing institutions have 
become essential as a condition precedent to further progress. 

3. With this view their Lordships propose to build, on a site adjacent to 
Leinster House, a Science and Art Museum for Ireland, somewhat similar to 
that now existing in Edinburgh for Scotland ; and to remove the Natural 
History Museum to the same building, supplying it with funds and 
staff sufficient for its development into a National Museum of Natural 
History. 

4. The Collections of the Geological Survey and the Industrial Collections 
still retained in the Koval College of Science would be removed to the same 
building, the former collections remaining, during the continuance of the Survey, 
under its officers, for whom offices may probably be provided in Leinster 
House. 

5. The Library would then be transferred from Leinster House into the 
building now occupied by the Natural History Museum, and supplied with 
the funds and staff necessary to develop it into a public National Library 
under the superintendence of a Council of twelve Trustees, eight of whom 
would be nominated by the Royal Dublin Society and four by the Govern- 
ment. The officers of the Libraiy would be appointed by the Council of 
Trustees. And as the members of the Royal Dublin Society would enjoy no 
greater privileges than the public generally, their i)rcsent contribution to it 
would cease. 

6. The Collections of the Koyal Irish Academy would also be transferred 
to the Science and Art Museum ; the officers at present in charge of them 
becoming officers of the Science and Art Department. 

7. The Science and Art Museum, which would thus be an entirely new 
Institution, having the same scope and object as the Science and Art 
Museum in Edinburgh, would be maintained and managed in a similar 
manner. Its collections would consist of purchases, for which an annual 
vote would be taken ; of loans, especially from the South Kensington 
Museum ; and it may reasonably be hoped of donations from public-spirited 
individuals in Ireland. 

8. It is believed that it would be most advisable to accommodate the Royal 
Irish Academy in Leinster House, where, after the removal of the Library of 
the Hoyal Dublin Society, ample space may be found for both the Royal 
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Dublin Society and the Boyal Irish Academj-, with well-adapted and dignified Appendix L, 
rooms for their meetings, and for the Library of the latter society. They iirJZJZl-g 
would also be in proximity to the yery valuable and interesting artistic and ^ -^ 
scientific collections of the proposed National Museum, as well as to the Cobbe- 
National Library, which would then be centred upon this spot. spondeitce. 

9. The Art School would be made a Special Metropolitan School, the 
Boyal Dublin Society being relieved of their management of and contribu- 
tions to it. 

10. In order to carry out the foregoing arrangements, and to afford to the 
State the requisite control over property and buildings upon which a large 
amount of public money is to be expended, it will be necessary to obtain an 
Act of Parliament amending the 1 7 & 1 8 Vict. c. xcix., and to vest all the 
buildings and land now held by the Royal Dublin Society in the Govemmeiit, 
except the premises fronting on Kildare Place now used for the Agricultural 
Museum and Shows by the Boyal Dublin Society, and to purchase, if 
possible, the fee simple of such part of the property as is held on lease. 

11. These arrangements will necessarily entail the surrender b^' the Boyal 
Dublin Society and the Boyal Irish Academy of some privileges which they 
now enjoy, and will deprive them of some of those functions which they have 
hitherto exercised ; but the Lords of the Committee of the Council on Educa- 
tion wish it to be distinctly understood that they in no way undervalue the 
eminent services which the Boyal Dublin Society and the Boyal Irish Aca- 
demy have rendered to Ireland. They trust that those services may still be 
continued, for it may be observed that the autonomy and functions of the 
Societies would be in no degree affected, except as provided in the foregoing: 
nor does this scheme in any way interfere with the aid in repairs, &c. now 
afforded to the Boyal Dublin Society for the maintenance of its Agricultural 
Department, or with the grants to the Boyal Irish Academy for literary and 
scientific research. 

12. Their Lordships further earnestly desire to retain the advantage of the 
assistance and authority which the continued co-operation of the Societies 
with the Government in this more extensive national undertaking would 
afford, and in order to aid them in the administration of the Science and Art 
Museum, the Natural History Collections, and the Botanic Gardens, they pro- 
pose to constitute a Board of Visitors consisting of 12 members, four nomi- 
nated by the Lord Lieutenant, five by the Uoyal Dublin Society, three by the 
Boyal Irish Academy — the members to be appointed for a limited time but to 
be re-eligible — and a president to be elected annually by the Board. The 
dutiesof the Board of Visitors would be to make annual reports to the Science 
and Art Department, which should be laid before Parliament, on the contiition, 
management, and requirements of the Museum, and to advise on points affect- 
ing the administration. 

13. The Science and Art Museum would be under a director— an officer of 
the Science and. Art Department directly responsible to it, as at Edinburgh — 
with a sufficient staff. 

14. The Natural History Museum would be under a Curator paid by the 
State as at present ; but he would be appointed by, and responsible to, the 
Science and Art Department, and not to a Committee of the Boyal Dublin 
Society. It is not necessary here to consider the exact relations of this officer 
to the Director of the Science and Art Museum, but they would probably be 
somewhat similar to those of the Curator of the Natural History Museum in 
Edinburgh to the Director of the Science and Art Museum. 

15. The Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, would be under a Curator paid by the 
State as at present ; but he would be appointed by, and responsible to, the 
Science and Art Department. 

16. The Director of the Science and Art Museum would act as Accounting 
Officer for all the votes of public money, and would be the medium of 
communication with the Science and Art Department. 

17. Their Lordships trust that this communication will receive the early 
attention of your Society.

1. The Government will allot to the Royal Dublin Society in lieinster 
Honse such accommodation, free of rent and taxes, as in the judgment of the 
Government is sufficient for the functions of the Society still remaining to it 
in science and agriculture. The conditions of occupation will be the same as 
those accorded to the learned societies in Burlington House. 

2. The Government will propose a grant of 10,000/. to be invested by the 
Soeiety with the approval of the Government, and to be made subject to the 
trusts of the present charters, or any alteration of them, in fall oompensation 
for any proprietary right of the Society in the lands, boildings, or collections, 
with tiitf exception of the scientific serials, the transactions, &c., of other 
learned societies, and the works of art at present in Leinster House, of which 
last a list shall be made to be approved by the Government. Provision to be 
made for full and free access by the public at all reasonable times to the 
serials and transactions referred to. 

3. The opinion of the librarian of the British Museum shall be taken as to 
any earlier editions of modem books, or duplicates, which in his judgment are 
not required for the National Library ; and such books shall be re-transferred 
to the Royal Dublin Society. 

4. The Society in future to provide its own staff of officers and its own 
printing. But the Government will authorise the Stationery Office to con- 
tinue to print the proceedings and transactions of the Society — ^limiting them 
strictly to its scientific work — for a period of five years from the date of the 
transfer of the collections, with the view of assisting the Society to re-organise 
itself on an independent basis. 

5. The lecture hall, laboratory, and the necessary offices to be reserved to 
the Society, or an equivalent provided. 

6. The existing privileges of passing through Leinster Lawn and the Court 
Yard of Leinster House to be reserved to members of the Society. 

7. Subject to the consent of the director, the collections in the Botanical 
Gardens and the Natural History Museum to be available, as heretofore, in 
illustration of the papers read before the Society. 

8. Members who have joined the Society before the 1st of January 1878, to 
be allowed to borrow books as at present from the library, subject to regula- 
tions to be laid down by the librarian ; and to have free admittance to the 
Museum at all times at which it is open to the public. 

9. The Government will either allow the agricultural shows of the Society 
to be continued in Kildare Street, affording equal facilities to those enjoyed 
at present, or provide, either by grant or by lands and buildings, for a transfer 
of the shows to some other convenient place. The Government will inform 
the Society as soon as possible whether the shows will be left where they are, 
or removed. 

10. If such transfer is effected, account shall be taken of any loss the 
Society may be subjected to by reason of the removal of the shows firom the 
centre of the city to the suburbs, or by discontinuance of the aid given in the 
maintenance of the buildings, and the Government will ask for votes accord- 
ingly. 

11. Vested interests of officers paid from public funds shall be preserved, 
so far as they are so paid. 

12. The Society to be relieved of any expense with regard to the school of 
art from and after the passing of the Bill. 

13. The library and collections of the Society, with the exceptions above 
named, to be conveyed to the Government, to be placed in the proposed 
National Library and Museum, and to be retained in Ireland on behalf of the 
public. 
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14. The Royal Dublin Society will undertake to assist in the passage of the Appendix A. 
Bill now before Parliament, and will concur in the introduction of any clause «^~ 

or clauses that may be necessary to vest the library and the collections in Her \^^ 
Majesty's Government for the purpose of a public library and museum. Corre- 

15. The Government will be prepared, at the request of the Society, to spondexck. 
recommend to Her Majesty to grant such a new charter or charters as, in the 

opinion of the Government, may be required by the altered circumstances and 
condition of the Society.

Dublin Society. It is evident that many difficulties would be removed if an 

amalgamation could be effected between the Royal Irish Academy and the 

Royal Dublin Society. 

" The arrangement of such an amalgamation would be a matter entirely for 
" the societies ; but it might tend to forward such a scheme if the gentlemen 
" who are interested in it were assured that it met with your Lordship's ap- 
" pro val, and that if the societies were ^prepared to take the necessary steps 
** the Government would give them any aid in its power. 

" Purther, there is some possibility of an amalgamation of the Royal Agri- 
" cultural Society of Ireland with the Royal Dublin Society. If this were 
" carried out, would the Government be prepared to provide for the agricul- 
*' tural shows in the Phcenix Park, and remove them from the present build- 
" ings beside Leinster House ?*' 

Lord Sandon has authorised me to give this assurance generally. Will you 
therefore, kindly inform the members of the deputation of this ? 

I should add that I told Lord Sandon that if an amalgamation were effected 
it would probably take the form of a new society, with a limited number of 
fellows, ordinary members, and an Agricultural Section. 

I said nothing about this in the memorandum, as it is, of course, a matter 
purely for the societies to arrange. 

Under these circumstances, I suppose the deputation from the Royal Dublin 
Society would wish no further steps to be taken with regard to the questions 
they left for Lord Sandon, until we hear from you.

With reference to your letter of the 6th instant, relative to the proposed 
Science and Art Museum for Dublin, I beg to state, for the information of the 
Council of the Royal Dublin Society, that since the interview to which you 
refer, I have been in personal communication with the other members of Her 
Majesty's Government specially concerned in the arrangements for the pro- 
posed museum, in the hope of being able to furnish the Council' with such 
replies as might be possible at the present stage of the proceedings, to the 
several propositions contained in the documents Siat were submitted to me on 
that occasion. 

The Council may rest assured that the Government desire to secure to the 
Royal Dublin Society both full compensation for any portions of its property 
of which it may be deprived, and also the continuance of its existing privileges 
so far as they may be compatible, under the new arrangements, with ;the 
interests of the public at large. But the information now in my possession is 
not sufficiently definite or complete to enable me to reply categorically to the 
<][uestlons proposed, and I would therefore beg to be favoured with a more 
detailed statement on the following points : 

A. The extent of the accommodation that would be required by the Society 
in Leinster House, after the transfer of its library, and other changes ; the 
purposes for which the use of the court yard would be required by the Society ; 
a,nd a plan showing the situation [of the laboratory and lecture hall, and the 
number of rooms adjoining the same which the Society desires to retain. 

B. The rules at present in force with regard to the removal of any of the 
specimens from the Natural History Museum ; and with regard to the use of 
this and the Botanical Collection for the illustration of lectures or papers read 
before the Society. 

C. The precise privileges now enjoyed by members of the Society with 
regard to the library. 

D. The number of the existing staff referred to in paragraphs V. and VI. 
of the document submitted to me ; the emoluments of each officer, (1.) from 
public funds, (2.) from private funds ; the services for which such emoluments 
are received ; the period for which each has served ; the nature of his appoint- 
ment, whether permanent or temporary, and the particulars of the compensa- 
tion which, in the opinion of the Society, should be secured to each of these 
officers should their services be dispensed with, 

E. The date at which each of the several sums specified in the schedule 
■supplied to me was expended by the Society for the purposes therein men- 
tioned. 

I would further suggest that when the above information has been supplied, 
a deputation should be appointed by the Society to discuss the whole subject 
with the Government in London, with full power to agree, on behalf of the 
Society, to some definite arrangements on each of the points that have been 
raised. 

I may remark, in conclusion, that the question of the issue of a new charter 
or charters to the Society is one which could obviously only be considered 
after the precise changes which might be desired by the Society, had been com- 
municated to the Government ; and that it would appear necessary that the 
arrangements for the establishment of the new museum should be settled, and 
any consequent alterations in the position of the Society definitely ascer- 
tained, before this proposition could be satisfactorily discussed.

In consideration of the large amount of the property of the Royal Dublin 
Society now required by the Government [on the lands and buildings of which 
alone more than 48,000/. have been expended out of the Society's private 
resources, and the value of which has since largely increased], the Society is 
entitled, in case it consented to the transfer of such property, to ample pecuniary 
compensation, as well as to the continuance of certain privileges which are 
indispensable to its usefulness, or in fact to its existence. 

The following should be secured to it, viz. : — 

I. The use of Leinster House and the courtyard, the lecture hall, labora- 
tory, and adjoining rooms ; or, if the site upon which those latter buildings 
stand be required by the Government, similar buildings to be erected in the 
vicinity in their stead ; the right of way through Leinster Lawn. 

JI. Compensation, pecuniary or otherwise, for the premises heretofore used 
for agricultural and horse shows, as well as for any loss which may be 
incurred by reason of the change of site of such exhibitions. 

ni. The collections in the Botanic Gardens, and in the Museum of Natural 
History, to be available as heretofore for the illustration of lectures or papers 
read before the Society. None of the specimens in the Natural History 
Museum to be removed from such museum, except with the consent of the 
Society. 

IV. The members of the Society to have the same privileges as regards the 
library as they have heretofore enjoyed. 

V. The services of the Staff of the Royal Dublm Society to continue to be 
available for its use ; and their emoluments, part of which is paid out of pub- 
lic and part of private funds, to be secured to them. 

VI. Should it be necessary to dispense with the services of any of the pre- 
sent officers of the Royal Dublin Society, adequate compensation should be 
secured to them.

The accounts do not go back further than 1818, but I have examined the MnnjTBB 
" subscription account " from that date, and I find that the figures agree year Oosbk- 
by year with those given in the appendix to the report as ** fees on admission," sposDEVca. 
and that as a matter of account the terms were convertible. It is also stated 
•aX questions 10 to 13 of the evidence taken by the Committee that annual 
subscriptions ceased in 1814. 

A further reason for inferring that at least the deficiency in the purchase 
money was made up from the Parliamentary Grant lies in the fact that on 
4th March 1836 the Society had invested in the Funds 2,343/., which would 
seem to be part of the subscriptions of 1835 and 1836, since if they had had 
any considerable sum invested at 3 per cent, prior to 1 834 they would have 
sold out to meet the purchase instead of paying 6 per cent, on the instalments.

▲FD Having given the Society credit for the whole of the subscriptions in aid 

i£?S£3^» of the purchase money of Leinster House, I think that this claim must be 

wholly disallowed. The account in the books, such as it is, explains nothing. 

There is only one side to it, and in that there is a pencil memorandum referring 

to a vote. The Society had clearly no income of its own sufficient to meet the 

purchase money, much less to put up additional buildings. The buildings, 

moreover, are extensive, and were never erected for the sums stated. It is 

much more probable that they also were erected out of the Parliamentary 

Grants. Vide Estimates for 1826-27, p. 16, Miscellaneous Services. A sum 

of 1,000/. is contained in that estimate for this service, but the annual grant 

appears to have remained at its normal figure. I understand in fact that this 

claim will be withdrawn. 

Item No. 4. Erection of New Museum, in addition to 5,000/.

Report on the Scientific Pkospects of the Rotai. Dublin Societt. 

The Council of the Royal Dublin Society having requested us to consider 
and report upon the scientific prospects of ^e Society, we have devoted our 
most careful attention to this important subject, and beg to report as 
follows : — 

1. The Royal Dublin Society during the century and a half of its existence 
has engaged in many most useful branches of scientific work. Its labours in 
relation to some of these have been from time to time superseded, owing to 
their being undertaken by the Government after their utility had been de- 
monstrated, and after they had been for a long time successfully carried on 
by the Society. Of this kind are the Society's extensive labours in connexion 
with the Geology and Physical Geography of the counties of Ireland, and the 
dissemination of Science. These important operations have been in succes- 
sion entrusted by the Government to Public Departments, in order to continue 
them on a larger scale than the Society coiUd have attempted; and the 
Society's work has been thus from time to time circumscribed by the esta- 
blishment of such institutions as the Ordnance Survey of Ireland, the 
Geological Survey of Ireland, and the Royal College of Science. It is now 
proposed that the Society's prolonged scientific labours in connexion with its 
Museums and Botanical Garden shall in like manner be undertaken by the 
Government, with the laudable aim of securing for these collections a greater 
extension than it has been within the power of the Society to give to thena. 
even with the aid of such public grants as have been administered through it 
for the benefit of Ireland. 

2. If the Royal Dublin Society assent to this change we are of opinion that 
its past services justify it in claiming that it shall be allowed to devote both 
its resources and its energies to such other work as will in its judgment best 
continue its usefulness and maintain its reputation ; and, after mature con- 
sideration, it appears to us that this may best be accomplished as follows. 

3. It is most desirable that a society devoted exclusively to science should 
exist in Dublin ; and with that view we are unanimously of opinion that the 
Royal Dublin Society will do a very important service both to science and to 
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Appendix A. this country if it can mould itself into two sodeties, of which one shall he 

M~uTsa ^^^^^ ^ science, pore and applied, in all its branches, and the other to 

AWD agriculture. If this can be accomplifihed we belieye that the scientific nsefol- 

CoBBB- ne?s of the Royal Dublin Society, so far firom being curtailed by the proposed 

SFOKDSKCB. changes, will be largely increased, and that the progress of science be promoted 

4. We recommend that the present members of the Royal Dublin Society 
be members of both these Societies, and that those existing members of the 
Royal Irish Academy who are not already members of me Royal Dublin 
Society shall have privileges with respect to the Scientific Society corres- 
ponding with those to be enjoyed by members of the Royal Dublin Society. 
We further reconmiend that within ihe Scientific Society there be an inner 
body«of Fellows. 

5. We deem it essential that the Scientific Society shall have such resources 
as will make it independent : that is, such a capital sum as, along with its 
annual income from subscriptions, will enable it to defray all such expenses as 
those that are borne by the priyate funds of the similar learned societies 
assembled in London at Burlington House. We belieye that the requisitcT 
capital may be obtained, as it appears from an inyestigation made by the 

officers of the Royal Dublin Society (see Appendix I.) that upwards of 

48,000/. has been expended by the Society out of its private funds upon the 
lands and buildings which t^e Goyemment propose to take, and which are 
now of far greater yalue than when they were purchased. In 1836 the 
Treasury exacted a yote from the Royal Dublin Society miJcing our property 

' ■ a public trust {see Appendix II.), but thU was on the plain understanding thai 

our usefulness and position as a society shoM be maintained ; and it is our 
distinct opinion that the Goyemment should give the Society a ftdl equiyalent 
for the present yalue of this property before they can present it as a public 
gift to Ireland. We recommend that this equiyalent be vested in the two 
proposed societies, in order that, so far as their existence is concerned, they 
may be independent of appeals to Parliament. 

6. Most of the learned societies of London have ample house accommoda- 
tion provided for them at the public expense. It is not unreasonable that the 
Government should be asked to afford the same assistance in Dublin, and we 
recommend that the house accommodation of the Scientific Society shall 
include provision for the continuance of our laboratory, which has already 
proved of essential value for the illustration of communications made to the 
Society, and for original research. 

7. We also think that it is essential to the existence of the Scientific 
Society, that the scientific portion of our library, including especially its 
scientific serials, and the transactions and proceedings of other learned 
societies, shall remain the propeny of the Scientific Society. Our proponl 
would not be inconsistent with the public having suitable access to|thi8 portion 
of the libraiy, and it is necessary even for the sake of the collection, inasmuch 
as these series, so far as they depend upon exchanges, could not be kept up 
except by such a Society. 

8. We are unanimously of opinion, after the most carefiil consideration, 
that the foregoing plan is the only feasible one that has been suggested by 
which the efficiency and public usefulness of the Society in the promotion of 
science can in future be maintained.

" That from the year 1800 to 1836 the Parliamentary grants to the Society 
had amounted to 276,154/. That Parliament never would have sanctioned 
these grants except for public purposes, and that the Treasury, without im- 
plying any distrust of the Society, cannot allow any further grants until the 
question of the property in its bmldings is finally settled." 

The resolution of the Society on the above was dated 26th December 1836, 
and was as follows : — 

" That they do not claim the right of alienating any portion of their pro- 
perty for the private advantage of the members, and cannot feel any hesitation 
m admitting that they hold their property subject to a public trust, with a 
view to the 'objects of the Charter, and for the public use of the Institution 
only ; that beyond this they cannot go ; and if the Parliamentary grants are 
withdrawn, they must still endeavour, though with diminished means, to 
promote the valuable oljects for which they were originally incorporated."

I AM desired by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty^s Treasury 
to request that you will remind His Grace the Lord Lieutenant that, if the 
contemplated arrangements for the establishment of a central Museum of 
Science and Art in Dublin are to be carried into eflFect, it will be necessary in 
the course of next session to obtain the authority of Parliament for the 
transfer to the Government of the land and premises now held by the Royal 
Dublin Society. 

Subject to any observations His Grace may have to offer, my Lords have 
agreed with the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education that the 
Board of Public Works in Ireland should be the Department of Government 
in which the property should be vested ; and as the requisite authority for 
the transfer will have to be obtained by means of a Hybrid Bill, of which 
notices should be given during the present month, my Lords have authorised 
the Board of Works to prepare and publish such notices as would be sufficient 
to cover the possible legislation of next session. Major Donnelly, Director 
for Science at South Kensington, hasjproceeded to Dublin on the part of the 
Science and Art Department to assist in this duty. 

At the same time it must be borne in mind that the negociations between 
the Government and the Royal Dublin and other societies concerned have 
by no means yet arrived at a definite conclusion, and my Lords have to 
suggest that, to avoid danger of misapprehension, His Grace should at once 
explain to the Royal Dublin Society the exact meaning of this action on the 
part of the Government, and should assure them that it has no wish to proceed 
otherwise than in accord with the Society, and that the notices now to be 
issued are only for the purpose of complying provisionally with the standing 
orders of the House of Commons.

CoKsx- A. The accommodation which the Society will require in Leinster House 

SFOiTDEVCB. depends on the functions which it shall in liitnre discharge. It is accordingly 

impossible to state the exact amount of acconmiodatton which would suffice ; 

but the Council are of opinion that it will be advisable to reserve prorisionally 

for the site of the Society the whole of Leinster House. 

The objects which the Council had in view in reserving the courtyard of 
Leinster House are for purposes of ingress and egress, and in order to pre- 
serve the agricultural effect of the buildipg. 

A plan is enclosed indicating the situation of the laboratory and lecture 
theatre and the adjoining rooms which the Society desire to maintain, or have 
equivalent buildings provided for its use. 

B. The following is the byelaw as regards the removal of any articles from 
the Society's custt^y (CX.IX.), viz. : — ^* No book, document, statue, model, 
" painting, engraving, specimen, plant, or implement, or other article, the 
" property of the said Society, shall be lent to any person or parly what- 
** soever without the permission of the Committee and of the Council having 
** charge of such book or article, and for sufficient and valid reasons ; a 
" proper receipt being given for the same. Provided, however, that diis 
** rule shall not extend to books in the library, which may be lent to 
« members of the Society in accordance with rules and regulations of that 
** department." 

Permission is not given under this rule, except under very special circum- 
stances and after careful investigation. But it is the constant practice to 
allow such specimens as can be removed without ii^ury from the Botanic 
Gardens and from the Museum to be used for the purposes of illustrating any 
communication made to the Society. 

C Members of the Society possess the following privileges as regards the 
library, viz. : — 1. The right of borrowing books according to the library 
rules, a copy of which is annexed. 

2. The exclusive use of a reading room, containing the new books and 
periodicals, any one of which is however available for the use of public readers. 

3. The right of access to the shelves throughout the library. 

B. The particulars respecting the existing staff are given in the annexed 
See pafre 27. Betnm, and the Council consider it reasonable that any officer whose services 
are dispensed with should be secured his full emoluments. 

£. The dates at which the several sums enumerated in the schedule were 
See page 28. expended are given as nearly as possible in the accompanying table. It will 

"~- be seen that some small corrections have been made in the table, which a 

scrutiny by the officers of the Society have made possible. We are further 
to state that there is reason to believe that the table is still imperfect, and 
that further inquiry may reveal items which should be added to it. If any 
such should be found which seem of sufficient importance the Council will 
submit a list with further amendments. We are desired to add that the 
Council will in a future communication reply to that portion of your letter in 
which you suggest that a deputation should be appointed by the Society 
with full power to agree, on behalf of the Society, to some definite arrangement 
on each of the points that have been raised. 

The Kesolution passed by the Society on the lUh May 1876, in reference 
to this matter, is as follows, viz. : — ' * 

** Resolved. That the Council of this Society is hereby empowered to 
*' treat with the Government for the establishment of a Science and Art 
<* Museum on the Society's premises on such terms and conditions as shall 
hereafter be submitted to and approved of by the Society, at a meeting to 
be specially convened for the purpose." 

The Council will also communicate to the Government, as soon as they are 
in a position to do so, a statement of the precise work to which the Society 
would desire in future to devote its resources and energy.

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These clauses, when actually embodied in an Act of Parliament — and Appendix A. 

therefore incapable of being modified, even if desired by both parties, in the 

smallest detail without fresh legislation — may greatly hamper future action ^^^^ 
consequential on clause 21 of the Draft Bill, which was inserted at the Cobsb- 
express request of the representatives of the Royal Dublin Society. On the sPoirDEifCE. 
other hand, it is believed that the powers conferred by clause 20 on the 
Government and the Royal Dublin Society of entering into agreements 
having the same force and effect as if they had been contained in the Act — 
such agreements, however, being revocable by consent, which the provisions 
of an Act are not — would fully meet all the requirements of the case. 

I have now to acquaint you that on the receipt of the communication 
from Messrs. Wyatt and Hoskins, a conference was held between Lord 
Sandon, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, and Mr. W. H. Smith. It was decided 
that as no arrangement had been made for the insertion of the memorandum 
in the Bill when the deputation from the Royal Dublin Society concluded 
this matter in London ; as its insertion might lead, for the reasons above 
stated, to much inconvenience, both to the Society and the Government, in 
carrying out this important undertaking ; and as further delay would probably 
prevent the passage of the Bill during this session ; the only means of 
settling the question appeared to be the renewal of the conference with the 
deputation of the Royal Dublin Society. 

I am therefore instructed to request that those gentlemen, with plenary 
powers as before, should come to London to confer with Lord Sandon, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, and Mr. W. H. Smith after the Whitsuntide recess. 
Tuesday the 5th June will, fheir Lordships trust, be a convenient day for the 
purpose.

By section 9 of Lord Sandon's letter the Art School would be made a 
special metropolitan school, the Boyal Dublin Society being relieved of their 
management of and contributions to it. 

By section 12 of the agreement the Society will be relieved of any 
expense with regard to the School of Art from and after the passing of the 
Bill. 

The Eoyal Dublin Society have, therefore, given notice to all their teachers 
that as far as the Society is concerned their services will be dispensed with 
on the 30th instant. 

The session of the school terminates on the 31st July. 

It, therefore, becomes necessary to provide for the carrying on of the 
school till the new scheme contemplated in Lord Sandon's letter is framed 
and approved. 

I would, therefore, beg leave to recommend that Dr. Steele be placed in the 
position of the Committee of the School of Art, and that he be authorised to 
engage the present staff for the remainder of the session at the same terms as 
at present, the department defraying the necessary expenses. 

The school has hitherto been maintained by the Boyal Dublin Society, who 
took the payment on results from the Science and Art Department, and the 
ft;€S of students, and it cost the Society about 125/. per annum in addition 
to such payments and fees. 

It is difficult to say what the precise amount will be which Dr. Steele will 
have to pay. But I estimate that it will be under 70/. The fees of students 
for the month will amount to about 10/., and in October the payments on 
results of the recent examinations will be made. These will probably amount 
to about 130/. or 140/. 

Thus, though 70/. will have to be paid during the next month, a large part 
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of it must be looked upon simply as an advance. It "would be paid out of Appendix A.

On the 26th ultimo the Council of the Royal Dublin Society received 
from the Council of the Royal Irish Academy a copy of a letter addressed by 
them, on the 23rd of May last, to the Secretaries of the Treasury, in which 
the Council of the Royal Irish Academy seek to induce Her Majesty's 
Government not to fulfil one of the articles of agreement made with the Royal 
Dublin Society by Sir M. Hicks-Beach, Lord Sandon, and Mr. Smith on 
behalf of the Government, and in consideration of which the Royal Dublin 
Society has consented to surrender its share in valuable property. 

The Council of the Royal Dublin Society referred the matter to the 
delegates appointed to treat with the Government and requested them to 
communicate with the Government thereon. The delegates have accordingly 
prepared the enclosed statement of facts as against the averments of that letter, 
and have directed us to request you to submit it to Her Majesty's Government 
for their information.

Statement of Facts by the Delegates of the Royal Dublin Society in reply 
to the averments of a letter dated 22nd May last from the Secretary of 
the Council of the Royal Irish Academy to the Secretaries of the 
Treasury. 

A. The letter from the Council of the Academy alleges that the Royal 
Dublin Society's chartered functions are limited to husbandly and the useful 
arts, in othe words to agriculture and industry. If the assertion bad been 
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Appendix A. that theirs/ charter of this ancient Sociely makes no direct mention of two 

principal provinces of the Society's puhsequent work, viz., Science and Art, 

Sm^^ the statement would have heen true. Nothing, however, pertinent to the letter 
CosBB- would have followed from so guarded a statement, and the broader assertion 
8P0HDBVCB. which the letter makes is wholly incorrect. At the remote date of our first 
charter (A.D. 1741) the great and important group of sciences which are now 
chiefly studied by scientific men were almost unknown ; but according as 
they grew up, and the dependence of industry upon them became understood, 
the omission in the charter was felt, and was supplied by the Irish Legislature ; 
it has also been provided for in the Society's supplemental charter. Accor- 
dingly, from a date &r back in the last century down to the present time, 
science both pure and applied has steadily, and indeed necessarily, been 
cultivated by the Boyal Ihiblin Society ; and the Society is now entitled to 
continue this practice at once, by reason of the case, by prescriptive usage, 
by the authority of Parliament, and by its supplement^ charter. We may 
refer, among other Acts, to 25 Geo. III. chap. 27 (A.D. 1785), which directs 
the Society to apply funds therein granted by Parliament to " the encourage- 
ment of manufactures, arts, and sciences." 

This Is only one of a series of Acts of Parliament before and since which 
recognise the right of the Society to cultivate science. We are to refer also 
to page 1 of the report of the Special Conmiittee of the House of Commons of 
1836, and the supplemental charter of 1866, in both of which documents this 
Society is correctly described as a society for the promotion of " sciences," as 
well as of ** husbandry and other useful arts." Even if it could be shown that 
the prolonged labours of the Society in relation to science and art before 
1866 were unauthorised by its charter, and stood only on usage and the 
direction of Parliament, this can no longer be maintained, because the 
supplemental charter of 1866, in the 10th clause, declares that the Society 
*' shall continue to have all such the same jurisdictions, powers, authorities, 
" and discretions as such Society now has under or by virtue of the said 
" hereln-before recited charter of letters patent or in any other lawful manner 
" whatsoever. And we do hereby further for Us, our heirs and successors, 
" grant and confirm unto them all such jurisdictions, powers, authorities, and 
" discretions accordingly," thus affirming the chartered right of the Society 
to any extension of its operations for which there then existed prescriptive 
usage. 

The history of the usage . of the Society which is thus granted and con- 
firmed by charter, so far as it related to the reception of scientific communi- 
cations and their publication, is as follows: — 

Up to 1832 such communications were occasionally made at the ordinary 
meetings of the Society, and occasionally published. In that year this 
branch of the Society's labours was better organised by establishing separate 
meetings for reading and discussing scientific papers under a resolution 
pavssed on the 29th March 1832. 

In 1836 a Committee of the House of Commons was appointed *'with a 
" view to a wider extension of the advantages of the annual parliamentary 
" gi^ant to the Society," and this Committee, in their 10th resolution 
recommended that the Council of the Society should cause a " selection from 
the papers read at the evening scientific meetings" to be printed and 
published. To this resolution tlie Society, at the solicitation of the Govern- 
ment, unanimously assented on the 10th November 1836, and from that time 
the continuous and more systematic publication of scientific communications 
dates. It had therefore existed for thirty years in its fuller form when it 
was further "granted and confirmed" to the Society by its supplemental 
charter. 

B. The letter from the Academy further stated that the practice of the 
Royal Dublin Society has not heretofore been to cultivate "abstract science." 
It is plain from the context that by " abstract " we are here to understand 
pure as opposed to applied science ; and understanding this to be the meaning 
of the term, the statement is erroneous. In order to make this evident the 
delegates have had the scientific work communicated to the Royal Dublin 
Society at its scientific meetings examined, and in order to show that the 
practice is long established they went back 20 years, viz., to January 1856,

and have analysed lie first 200 consecutive papers published by the Society Appendix A. 

after that date ; the result of the analysis is as follows : 

Of the 200 papers— ^^SS"^ 

98 are pure science, Ooere- 

70 in applied science, and bpohdbbtce 

32 on non-scientific subjects. 

By going back 20 years more, that is, to 1836, the result is similar. [See 
list of scientific communications made at several consecutive meetings in 
1836 appended to this statement.] 

Hence the assertion that an effort is now being made to ** alter " the 
character of the Society " by embarking it in the cultivation of abstract 
science " is in conflict with the £eicts. 

The fact is that neither the Royal Irish Academy nor the Royal Dublin 
Society, nor both the societies taken together, have been the exclusive 
cultivators of science in Dublin, nor has either body any ground whatever to 
claim a monopoly in that respect. Moreover, the statement that Ireland will 
be " deprived of the valuable services in relation to industrial subjects which 
are peiformed for England by the Society of Arts " is also a mistake. On 
the contrary, a very strong desire exists to extend largely the operations of 
the Royal Dublin Society in this direction ; such an extension is in no way 
incompatible with our aim, viz., to place Science in the Royal Dublin 
t)Ociety under the control of bona fide scientific men. 

The severance of applied from pure science, which the Council of the Royal 
Irish Academy advocate, has long ceased to be practicable, and has not been 
observed even by the Royal Irish Academy itself. It is entirely repudiated 
by scientific men, both at home and abroad, as opposed to the best interests 
both of science and industry; among others. Dr. Andrews, the outgoing 
President of the British Association, dealt with the error in his address to the 
Association last year, and winds up his weighty treatment of the subject in 
the following tenus : — " It is with the greater confidence, therefore, that I have 
^< ventured to suggest from this chair that no partition wall should anywhere 
** be raised up between pure and applied science." 

C. The printing for the Royal Dublin Society, which has heretofore been 
executed at the public expense, has consisted of two principal parts, viz.: — 

1st. The business proceedings of the Society and Council ; and, 2nd, the 
communications made to the Society at the evening scientific meetings. It 
was stated to the delegates at their interviews with the Government ihaA the 
words " limiting it strictly to its scientific work," which are commented upon 
by the Council of the Academy, were introduced into the articles of agreement 
for the purpose of excluding, after the present session, the first of the fore- 
going heads. That the words had no reference to ^* such publications as might 
relate to the practical acUon of the Society in connexion with agriculture," as 
conjectured by the Council of the Academy, is manifest from the fact that 
such, matter was never printed at the public expense, and will continue, as 
heretofore, to be printed at the expense of the Society. 

D. Having thus disposed of the several assertions made in the letter of the 
Council of the Royal Irish Academy, the delegates have further to observe 
that the request which the Council of the Academy bases on those assertions 
is simply a request to the Government not to fulfil what Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, Lord Sandon, and Mr. Smith solemnly promised on its behalf, and in 
consideration for which the Royal Dublin Society has consented to surrender 
its share in valuable property. 

E. The delegates also submit that the attempt of the Council of the Royal 
Irish Academy to limit the functions of the Royal Dublin Society ought not 
to have been made by appealing in a private* manner to a department of the 
Government, but should have been made openly and before a legal tribunal, 
if any such case as has been put forward could be sustained, which the 
delegates respectfully deny.

I. We are of opinion that It would tend to tbe advancement of agriculture 
that there should be only one leading agricultural body in Ireland ; and we 
think that this desirable end may be attained by forming, out of the Agricul- 
tural Department of the Royal Dublin Society and the present Royal 
Agricultural Society of Ireland, a body to be called the " Royal Agricultural 
Association of Ireland." 

U. We deem it essential to the satisfactory working of such a union that 
the council to be elected for the purpose shall attend solely to mutters con- 
nected with agriculture ; aud that (be remaining work of ^e Royal Dublin 
Society be dealt with as shall be arranged by those interested therein.

We suggest that the first council shall consist of 50 members, and that 
25 be elected by each existing society. 

X. The capital now possessed by the Royal Agricultural Society, and that 
belonging to the Agricultural Department of the Royal Dublin Society, shall 
be applied for the promotion of agriculture, in such way as shall be deter* 
mined on by the proposed Royal Ag^cultural Association. 

XI. The proposals for amalgamation are dependent upon Government 
undertaking to extend to the new Royal Agricultural Association all the 
advantages to agriculture contained in liord Sandon's letter of 8th February 
1876, and the agreement of the Government with the Royal Dublin Society of 
the 5th of March 1877. 

XII. In the event of the adoption of our report by the two societies, we 
are of opinion that it would be advisable for the Council of each to appoint 
a standing committee, to consist of five members from each society, to confer 
upon any matters relating to the new charter, or otherwise requiring their 
action.

I have gone carefully into the qoestions raised in Mr. Homsby's letter with 
Major Festing, R.E. It is difficult to give any very precise information, espe- 
cially as to the space required for the several collections. Of some of the 
collections to be housed in the new museum the nucleus only exists, others 
have entirely to be formed, and the rest will, in course of time, be enlarged 
considerably. Further^ the size or nature of a collection to be made depends 
to a considerable extent on the space available for it. 

But taking the best information available, and especially considering the 
space provided in a museum of the same type as that required in Dublin, viz., 
the Science and Art Museum in Edinburgh under this Department, we think 
the following as complete an answer as can, under the circumstances, be given 
to questions 1 and 2, viz. : 

** 1 . The several purposes for which accommodation will be required in the 
** buildings. 

** 2. The superficial area which should be allotted for each of these pur- 
*' poses, and the best form in which such space could be laid out.''

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Appendix A. square feet of exhibiting area, entirely independent of offices, refreshment 
HiHTTEs ^^^o"^^' ^^^ library. It cannot therefore be considered that 83,000 square 
Jlstd feet is at all an exaggerated estimate of the requirements of the Science and 
CoBBE- Art Mnsenm in Dublin ; but, as before stated, that space will be sufficient for 
BPoiTDEircB. jnanj years. As to the best form in which such space could be laid out, it 
may be safely stated, from the experience of the South Kensington and other 
museums, broadly, that top-lighted galleries or courts are the best for exhi- 
biting almost every kind of object. Not only is the light so obtained in the 
best direction for showing the objects, but we thua obtain the largest amount 
of wall space. Top-lighted courts, however, if too high, and with several 
galleries, become well like — the shadows thrown by the lower galleries are so 
strong as to destroy the wall-space under them for exhibiting purposes, and it 
becomes preferable, if side-lighting can be obtained, to employ it below. 

The east end of Jjcinster Lawn affords a site of 450 and odd feet long with 
side-lighting on both sides. A building placed here might be 60 feet wide, 
divided into two parallel galleries, each about 30 feet wide. On one floor 
this would give 27,000 square feet of exhibiting area, and on three 81,000, or 
about the amount required by the foregoing estimate. Some further space 
would be obtained in the returns connecting this building with the present 
Natural History Museum on the one side and the National Gallery on the other. 
This would, however, not be much more than a set off for the central archway, 
and for space lost in staircases, &c. In tune it may no doubt be necessary 
to extend the museum, moving some portion of the collection to a building in 
Shelboume Yard, or the $ite of the present Agricultural Hall. 

The top storey would be top- lighted, and the two lower ones, of course, 
side-lighted. Experience shows that exhibiting rooms 18 or 20 feet high 
may very well be lighted back 30 feet, if the windows are large and up to the 
ceiling. 

The upper top-lighted storey, the rooms being 80 feet wide, should be 
about 20 to 22 feet high to the coveing of the ceiling, and have a double glass 
central skylight about 12 or 15 feet wide. It is perhaps doubtful whether in 
the portion of the building devoted to Natural History a modification of this 
treatment might not with advantage be adopted, especially in those parts used 
by students and not open to the public generally. 

It has been assumed herein that, as has been contemplated for some time> 
the natural history collections will be moved from the building in which they 
are at present, and that that building will be adapted and used for the library. 
This would seeni in many ways the best arrangement. 

If the building for the Science and Art Museum cannot be placed on the 
east end of Leinster Lawn, it must, we presume, be built in Shelbourne Yard, 
and on the site now occupied by the Agricaltural Hall. This cannot be done 
till the agricultural shows, &c., are provided for at Ball's Bridge or other con- 
venient place. Neither in Shelboume Yard nor on the site of the Agricultural 
Hall can much side-lighting be obtained, and the museum must be built either 
on the plan adopted in the museum at South Kensington or on that in Edin- 
burgh. In the South Kensington Museum two-storey buildings are built 
round a quadrangle, which quadrangle is itself glazed in, and gives exhibiting 
space. The surrounding buildings are top-lighted for the upper floor, and the 
ground floor, which is in fact an arcading, opens into and is lighted from the 
central glazed court. 

In Edinburgh we have halls top-lighted and with two galleries about 14 
feet wide running round. Drawings of both are furnished, which may 
be of assistance. 

As respects question 3, we believe that all the necessary office accommo- 
dation will be found in Leinster House, and that it will be quite unnecessary 
to provide any other. It would, we believe, be advisable to have residences 
on or near the premises for Iwo ofl^rs, the director, and an assistant, 
and rooms for a housekeeper, or person generally in charge of attendants, 
&c. 

It will be necessary, according to the agreement and Lord Sandon's letter, 
to reserve to the Royal Dublin Society the large meeting room on the ground 
floor in Leinster House, with the adjoining reading room, probably two rooms 
as offices, and the lecture hall, laboratory, and small adjoining room. The 
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appropriation of rooms for office accommodation can scarcely be considered Appendix A..

become necessary' to allocate some of the other rooms to the official staff of 
the Department of Science and Art in Dublin. In view of the scanty accom- 
modation, the Council is therefore prepared to acquiesce in the best temporary 
arrangement that can be made during this crowded condition of the House. 
They have had the accommodation within the House carefully examined and 
desire to lay the following plan before my Lords, as the best arrangement they 
can propose with their full knowledge of the premises : —

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The rooms, a, b, c, d, e,/, g, in the accompanying sketch, along with some 
rooms in the attic storey, are occapied by the library— others of the attics have 
been sleeping apartments, but are at present unoccnpied, owing to Mr. White's 
superannuation. It is suggested that these rooms shall be tbrown into the 
library, so that the room (e), at present an office attached to the library, nkay 
be avaUable (along with D) as the offices for Dr. Steele and his clerks. The 
room F would be the most convenient room for Mr. White, but it contains the 
Society's fire-proof room. Accordingly if this room is withdrawn from the 
Society, the Government will of course pronde the Society with adequate 
safes, or a strong-room elsewhere. It is plain that while the space is so re- 
stricted as it is at present, it will be. impossible to allocate separate rooms for 
the meetings of the Council and Committees of the Society, and for the meet- 
ings of the Boards of Trustees and Visitors. I am therefore desired to suggest 
that the same room shall for the present be used for all such meetings, giving 
a precedence to the meetings of the Boards of Trustees and Visitors. This 
room will necessarily be one of the rooms, Af B, C, and probably C will be 
found to be the most convenient. The two other rooms, D and E^ are therefore 
the only rooms which it appears can as yet be allocated exclusively to the 
Society within Leinster House, except such rooms as store-rooms In the base- 
ment and apartments for a resident porter, which are essential in consequence 
of the late hours at which he has to be on duty. If this arrangement is 
carried out, and it seems the only one that is feasible, it will withdraw from 
the Society the advantage it has hitherto enjoyed of having apartments for a 
superior resident officer. I am desired to submit that until the library is re- 
moved and accommodation of this kind can be afforded simitar to that provided 
for the learned societies in Burlington House, the Society should receive com* 
pensation for its being withdrawn from them, as it involves a pecuniary loss to 
the Society. 

The room (6) on the upper floor contains books belonging to the library, 
but is also used as a reading-room for members of the Society, and as the 
apartment in which one of the sections of the Society meets when the evening 
scientific meetings of the Society are held. The Council requests that these 
uses of the room may be ooutinued. With respect to accommodation outside 
Leinster House, we are desired to request that the Society may continue to 
have the use of the offices close to the Kildare Street entrance gate, which 
are at present employed as agricultural offices. And as regards the three 
rooms adjoining the laboratory, to which you refer in your letter, two of them 
are the instrument rooms attached to the laboratory, and therefore necessary 
adjuncts of it, and the third is a small room which has for the most part been 
used as a store-room, as it is damp and ill-lighted, having a high wall built 
close in front of the windows. It will, however, be useful to the Society while 
their accommodation elsewhere is scanty. I am desired to request that my 
Lords will be pleased to concur in this allocation of the premises, which has 
been drawn up by the Council with much care, and after investigation into 
all the conditions to be fulfilled.

Answer. -^2 acres 1 rood and 29 perches. 

Query iv. — Extent of open ground on which agricultural shows have 
been held ? 

Answer. — 4 acres 2 roods 4 perches, including Leinster Lawn, hitherto 
used for the purposes of a promenade at the shows, and without which 
the public could not have been accommodated. 

Query v. — ^What office accommodation has been devoted to agricultural 
purposes in Leinster House ? 

Answer.— Use of board room (1) ; the registrar's office (2) ; treasurer's 

office (3) ; in conjunction with the superintendent, or clerk of the yard's 

office at the entrance gate, Kildare Street, consisting of three rooms. 

The Council have directed us to ask, whether, as the proposed amalgama* 

tion of the Agricultural Department of this Society was from its inception 

encouraged by Government, and every step as it progressed duly made known 

to it, the Government will assent to the Royal Dublin Society transferring to 

the proposed amalgamated society all obligations which Government is under 

to the Agricultural Department of this Society, as laid down in Articles 1, 5, 

9 and 10 of the agreement of the 10th March last.

55. — Extract from Report by Lieut..Cclonel Donnelly, K.E., dated 2drd 

April 1878. 

I SAW the Chief Secretary for Ireland by appointment with Colonel 
McKerlie and Dr. Steele on Thursday afternoon (18th April) at the Castle, 
Dublin, a short time before a deputation from the Royal Dublin Society on 
this subject was received. 

We explained the present position of a&drs to Mr. Lowther. The deputa* 
tion then strongly urged immediate progress being made in the matter. The 
land at Ball's Bridge which is now avsalable may be lost if steps are not 
taken very soon to secure it. Both the scientific and the agricultural sections of 
the Society will suffer if the question is kept pending and no definite arrange- 
ment for the future be decided on. The contemplated amalgamation with the 
Boyal Agricultural Society cannot be proceeded with. But it will be as soon as 
the (jU>vernment has decided on the removal of the Agricultural Department to 
Bsdl's Bridge. The Boyal Dublin Society will probably then separate into two 
sections, lliis will, however, require the obtaining of a new charter or charters 
under sec. 17 of the 40 & 41 Vict cap.'ccxxxiv, and it is most desirable that the 
necessary special meetings of the Society and its CouncU should^be held before 
the close of this session, otherwise the whole question will be put off to another 
year. I may add that no steps can be taken for enlarging the School of Art 
till the Agricultural Department is moved. 

Mr. Lowther iniormed the deputation that he would do what he could to 
push matters on, but that as other departments of the Government and a 
question of money were involved he could not make any promise at that time.

In reply, I am directed to slate that my Lords also eoncnr generally in the 
ptnposals of (he Office of Works contained In the report dated 3rd April. 
They remark that nothing definite is said in the report as to irho is to be 
charged with carrjing on the works at Ball's Bridge, making the necessary 
arrangemcnli^, &c. i they desire, therefore, to suggest for His Grace's con- 
sideration whether ll would not be desirable to offer the Hoyal Dublin Society 
a lamp sum in discharge of all claims on the Gorenimenl, nude r clauses 9 and 
10 of the agreement of the Sth March 1877, and leave the Society fire to 
obtain a lease of what land they find advisable, and to erect their own build- 
ings, Ike. Such a course appe&rs to their Lordships likely to be most 
economical and at the same time most agreeable to the Itoyal Dublin 
Society, and best calculated to avoid all difficnltiea and complications, espe- 
cially in view of the contemplated amalgamation with the Royal AgricnltBial 
Society of Ireland, au amalgamation which it is most desirable to enconrafie 
and assisl, while keeping it clear that the agreement of the Sth March is 
solely with the lioyal Dublin Societ)', and that the obligationii of the Govem- 
ment to that Society will not be transferred to the amalgamated oc itew 

Should the T«rd Lieutenant concur in this view, my Lords are of opinion 
that it should be stipulated that the sum offered was in discharge of all 
liabilities under clauses 9 and 10 of the agreement ; that all offices for the 
new society or the Agricultural Department of (be Royal Dubliu Sociely, 
whether in Dublin or at Ball's Bridge, should be provided out of that sum. 
and should no longer be furnished at Lonster House ; and thai, in bet, the 
separation should be complete. My Lords are stron^y impressed with the 
necessity of this to prevent complicated claims arising as time goes on. 

A simi of SO.nooJ. would appear to my Lords to be a fair and liberal offer 
to make to the Hoyal Dublin Society on these conditions, with the fbithcr 
proviso that the shows were not to be held, nor the offices nor any part of 
the Agricultural Depnrtment to remain at Leinster House after July. 

It will probably not be necessary to pay the whole of the amount to the

His Grace desires me to state that he fully concurs in the views expressed

In your letter of the 26th February you informed the Royal 
Dublin Society that, considering the want of accommodation in Leinster 
House until the library is removed, their Lordships are of opinion that 
in- addition to the board room and conversation room only one room can 
be allocated to the Society within Leinster House. In my letter to you 
of the 22nd (? 26) March, I was instructed to suggest that somewhat more 
accommodation might be provided by withdrawing from the library the pre- 
sent librarian's room, and placing it in connexion with the office now occupied 
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by the Director of the Museum of Science and Art. It is now, however, Appendix A. 
understood that this proposal cannot be carried out without much incon- ir~T~ 
venience to the library ; and the Council of the Royal Dublin Society have ^iJ?^* 
accordingly directed me to request you to convey to my Lords their wish Corhe- 
that the third room, referred to in your letter of the 26th of February, to be spondbncb. 
allocated to the Society pending the removal of the library may be that 
known as the Secretaries' Office. This arrangement would leave the 
rooms A, B, C in the accompanying drawing in the occupancy of the 
Society, and the rooms X>, E^ F in the occupancy of the Department of 
Science and Art. X> is at present Dr. Steele's room, and F his accountant's 
office ; E would then be the room in which the trustees of the library and 
visitors of the Museum would meet. 

My Lords are doubtless aware that it is the intention of the Society to seek 
charters enabling it to bifurcate into two distinct corporations a scientific 
society and an agricultural society, so as to enable it more efficiently to carry 
on the functions in science and agriculture remaining to it. As for some time 
only three principal rooms can be allotted to these societies within Leinster 
House, one of these rooms must be exclusively occupied by each of the two 
societies, and the third jointly occupied by them. This third room, which 
will probably be room -4, will be the room in which the larger meetings of 
both societies will take place, and at other times will be the general reading 
and conversation room, to be occupied in common by the members of both 
societies. Each society, therefore, can only have one room exclusively its 
own. It is proposed that these rooms separately occupied shall be B and C 
It is plain iJiat the least with which each society can do is one room exclu- 
sively its own ; and it is also plain that it is of very great importance to the 
societies that these rooms should, like B and C, open ditectiy in the main 
passage of the building, and be of adequate size ; while, on the other hand, it 
is not a matter of imx)ortance to the Department that their offices or the 
room in which the trustees and visitors meet should open on the main passage 
of the building. 

The Council trusts, therefore, that the Government, taking into account the 
great importance to the Society of continuing to occupy the room C, as they 
have always done since the purchase of Leinster House 60 years ago, will 
accede to the request of the Council that this may be the third room pro- 
visionally allocated to them within Leinster House, until the library shall be 
removed.

In reply to Mr. Law's letter of the 2nd July on the subject of the nT»nT??J5^ 
grant of 20,000/. in discharge of the liabilities of the Government under sec- ^ ^^' 
tions 9 and 10 of the agreement with the Royal Dublin Society of the 5th 
March 1877, 1 am directed to state as follows : — 

The object of remoying the Agricultural Department of the Boyal Dublin 
Society and the shows from Leinster House is to enable the Government to 
carry out the promises of Lord Sandon's letter of the 8th ^February 1876, and 
the agreement of the 5th March 1877. Until the removal has taken place 
the Art School cannot be enlarged, nor can the new Science and Art Museum 
be built. Lord Pembroke having refused to allow a building to be erected on 
Leinster Lawn. He has this power under the lease or fee-farm grant made 
in 1855 under the terms of the Act passed that year to provide for the esta- 
blishment of a national gallery, &c. 

The disadvantage of holding horse and cattle shows in the courtyard of 
buildings devoted to an Art School, a National Library, and a Science and 
Art Museum is obvious. The necessity for removing the shows and Agricul- 
tural Department from Leinster House, quite independently of any question 
of using the land for the purposes of the Museum, was from the first strongly 
felt by Lord Sandon, Sir M. Hicks-Beach, and Mr. Smith, and the whole of 
the arrangements made were based on the idea that it should be carried out as 
soon as possible. 

One of the principal advantages to be obtained by the new arrangements 
was the division of the Royal Dublin Society and the amalgamation of the 
agricultural side of it with the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland. This 
has been indirectly encouraged by the Government, and after prolonged 
negotiations between tlie societies, is on the point of accomplishment. If 
arrangements are not made for the removal of the Agricultural Department, 
this amalgamation must now be stopped, or the amalgatnated society pro- 
vided for at Leinster House. 

The intimation to the Royal Dublin Society that it was the wish of the 
Government that the shows should be removed from Kildare Street and a 
site selected elsewhere was, my Lords suppose, given by the Irish Govern- 
ment. • 

Under the circumstances, and considering how, by whom, and with wha . 

objects the negotiations had been carried on with the Royal Dublin Society from 

the beginning, it is difficult to see what other course could have been followed 

by the Irish Government or the Science and Art Department. 

• • • * * 

Whether the Government are irrevocably committed to the removal of the 
agricultural shows of the Royal Dublin Society from Kildare Street or not is 
a question which, it appears to my Lords, scarcely to rest with them to decide, 
as the Treasury and tiie Irish Government have been as much parties to the 
negotiations as the Science and Art Department. As far as my Lords are 
aware, no binding legal contract has l>een made. But, undoubtedly, the Go- 
vernment are bound to carry out the proposals of Lord Sandon's letter, and 
the agreement before referred to, on the faith of which the Act of last session 
transferring the property of the Government was passed. If the land at Ball's 
Bridge be not secured in order to build a museum, &c., more land must be 
purchased in Dublin ; great disappointment will be felt at the collapse of the 
efforts made to amalgamate the two agricultural societies of Ireland ; many 
complications will ensue ; the Government will be open to some animadver- 
sions on the change of its policy in the matter ; and the cost to the State will 
eventually not be less, but in all probability many times as great as that 
entailed by the scheme now proposed to the Treasury. This scheme in no 
way affects the liabilities of the Government under section 5 of the agreement. 
It is, however, intended to cover the liability under section 1 as £ur as the 
Agricultural Department is concerned, and the whole of the liability under 
sections 9 and 10.

YouB letter dated Sunday last, and asking for a reply thereto before 
the end of the week, has been under the consideration of the Council of the 
Royal Dublin Society, specially convened to consider its contents. 

I am directed by the Council to say in reply that it is out of their power, 
without the consent of the Society, to enter into any negotiations with the 
Government as to their proposition that the Society should forego its claim 
to sufficient accommodation in Leinster House for the functions still remaining 
to it in agriculture, under clause 1 of the agreement of the 5th March 1877. 
Nor would the Council feel themselves justified in recommending to the 
Society to give its consent. , 

But with respect to clauses 9 and 10 of that agreement, which have refer- 
ence to the Society's shows, the Council are prepared to accept, on behalf of 
the Society, the sum of 20,000/., to be paid as proposed in your letter, provided 
that the site already selected at Ball's Bridge is also given to the Society by 
the Government, rent and taxes free ; but they do not believe that they would 
be justified in accepting the sum offered by the Government for the claims 
of the Society under clauses 9 and 10, unless with the addition of an adequate 
site. 

The Council observe that you refer in your letter to correspondence and 
negotiations which are spoken of as having taken place on the subject of the 
removal of the Agricultural Department of the Society from Kildare Street. 
The Council desire me to say that they are not aware that any such negotia- 
tions have taken place. The negotiations have all through contemplated the 
continuance at Leinster House of the central offices and laboratory required 
by the Society for its agricultural functions.

In reply to your letter of the 18th July, the Lords of the Committee of 
Council on Education direct me to say that they regret that the Council of 
the Royal Dublin Society did not see their way to accept the offer made to 
them in the Department's letter of the 14th July. 

It was not intended to suggest therein that any negotiations or correspond- 
ence had taken place specifically on the question of the removal of the Agri- 
cultural Department of the Society — that is to say its office accommodation — 
from Leinster House. But in considering the question of the removal of the 
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Appendix A. agricoltaTal shows from Kildare Street, about which there has been some 

negotiation and correspondence, in connexion with the contemplated amalga- 

^ aSd'* mation of the Agricultural Section of the Royal Dublin Society with the Royal 
CoBBB- Agricultural Society of Ireland, of which my Lords were officially informed, 
BFOiTDBircE. it appeared to them that many future difficulties might be aYoided by the 
arrangement proposed. For it must be remembered that the agreement of 
the 5th March only contemplates the proyision of accommodation for the 
Royal Dublin Society. When the amalgamation of one section of it with the 
Royal Agricultural Society is complete a new society will be formed, requiring, 
it is presumed, additional acconmiodation separate from the Royal Dublin 
Society. This accommodation my Lords cannot undertake to provide, and they 
hoped the difficulty would be met by including in the offer to the Society a 
sum to cover the value of the present office accommodation of the Agricultural 
Department in Leinster House and the a4]oining buildings. 

As the estimates prepared by the Office of Works include this sum, my 
Lords are not prepared to recommend the additional expenditure proposed in 
Mr^Stoney's letter of the 18th July. They therefore can now only request 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury to instruct the Office of 
Works in Ireland to take the necessary land at Ball's Bridge, and erect upon 
it such buildings as will be required to afford ** equal facilities to those enjoyed 
at present " by the Society in their premises at Kildare Street, for agricultural 
shows. This they must do at once, unless the Council of your Society are, on 
reconsideration, disposed to accept the offer recently made to them.

^ <* seeking from the Grovernment any grant in aid to the proposed amalgamated 

" Society beyond what this Society is entitled to receive under the agree- 
" ment." 

In conformity Vith this declaration, the Council have not asked, and do 
not ask, the Government to provide any accommodation in Leinster House 
and the adjoining buildings, beyond what the Royal Dublin Society requires 
for the functions remaining to it in science and agriculture, whether the pro- 
posed amalgamation takes place or not. It is, however, to be observed, that 
the amalgamation of the two great agricultural societies in Ireland (the Royal 
Dublin Society and the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland), is a matter 
of very great importance to the country, and as such has been contemplated 
both by the Government and by the Society throughout the whole of the 
negotiations which have taken place, and in addition, provision has been 
made for it by Parliament, in the recent Science and Art Museum Act of 1877. 
If, however, the Government declares their intention of not carrying out their 
agreement with the Royal Dublin Society, unless the Society abstains fix>m 
entering into an amalgamation with the Royal Agricultural Society, the 
Council of the Royal Dublin Society feel with deep repet that the Society 
will have no other course open to it, whatever the public interests involved 
may be, but to abandon the proposed amalgamation. 

The Council further desire me to say that less than 16 acres of ground at 
Ball's Bridge cannot, in their estimation, be considered as equivalent in space 
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for the ground here occupied for agricultural shows, having regard to the Appendix A. 
difference in locality. This is a topic which my Lords will find fully dealt — 
with in the letter from the CJoun'cil to Sir M. H. Beach aheady referred to. Sm ^^^ 

With respect to the last sentence of your letter, in which my Lords suggest Cobbe- 
that the Council of the Ilo3ral Dublin Society should reconsider their decision, spondevce. 
I am desired to say that, as explained in my former letter, the Council could 
not, without the approval of the Society, give any valid assent to the proposi- 
tion so far as it affects the accommodation to be provided for the Society at 
Leinster House, but being anxious to meet the views of the Government as far 
as is consistent with the vital interests of the Society, and to be guided by the 
best estimate that can be fonned of what would provide suflBciently for the 
agricultural shows of the Society at Ball's Bridge, they request that a copy 
of the estimates j>repared by the Office of Works, referred to in your letter, 
may be furnished to them. 

With reference to the offer which the Council instructed me to make in my 
last letter, that they would accept, on behalf of the Society, 20,000/., and the 
proposed site at BalPs Bridge, ftee of rent and taxes, in Ueu of the engage- 
ments contained in sections 9 and 10 of the agreement, they desire me fiuther 
to say that they would feel justified with their present information in accepting 
25,000/., but not less, for the whole of the claims of the Society under these 
two clauses, with the understanding that the Society shall not incur any loss 
with respect to the first article of the agreement, should it bifurcate into two 
societies, and should one of these, as is intended, amalgamate with the Royal 
Agricultural Society of Ireland ; in other words, that as much provision will 
be made in Leinster House for the two societies (if the Dublin Society becomes 
two societies with separated functions) as will have to be made for the Society 
if it continues as it at present exists, in order to provide as the words of 
the agreement say ''for the functions still remaining to it in science and 
" agriculture." 

I am further directed to say that the Council would be happy to appoint a 
committee to confer on the subject with any persons in this country selected 
by the Government.

the present site. 

One of the arguments used by the Society in demanding the greatly in- 
creased site at Bail's Bridge that it is required for an extended exhibition of 
stock and implements, and the enlargement of shows to be^ expected from 
amalgamation, can scarcely be considered valid under the terms of the agree* 
ment, which are to afford cqutd facilUiea to those enjoyed at present. The 
other argument — that 16 acres at Ball's Bridge are only equivalent to the 
space now occupied, having regard to the difference in /oca/t7y*- would have 
some weight if it were proposed thereby to relieve the State of all further 
liability under clause 10 of the agreement. But it is evident that it would 
be a very one-sided bargain for the State to incur the additional expense of 
providing a greatly extended site, which should secure increased recopts for 
the Royal Dublin Society, while the State continued to run all the risk of 
any loss. 

I am at the same time to point out that a reference to the preceding letters 
on this subject from this Department will show that there is no justification for 
the suggestion, which my Lords regret to see is contained in your letter, that 
the Government does not intend, or does not wish, to carry out their agree- 
ment with the Royal Dublin Society, unless the Society abstains fix>m entering 
into an amalgamation with the Royal Agricultural Society of L:«land. On 
the contrary, my Lords hoped that the offer they made would not only be 
acceptable to the Royal Dublin Society, but would facilitate the amalgama- 
tion by pioviding for certain contingencies which might otherwise cause 
difficulties. 

The late Chief Secretary for Ireland, in his letter of the 1 1th December, 
1877,"' pointed out with regard to amalgamation that, however desirable it 
might be, the terms of the agreement of the 5th March 1877 referred solely 
to the agricultural shows of the Royal Dublin Society, and not to those of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland. 

My Lords were already aware that the Royal Dublin Society, in their reply 
of the 27th December 1877, of which you enclose a copy, had disclaimed any 
intention of seeking for a grant in aid of the proposed amalgamated society 
beyond what the Royal Dublin Society is entitled to receive under the agree- 
ment. But in that same letter it was asked whether ** the Government will 
*' assent to the Royal Dublin Society transferring to the proposed amalga- 
mated society all obligations which Government is under to the Agricultural 
Department of this Society, as laid down in articles 1, 5, 9, and 10 of the 
agreement of IGth (? 5th) March last.'* To this Sir M. Hicks-Beach 
replied on the 4th January, that he did not anticipate that the Government 
would be prepared to assent to this transfer. Now it appears from the report, 
dated 1 5th October 1877, of the committees of the Royal Dublin Society 
and of the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland, who considered the question 
of amalgamation, " that the two bodies," t.e. the Royal Dublin Society and 
the new amalgamated society, '* once started should be entirely distinct. The 
*' two societies would at first have many members in common, but will, not- 
" withstanding, thus be two societies, thenceforward to be recruited separately 
" and governed by different councils." 

It appeared to my Lords that, if this were carried out, the new society; 
containing, as it would, many members not members of the Royal Dublin 
Society, would require offices and other accommodation additional to, and 
separate from, those of the Royal Dublin Society. It was thought advisable to

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point this ont, and, in order to avoid any future misunderstanding, to state Ap pendi x A« 
clearly that this additional separate accommodation could not be provided at Muf^xBa 
Leinster House. At the same time, the sum which was offered included and 
what was considered fair compensation for what the Agricultural Section of the Cobre- 
Koyal Dobhn Society would lose, if it relinquished the office accommodation 8Po»de»ce. 
now provided for its special purposes, as distinct from the general purposes 
of the Society. 

There is nothing, my Lords believe, in all this which should give any 
reason to the Council of the Boyal Dublin Society to suppose that the 
Government are placing difficulties in the way of the amalgamation. 

It is to be hoped that there may not still be some misunderstanding as to 
arrangements for the two societies. For your Council state that they do not 
ask for any accommodation in Leinster House and the adjoining buildings, 
beyond that the Boyal Dublin Society requires for the functions remaining to 
it in science and agriculture, whether the proposed amalgamation takes place 
or not. And yet it is difficult to see, for the reasons before given, what 
arrangements can be made, if an amalgamation is effected. 

However, as the offer of the Government has been declined, it is only 
necessary to add that it is not, and never has been, the intention of the Lords 
of the Committee of Council to diminish, if the amalgamation should take 
place, that accommodation which would be provided for the Boyal Dublin 
Society, if it continued as at present.

I HAVE to acquaint you, for the information of the Lords of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, that His Grace the Lonl lieutenant has re- 
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cently received a deputation from the Royal Dublin Society, composed of Appendix A« 

Colonel Vesey, Mr. Townshend, Mr. S. Adair, Mr. G. J. Stoney, Honorary 

Secretary, and Mr. Moore, Registrar, in reference to the last proposal made /^J^* 
by the Treasury to pay 25,000/. to the Society in full discharge of the obliga- Cobbb- 
tion of the GrOYemment, under sections 9 and 10 of the agreement of the 5th sfoitdencb* 
March 1877, and of so much of section 1 as relates to agriculture. 

The deputation'represented to His Grace that the separation of the Society 
into two distinct Societies, and the union to one of these of the Royal 
Agricultural Society of Ireland, was contemplated by the Grovemment as well 
as by the Society in all the earlier sta^s of the negotiation; that the 
necessity for the separation of the Society mto two Societies arose out of the 
action of the Government, as without it it would not be possible to carry on 
the agricultural and scientific work of the Society with as much efficiency in 
the future as in the past, when, though only one Society for both purposes, it 
was kept together and strengthened by being the channel through which 
public grants for science and art in Irelimd were made. 

The deputation further represented that the amalgamation with the other 
Agricultural Society in Ireland, known as the Royal Agricultural Society, 
had been recognised by the Government in the earlier stages of the negotia- 
tions as an object to be kept in view, and had been promoted by them, as 
well as by the Society, on the ground that it was admitted on all hands that 
the amalgamation was calculated to advance agricultural interests in this 
agricultural country. They also stated that the bulk of the members of the 
Royal Agricultural Society are also members of the Royal Dublin Society, 
and pointed out, as illus^ting this, that three of the four members of the 
deputation who waited on His Grace are, or have been, members of the 
Council of both Societies. 

The deputation further explained to His Grace that the representatives of 
agriculture in the Royal Dublin Society are unanimous in their desire to 
maintain their historical connection with the past, inasmuch as the Royal 
Dublin Society is both the oldest Agricultural Society in the United King- 
dom, dating from 1750, and has at all times been the leading Agricultural 
Society of Ireland. With this view, they entertain a very strong desire to be 
allowed to retain the use of one room within Leinster House for the meetings 
of the Agricultural Council and as their central office. The room marked (a) 
in the enclosed tracing is the room where the Agricultural Committee (which 
will become the Agricultural Council when the new charters appear) has 
hitherto met, and in which the country gentry have been accustomed to 
transact any business which they may have had with the Royal Dublin 
Society as an agricultural society. The deputation informed His Grace that 
the Council of the Royal Dublin Society would accept the allocation of this 
room and of one other office as sufficient provision for the Agricultural 
Society under clause 1 of tiie agreement. The second office need not be 
within the central building, and might be some such room as the room marked 
(b) on the tracing, which is one of the small rooms attached to the labora < 
tory ; the point which is viewed as important by the Society being to keep up 
a connection with the past by retaining the use of the room within Leinster 
House, which has been heretofore used for agricultural purposes. The depu< 
tation stated that this amount of accommodation would be essential to the 
Society for its agricultural work, whether the amalgamation with the Royal 
Agricultural Society takes place or not, and indeed whether the Royal Dublin 
Society is divided into two societies, with a view to separate science irom 
agriculture, or not. The deputation, therefore, urged tluit to allocate these 
rooms to the proposed amalgamated Society would not be going beyond 
clause 1 of the agreement. 

Hts Grace desires me to say that he attaches weight to the considerations 
laid before him by the deputation, and will be glad if their Lordships can see 
their way to signify their intention of allocating the room in question, and if 
that be not practicable, such other room in the central building as may be 
determined on, together with a separate office to the proposed amalgamated 
Society, so as to allow the new arrangements to be completed with this under- 
standing. 
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Appendix A. The deputation stated that it would be necessary to procure the consent of 

the Society before the Council could entertain the proposition to surrender the 

^TwD^* claim of the Society as an agricultural society to the accommodation gua- 
CoBRB- ranteed to it in Leinster House under clause 1 of the agreement, and that this 
8PoirDE5CB. question could not be laid before the Society sooner than November. But if 
their Lordships accept the suggestion made to them in this letter, His Grace is 
informed that the Council of the Society is prepared at once to accept, on 
behalf of the Society, the 25,000/. offered by the Government as a discharge of 
all obligations under clauses 9 and 10 of the agreement. 

His Grace feels assured that he can rely upon the cordial co-operation of 
their Lordships and of the Treasury in promoting the amalgamation of the 
agricultural branch of the Royal Dublin Society with the Royal Agricultural 
Society, and he would be sorry if the small matter which is now the subject of 
controversy, viz., the allocation of one room within the central building to the 
amalgamated Society, should impede the contemplated union. 

It is to be borne in mind that the wealth of this country is mainly agricul- 
tural, and that it is very desirable, upon grounds of general policy, for the 
Government to give as much prestige and assistance as lies in their power to 
societies established in Ireland for the encouragement and improvement of 
agriculture.

I have laid your letters of the 10th of August and of the 30th 
August 1878 before the Council of the Royal Dublin Society, at a meeting 
held this day, being the first after the summer receas. 

A deputation from the Council waited upon His Grace the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, and laid before him the grounds on which the Society 
deems it of serious importance to the success of their agricultural labours 
that that part of the agreement of the 5th March 1877 should be carried out, 
which has secured to them suitable central offices in Leinster House for their 
future agricultural as well as for their future scientific work. 

The grounds stated to His Grace the Lord Lieutenant were those which 
had been explained to the Government in March 1877, and on account of 
which the Government then promised that this should be part of the com- 
pensation which the Society should receive in consideration for the property 
they then surrendered. 

To enable the Government to carry out this part of the agreement the 
promotion of husbandry was made one of the purposes of the Act of 

1877. . 

His Grace stated to the deputation that he would communicate with Lord 
George Hamilton, and intimated that it would be better for the Society not 
to proceed with the correspondence until the Irish Government had received an 
answer from the Department of Science and Art. ITie Council accordingly 
await a further communication from the Irish Goverament, before replying 
to your letters of the 10th and of the dOth of August 1873.

I AM directed to request that you will assure His Grace that the Lords „„j?^JJ5/ 
of the Committee of Council on Education have considered your letter of the '""^*"^'^' 
12th September, with an anxious desire to meet as far as possible the wishes 
of the Society, as represented by the deputation which waited on His Grace 
to be allowed to retain the use of a room within Leinster House for the 
meeting of the Agricultural Council, as their central office, with a second 
office not within the central building. Their Lordships are so desirous to 
bring these prolonged negotiations to a satisfactory and speedy termination, 
that they would be glad, if it were possible, to consent, as far as they are 
concerned, to this proposal to allow the new Society a room and offices in 
Leinster House. But on giving the matter the fullest consideration, they 
regret to inform His Grace, that they are unable to see their way to do bo. 
At the same time, they are so desirous to assist the Koyal Dublin Society by 
every means in their power, that they will, if possible, make arrangements for 
temporary office accommodation for the new Society. This it is impossible to 
give them in Leinster House. The room indicated by the deputation is one 
which, as the Royal Dublin Society have been already informed, is required 
for the purposes of the Science and Art Museum ; and their Lordships feel 
assured that His Grace will concur with them in the opinion that they would 
not be justified in curtailing the accommodation of the Museum for the pur- 
pose of acconunodating the new Society. But my Lords would propose to 
continue to the new Society the use of the agricultural offices in Kildare 
Street, and to request the Treasury to authorise the Office of Works to fit up, 
temporarily, two rooms in the present Agricultural Museum. The building 
is not very well adapted for this purpose. But it is believed that an arrange- 
ment of this kind was once contemplated by the Koyal Dublin Society, and 
my Lords are informed that for an expenditure of about 300/., fair office 
accommodation might be obtained, with a separate entrance from Eildare 
Street, for the Agricultural Council and Committees. For general meetings 
perhaps the Royal Dublin Society would lend their large room or their lecture 
theatre to the new Society. If accepted by the Society, it must be clearly 
understood that the grant of this office accommodation is a strictly temporary 
concession, which may be withdrawn at any time after reasonable notice, 
without compensation, if it should be found necessary to remove the buildings 
for the purposes of the Science and Art Museum, though ' my Lords believe 
that it will be not be necessary to deprive the Society of the accoiLmodation 
for two or three years. 

The sum of 25,000/., which my Lords are authorized to offer to the Royal 
Dublin Society, will be paid in instalments of 10,000/., before the close of the 
present financial year,* 10,000/. next year, and 5,000/., upon the evacuation of 
the above-mentioned premises. 

My Lords desire me in conclusion to point out to His Grace, that whilst the 
Government have throughout aided, as far as lay in their power, the proposed 
amalgamation, they have felt it their duty most carefully to guard against 
the creation of any rights or privileges on the part of the new Society ; and in 
confirmation of this, they would observe that there is no reference to it in 
the memorandum of agreement. In fact the reference was purposely struck 
out. 

My Lords are, therefoitj, of opinion that even if it were possible to comply 
with the request of the deputation (which, as already pointed out, is not pos- 
sible), they would be precluded from entertaining it, as not only would the 
rights of the Royal Dublin Society not be bought up, but a new vested interest 
would be incidentally created, which might at some future time have itself to 
be purchased by Government. 

My Lords trust that these observations will satisfy His Grace that it is not 
in their power to do more than what they now propose, and they hope that 
this final concession will be accepted in the same friendly spirit as that in 
which it is offered.

When the Act passed the delegates of the Society wrote to you their letter Cobre- 
of the 29th August 1 877, requesting that this undertaking might be then spoxdbncb. 
carried out, and explaining to you the importance of so doing. 

To this letter you replied that you would forward it to the Treasury, and 
had no doubt it would receive early attention. No steps, however, have yet 
been taken to fulfil the undertaking of the Government, which you ^ere com- 
missioned to convey to the Society, that the agreements with the Society 
should be carried out " under the power to make agreements contained in the 
Bill." The Council have directed me urgently to request that you will now 
take steps to have Lord Sandon's letter of 8th February 1876 (so far as it 
concerns the Royal Dublin Society), and the agreement between the Govern- 
ment and the Society of the 5th March 1877 (so far as it has not been 
embodied in the Act), reaffirmed under clause 16 of the Act, so as to make 
them a binding agreement under it, in accordance with the undertaking which 
you gave to the Society on behalf of the Government. The Council desire 
me to say that they find it incumbent upon them to request the Government 
to fulfil this part of their agreement without entailing upon the Society the

Appendix A. 

By the Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, 1877, the buildings of the 
Society, including Leinster House, were vested in the Commissioners of Works, 
in trust for the purposes of the Act, of which one was to build on the adjacent 
lands a Science and Art Museum, and another to maintain the S«>ciety. 

And by clause 1 of the agreement with the Society, one of the ways in 
which the Society is to be maintained is defined to be by the Government 
allotting to it such accommodation in Leinster House as in the judgment of 
the Government is sufficient for its functions. 

The Council, having regard to the crowded state of Leinster House during 
the continuance in it of the National Library, and to the circumstance that 
no building for the Science and Art Museum, or for its officers has yet been 
erected, have expressed their willingness to postpone their claim to the complete 
fulfilment of this provision of the agreement until the Commissioners of 
Works have at their disposal more accommodation within Leinster House. 
The Council have expresssed their willingness meanwhile to accept a tempo- 
rary annual sum in place of such apartments for their superior officer as are 
pro>^ded for the Learned Societies in London, and otherwise to be content 
with less accommodation than they might reasonably expect. 
*~ The Council request that His Grace will allocate to the exclusive use of the 

Society in Leinster House, two rooms on the ground floor, known as the 
Council Room and the Conversation Room, and one other room on that floor, 
to be determined by His Grace ; also apartments in the basement for a resident 
porter, and some storage room. The Council also request that the room on 
the library floor, known as the Members' Reading Room, may be allocated to 
the Society, as its library, and as a place in which its scientific members can 
carry on their serious studies. 

The Council, having regard to the stinted accommodation, are willing that 
it shall be understood that the Librarian of the National Library may, under 
rules to be agreed on between the Council of the Society and the Library 
Trastees, introduce into this room such persons eminent in Science or Litera- 
ture, though not members of the Society, as in his judgment it would be well 
to provide with special accommodation for serious study. This room accord- 
ingly, although the Society's Library, would not be used exclusively by the 
Society so long as the National Library continues in Leinster House. The 
Council also request that His Grace will allocate to the Society the use, as 
heretofore, but not the exclusive use, of the Entrance Hall and passages of 
the building. 

The Council believe that His Grace will find that all these arrangements 
can be carried out without any inconvenience whatever to the Library or the 
officials of the Department of Science and Art, and they earnestly request His 
Grace to take up the matter and settle It without leaving the Society longer 
in a state of embarrassing uncertainty. 

Appendix B. 

The delegates were informed by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Lord Sandon, 
and Mr. W. H. Smith, that directions should be given to the Stationery Office 
to bring out the Scientific Transactions and Proceedings of the Society in as 
good style and as well illustrated as those of any Scientific Society in the 
Kingdom, and that this order should extend to all the scientific work which

The delegates were fmrther informed that Mifutes 
it was the desire of Her Majesty's Government to carry out this article of cobms- 
agreement in such a way as would most assist the Society to increase its spoirnsKCS.

This article of agreement has hitherto been imperfectly carried out to the 
very serious disadvantage of the Society. The publication has been slow, the 
paper very poor, the printing and presswork consequently inferior, and the 
illustrations have been meagre compared with those of other societies, or of 
the Bpyal Dublin Society before its scientific printing was done by the 
Stationery Office. A representation on this subject is being addressed to the 
Stationery Office, on receipt of which it is expected that the Stationery Office 
will apply to the Treasury for authority to carry out the work as promised to 
the delegates on behalf of the Government. 

The Council requests His Grace to use his good offices with the Treasury, 
in order that the necessary authority may be issued without delay, as pressing 
and important work is at present brought to a stand from want of it.

I AM directed to inform you that your letter of the 25th January 1879, 
with its enclosures, on the subject of the offer made to the Royal Dublin 
Society with regard to its Agricultural Department, has been under the 
consideration of the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education. Con- 
fining their reply to the two points which you state that His Grace the Lord 
Lieutenant considers are the only matters in Mr. Stoney's letter on which 
their final decision is required, I am instructed by their Lordships to 
state: — 

1. That it has never been proposed, and is not intended, that the acceptance 
by the Society of the 25,000/. should bind it to any other conditions than the 
surrender of its rights under clauses 9 and 10 of the agreement of the 
5th March 1877, and so much of clause 1 of that agreement as has reference 
to Agriculture. 

2. With regard to the proposal that the temporary accommodation for the 
Agricultural Offices be continued for a definite period of three years from the 
date of issue of charter, I am to request that you will point out to His Grace, 
what has apparently been overlooked, that in Mr. Stoney's letter this is 
coupled with the further proposal, that ** if this understanding is agreed upon, 
" it will not be necessary that the payment to the Society of the third 
" instalment of the 25,000/. shall be deferred beyond the coming year." 

The proposal in its limited, and still more in its extended, form, appears to 
my Lords to involve a very serious departure from the conditions with which 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury coupled their last, and 
as it was distinctly understood, final offer. It is, therefore, not in the power 
of my Lords themselves to sanction it ; and, considering all the circumstances, 
they are clearly of opinion that it would be useless again to appeal to the 
Treasury on the subject. Nor do my Lords feel that they would be justified 
in doing so, much as ihey regret coming to this conclusion with regard to a 
proposal with which the Lord Lieutenant has expressed a wish that they 
should comply. But they trust His Grace will on further consideration 
concur with them, when it is pointed out, that though there is an appearance 
of definitiveness in the term of three years, to which the tenure of the 
temporary offices is to be limited, the term does not commence till certain 
charters are obtained — a matter with regard to which many unforeseen circum- 
stances may arise, and over which the Government can have no control. 

Having regard to the present state of the national finances, and the 
period to which the commencement of the building of the new Science and 
Art Museum has unfortunately been deferred by these lengthy negotiations,

His Grace received on Saturday last a deputation from the Council upon 
the subject referred to in that letter, and it would appear to him that the only 
important matter now in dispute between the Council and the Science and 
Art Department is the question of accommodation. 

On referring to the previous correspondence His Grace finds that, on the 
19th February 1878, the Council of the Society applied, through Mr. Stoney, 
their honorary secretary, to the Science and Art Department to know what 
accommodation it was proposed to allocate to tl»e Society until the rooms 
occupied by the library were vacated, and that on the 26th February 1878, 
the Science and Art Department informed him that their Lordships were of

In my letter of the 20th January ultimo, I was desired by the Council 
of the Boyal Dublin Society to ask His Grace the Lord Lieutenant to take 
steps to ascertain the accommodation which the Society requires within 
Leinster House under clause 1 of the agreement. The Council thought it 
their duty to make this application to His GracCf as they believed, upon a 
more carefal reading of clause 1 of the agreement, and from sections 10 and 
16 of the Act, that it devolved upon the Irish Government to make this 
selection. 

His Grace has, however, informed the Council, in your letter of the 3rd 
instant, that he is advised that the duty of determining what accommodation 
may be required does not rest with him. 

The Council accordingly appointed a deputation, consisting of His Grace 
the Duke of Leinster, President ; the Earl of Bosse, and Dr. Waller, Vice- • 
Presidents; Viscount Powerscourt (who was prevented by illness from 
attending), the honoiery secretaries, Colonel C. C. Vesey, Mr. S. F. Adair, 
and Mr. C. Uniacke Townshend, who have conferred with His Grace, and 
amongst other things represented that it is not regarded by the Council as 
important who m^es the decision provided that a satisfactory decision is 
made by any department, and that the Council only made the request in 
the form in which they did, because they considered it their duty to conform 
to what they supposed to be the direction of the Act. 

The deputation were accordingly directed to request His Grace to use his 
good offices with whatever department he is advised should make this 
decision. 

The Council has caused a meeting of the Society to be convened for 
Thursday the 20th instant, to consider the proposals of the Government, 
and they earnestly request His Grace to move the proper department to have 
them placed in a position to assure the Society at that meeting that the 
agreements with the Society which the Government, by Mr. Wyatt's letter 
of 6th June, 1877, undertook to enter into, shall be made agreements under 
clause 16 of the Act, without any further unnecessary delay, and that they 
shall include clauses securing to the Society (until the offices of the depart- 
ment and the library can be removed) the accommodation, &c., described in 
Appendix A. to my letter of the 20th ultimo ; and in respect to printing, 
what was promised to the Society, as described in my letter to Mr. W. H. 
Smith, of 27th ultimo — the printing executed for the Society having been less, 
both as regards quantity and quality, than that promised to it. 

If the Council are put in a position by the Government to give the Society 
an assurance on these points, and especially in regard to the accommodation 
specified in Appendix A., the Council believes that it will very much con- 
tribute to a satisfactoiy resolution being passed by the Society. They 
therefore earnestly request His Grace's intervention in their favour. 

The accommodation specified has been drawn up with a fuU knowledge of 
the space within the house, and with an earnest desire on the part of the 
Council to render assistance, even at considerable inconvenience to the 
Society, to the Department of Science and Art, to carry on the new institu- 
tions at once, and without waiting for the erection of the proposed buildings, 
and the Society is ready to enter into such agreements with the Department 
or with the Commissioners of Works as will fiicilitate their doing so. 

It is under such agreements, according to the Act, that they should be 
carried on. 

Meanwhile, the Society has not delayed to meet all requests made to it by 
the Science and Art Department, and has at their request made ad interim 
appointments, pending such arrangements, of visitors and trustees, as 
referred to in Lord Sandon's letter.

I AM directed by the Conncil of tbe Royal Dublin Society eamcFtly to 
request jon to use your good offices with the Treasury in behnlt of tbe Society 
uader the following circumstances i^^ 

I need hardly recall to your recollection the agreement with the Society 
which was signed by you on behalf of the Qovemment in March 1877, and 
of which the 4th clause [see this clause quoted in thti enclosed letter] pro- 
vides that the Scientific Transactions and Proceedings of the Society will be 
printed at tbe public expense for a limited period. You were on that occasion 
good enough to assure the delegates of the Society on the part of the Govern- 
ment that the Stationery Office should be authorised to bring: nut the Scientific 
Transactions and Pnwcedingg for the Society in as good style, and as well 
iilnstrated, as those of any scientific society in the kingdom, and that this 
order should eitend to whalever ecientifio work the Society could attract to 
itaelf within the specified term of five years from the transfer of the collections, 
or in the interval between the date of the agreement (5th Mareh 1877) and 
tliat transfer, which last interval it was stated to the delegates would add 
another year to the term specified in tbe agreements 
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This part of the agreement, I regret to have to report, has been hitherto Appendix A« 
(t^. for almost two years) very imperfectly carried out, and in a manner MtiruTBa 
wholly different from that described to the delegates,— the paper is coarse and 
and poor, the printing necessarily inferior, the illustrations very far short of Cobre- 
the standard that was agreed upon, and there have been serious delays. spokdencb. 

The Irish Superintendent of Stationery states that he is without authority to 
remedy this, and the accompanying letter has accordingly been addressed to 
him, with the expectation that he will apply for authority from the Treasury 
to carry out the agreement. As you are no longer in the Treasury, the 
Council of the Hoyal Dublin Society" fears that there may be no person there 
in a position to explain to my Lords the promises made to the Society, and I 
am on this account desired to request earnestly that you will make this ex- 
planation, on behalf of the Society, in order that the necessary authority may 
be given to the Stationery Office. 

In explanation of the urgency of this request, I am desired to invite your 
attention to the very serious detriment which has already resulted to the wel- 
fare of the Society, in having the valuable scientific memoirs already published 
brought out in a style far inferior to those published by the other scientific 
bodies of the country, and to express a hope that the important memoir on 
the " Nebulae," by the Earl of Rosse, which is specially alljiided to in the 
correspondence enclosed, may be ordered for immediate publication in a style 
worthy of the subject. I am also desired to request your attention to the cir- 
cumstance that the transfer of the collections took place five months after the 
agreement was signed, instead of a year after, as had been intended, so that 
the addition made to the term of five years was not a sixth year, as explained 
to the delegates, but only five months. On this account, and taking into 
account the very limited period for which the Society is enjoying the privilege, 
and that the losses incurred hitherto, owing to a fiiU authority not having been 
given to the Stationery Office, are a diminution of what was secured to the 
Society, which is serious to it, I am directed to request you to consider 
whether you could suggest to the Lords of the Treasury to authorise the 
Stationery Office to continue to print the scientific work which may be attracted 
by the Society within six years, instead of five, afrer the transfer of the 
collections, so as in this way to carry out the agreement fully.

Letter from Mr. G. Johnstone Stoney to Mr. Charles Mitchell, Her

Sir, Royal Dublin Society, 2l8t January 1879. 

I AM directed by the Council of the Royal Dublin Society to draw 
your attention to the imperfect way in which clause 4 of the agreement has 
been carried out during the past year. 

1. The paper of the Scientific Transactions and Proceedings of the Society 
is not more than 20 lbs. printing paper, and of the kind known as ^* inferior." 

2. The care in printing, more especially when there are woodcut illustra- 
tions, does not do justice to these publications. 

3. As to the larger illustrations, such as the 8vo or 4to plates, it is impos- 
sible to have justice done to them by having them executed by any one firm. 

Clause 4 of the agreement is as follows: — " ITie Society in future to 
" provide its own staff of officers and its own printing. But the Government 
'* will authorise the Stationery Office to continue to print the proceedings and 
<' transactions of the Society, limiting them strictly to its scientific work, for 
'^ a period of five years from the date of the transfer of the collections, with

[n otiler to carry out this agreement, and to asaiatthe Society, lam directed 
to reqoest that you will give immediate directions — 

1 . That 80 lbs. paper, and of good quality, shall be used fur printing. 

2. That more care, entailing a slight increase in the expense, shall be ased 
in brioging np and printing off the type and woodcuts. ^ 

i. "AnX (aulgect to obtaining estimates for the expense, to be submitted to 
and approved of by the Stationery Office) the large iUnstrations be Bent to 
wliatever firm is best able to produce them in fac-simile, and that they shall 
be printed on 30 lbs. paper. I should mention that the Society sooie time ago 
appointed a very experienced member of its own body to be editor of its 
Scientific Transactions and Proceedings; among other reasons, in order to 
save expense in correoting the presB.

- to have instructed tbe Commissioners of Works lo carry ont the proviaious of 
the agreement of the 5th March 1877, but the delegates have failed to 
understand how or why the action of the CommiBsioners of Works within 
tlii'ir own province has been prevented by the Science and Art Department. 
The officers of the latter Department have taken possession of the Society's 
olEcial and officers' accommodation in this bouse, and have assumed authority 
ovvT the whole of the premises, without any kind of " agreement, contract, or 
^irrnngemeiit " with the Society, and without even consulting them thereon — 
ill opposition, as it appears to the delegates, to the agreement entered into 
:iud to the provisions of the Act of Farliament.

I AM directed to inform you that the ILords of the Committee of 
Council on Education have had under their consideration yonr letter of the 10th 
instant, transmitting, by direction of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, a copy 
of your letter of the 3rd instant to the Hoyal Dublin Society, and a copy of 
a further communication received from the Council of that Society, dated 
10th instant, in reply thereto. 

In their previous letter of the 8 1st January, the Lords of the Committee of 
Council on. Education confined their reply to the only two points with regard 
to which my Lords agreed with His Grace the Lord Lieutenant in believing 
any answer was then necessary, viz. : — (1) whether the offer of the 25,000i. 
entailed any other conditions than the surrender of the Society's rights under 
certain specified clauses of the agreement ; and (2) a proposal that the tem- 
porary office accommodation for the Agricultural Department should be con- 
tinned for three years from the date of issue of new charters. 

I^ appears to their Lordships that the other questions raised in Mr. Stoner's 
letter of the 20th January, and in that now under reply, might be considered 
with mnch greater advantage when the main issue now pending, the offer of 
25,000/., has been finally £sposed of. The question of the pnnting of the 
Transactions of the Society has no sort of connexion with thiis offer ; that of 
accommodation can be more satisfactorily dealt with when it is finally deter- 
mined what is to happen to the Agricultural Section of the Society ; and it 
evidently is useless to draw up and sign the formal agreement, some of the 
principal clauses of which would be completely changed by the acceptance of 
the offer made by the Government, till it is known whether that offer is to be 
accepted or not. 

But as the first two of these questions have been discussed at considerable 
length in both of Mr. Stoney*s letters, while the last, the question of the agree- 
ment, is now raised for the first time, but with the utmost urgency, it appears 
to my Lords necessary to include them all in this reply, so as to prevent any 
misunderstanding. 

I. As respects the printing of the Transactions, the Society are aware, 

though perhaps His Grace the Lord Lieutenant may not be, that some short 

delay was at first caused by a protest to the Treasury on the subject from the 

Royal Irish Academy. After that the Science and Art Department had no 

^reason to suppose that the Society had met with any difficulties in the publi- 
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cation of its Transactions beyond some temporary inconvenience due to a strike Appendix A. 
in the printing establishment in Dublin. No representations were made to misutes 
my Lords on the subject; but on the 2nd January last a letter was received akd 
rojn the Treasury enclosing one from the Controller of the Stationery Office, Coebb- 
inquiring whether any limits were to be put to the amount of work to be done ^^^^^^^^rcB. 
by his department for the Royal Dublin Society, as the demands appeared 
likely to assume lai^e proportions. He instanced one paper on scientific 
geometry, the illustrations for which would alone, it was estimated, cost over 
70/. The Treasury were informed by my Lords that the only limit with regard 
to printing was that it should be confined to the strictly scientific work of the 
Society, but that the attention of the Council should be called to the matter, 
and they should be requested to take care that nothing was printed byt what 
was really worth it. My Lords have no reason to suppose that their opinion 
has not been acted on by the Treasury. 

My Ix)rds regret that when the Society met with any difficulties they did 
not make a representation to them. It would appear from the copy which 
you forward of the letter addressed by Mr. Stoney to the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, that the question now is really only one of the quality of the paper 
and printing employed, which is stated to be inferior not only to that employed 
by other societies, but also by the Royal Dublin Society before its scientific 
printing was done by the Stationery Office. 

My Lords have not before them at the present time the materials on which 
to form an accurate opinion on this point, but as far as they can judge the 
paper is very slightly inferior to that previously used, while on the other hand 
the cost of illustration must have now greatly increased, and though the 
agreement only requires the Stationery Office to continue to print the Trans- 
actions of the Society, no exception has been taken to their enlargement from 
a demy-octavo to a quarto form. It must also be remarked, with reference to 
the claim now made for an extension of the period of printing for another 
year, that it appears to my Lords that so long as the scientific transactions of 
the Society daring the five years are publisheia at the Government expense, a 
delay in their publication, however much it is to be deprecated, is not in itself 
a valid ground for printing papers brought forward after the five years are 
ended. These papers cannot be supposed to have been affected by the time 
occupied in printing those which preceded them. 

Without further explanation my Lords are unable to understand the state- 
ment made in this connexion in Mr. Stoney*s letter of the 27th January last 
to the First Lord of the Admiralty that the "interval" between the date of 
the agreement and the transfer of the collections " it was stated to the dele- 
•* gates would add another year to the term specified in the agreement " for 
the printing to last. 

In a paper which my Lords have before them, headed " Treasury Memo- 
" randum with Alterations which the Deputation from the Society request. 
** the Government to make in it," appears the following clause suggested by 
the deputation : — " The provisions of this memorandum to come into force 
** from the Ist January 1878, but the School of Art to be taken over from 
" the3l8t March 1877." This clause was struck out, and the stipulation 
that the Society should be relieved of all expenses with regard to the School' 
of Art " from and after the passing of the Bill " only allowed to stand. 
Further, the date of the transfer of the collections was fixed by the Bill, to the. 
passing of which the Society were a party. It is difficult to see, then, how 
there could have been any such statement as that quoted above made to the 
delegates. 

Without wishing to disparage the importance to the Society of this ques- 
tion of printing, my Lords desire to point out that it docs not appear to have 
any connexion whatever with the question now requiring immediate settle- 
ment. The offer of 26,000/. in lieu of certain terms of the agreement may 
be accepted or rejected by the Society without prejudice thereto. 

II. As respects accommodation, I am to request you will point out to His 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant that the terms of the agreement are that " the«

commonlcations of the Royal Dublin Society it would appear that a new con- 

stniction has been placed upon these words, and that they have been read as 

if the amount of accommodation was to be the same as that accorded to the 

learned societies in Burlington House. But this is not so. The amount of 

aeeommodation rests with the Goremment, the conditions <^ tenure are alone 

fixed by the illustration given. 

It i^further to be remembered that the offer now under consideration by 
the Society is intimately connected with this question of accommodation ; and 
until that offer has been accepted or rejected it is diflicult to satisfiictorily 
discuss arrangements dependent upon it. But as it appears that a categorical 
answer must be given at once, my Lords direct me to state that they can only 
now allocate to the Society, as before stated, the following : — 

1. The Council room, marked A in the accompanying plan. 

2. The conversation room adjoining, marked B. 

3. The room marked E (to be fitt^ with a safe, as explained in the letter 
from this Department to the Office of Woiks of the 5th March 1878). 

4. Lecture theatre. 

5. Laboratory. 

6. Three adjoining rooms. 

7. The^ accommodation for Agricultural Department as proposed in the 
Department's letter of the 26th November. My Lords cannot provide for a 
resident porter, nor for a resident officer. They can give no definite reply as 
to the storage till it is known precisely what is required to be provided for. 
Nor can they give any reply with regard to the room on the first floor till they 
have had an opportunity of consulting the trustees of the library on the 
subject. There is but one other point to notice in relation to this matter, 
and that is when the Society ask to have allocated to them '* the use, bat not 
*' the exclusive use, of the entrance hall and passages of the buildiog." It 
can scarcely be supposed that the Grovemment, while allocating to the Society 
certain rooms for their use, would stop the free access to them by their mem- 
bers by withholding the free use of the entrances and passages leading to 
them. If, therefore, it be meant that the Society claim the right of placing any 
objects in the passages, or of managing or intervening in the general adimnis- 
tration of the building, the police, and fire arrangements, this claim must be 
distinctly refused in the interests of the general public, for whom the property 
is held, as a conjoint authority in such a case could only lead to difficulties. 

My Lords regret to have to speak thus with regard to matters in which 
they believe, with ordinary consideration and forbearance on both sides, no 
difficulties are likely to arise. But the manner in which the questions are put 
leaves them no option. 

Considering the office accommodation in which all the business "of the Society 
was conducted when it was charged with much larger functions, it cannot be 
contended that the acconmiodation detailed above is not now sufficient. But, as 
stated in the Department's letter of the 26th February 1878, this arrangement 
may be considered subject to revision when the library is removwl from 
Leinster House. 

III. As respects the agreement under the Act 40 8c 41 Vict., the facts are 
simply these. On the Ist November 1877, that is to say, immediately after the 
recess succeeding the session at the end of which the Act was passed, the 
Department requested Mr. Wyatt to prepare a draft agreement. This he under- 
took to do by a letter, dated 5th November 1877. On the 15th May 1878, 
the Department inquired what steps had been taken in the matter. On the 
17th May Mr. Wyatt explained the delay, and stated that he would complete 
the agreement as soon as possible. The subject was then lost sight of by the 
Department, or rather, considering that negotiations were pending which might 
• entirely alter the form of the agreement, was not further pressed, till, in con- 
sequence of a question accidentally arising in the office, a letter was written on 
the 8th instant to ask Mr. Wyatt what hi^ been done. 
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Kow, considering that it was in the power of the Society, quite as much AppsncUz A. 
as of this Department, to take the initiative in the matter, it is surprising j^ ~~^ 
that, if the Council laid any particular stress on the formal legal agreement ^^^ 
being completed, they took no steps with that object, as it would appear, till CoBS3^ 
Thursday the 6th instant, when they telegraphed to Mr. VVyatt spokdbkcb. 

My Lords can only endorse the statement made hy Mr. Wyatt in his letter 
to the Council of the Society, of which you transmit a copy, that, as he 
** mentioned in previous letters, the Government will carry out to the letter 
'' the agreement come to with the delegates." This has been asserted again 
and again on the part of the Groyernment. And though legally it might be 
said to be void under the Act, the agreement wa» understood by my Lords 
to be an honourable and binding understanding, to be carried out to the 
letter. If the Society had any doubts in the matter it was open to them to 
have called for the agreement to be executed legally at any time. But no 
suggestion to that effect had been received till your letter of the 10th instant 
It is stated in Mr. Stoney's letter of the same date, of which you enclose a 
copy, that the Society had, at the request of the Science and Art Depart- 
ment, ** made ad interim appointments pending such arrangements of visitors 
*' and trustees.'' My Lords received no intimation that these appointments 
were ad interim* If they had, their attention would have at once been called 
to the necessity of executing the formal agreement, for it is obvious that 
this places the noblemen and gentlemen thus appointed, and who possibly are 
unaware of the limitation, in an ambiguous position. 

My Lords are still under the impression that it is not necessary, if the 
exception now taken to the appointment of visitors and trustees be with- 
drawn, to execute any legal agreement till the pending offer of the Govern- 
ment, which, as before stated, may greatly modify the form of the agreement, 
is accepted or rejected. But if the Society desire it, and consider it worth 
incurring the expense, the agreement shall be formally executed at once. 

My Ix)rdB regret the length to which this communication has extended. 
Matters have been discussed which, as it will be seen, have no connexion with 
the real question now awaiting decision. But it appeared impossible to 
avoid touching on these without leaving an opening for further inquiries. 
The delay due to the introduction of these collateral questions, and the con- 
sequent prolonged correspondence, has already precluded the possibility of 
taking any steps this year to commence the new Science and Art Museum, 
or the enlargement and improvement of the School of Art in Dublin, works 
the importance of which to Ireland my XiOrds believe it is unnecessary to 
enlarge upon. The delay in accepting the offer of the Government may 
also seriously jeopardise the interests of the Royal Dublin Society in respect 
of the arrangements for the removal of the Agricultural Department to Ball's 
Bridge, and the consequent amalgamation with the Iloyal Agricultural 
Society. 

In conclusion, my Lords desire me to call your attention to the fact that 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland, writing on the 8th May 1878, expressed, on 
behalf of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, his foM concurrence in the proposed 
amount (20,000/.) to be offered to the Society, and in the conditions to be 
attached to the offer. These conditions have since been relaxed, and the 
offer has been increased by 5,000/. My Lords trust, therefore, that His 
Grace will concur with them in pressing on the Royal Dublin Society the 
necessity for considering this offer as final, and requiring an immediate 
answer.

I AM desired by the Council of the Royal Dublin Society to request Spondeece. 
that you will thank His Grace the Lord Lieutenant for his efforts in behalf 
of the Society. 

The Council submitted to the Society, on Thursday last, the offer of the 
Treasury, and the letter which you addi*essed to me on the preceding day, 
with its enclosures, consisting of an extract from a letter from the Depart- 
ment of Science and Art to the Irish Government, dated February 17th. 

The Society, after a fbll discussion, passed the following resolutions by a 
large majority: — 

First Kesolution — ** That the Council shall have power to negociate on the 
" part of the Society, and to conclude an arrangement under which the offer 
<< of 25,000/. for clauses 9 and 10 of the agreement of 5th March 1877, and 
** of so much of clause 1 las relates to agriculture, shall be accepted, pro- 
" vided that Lord Sandon's letter, and the agreement of 5th March 1877, 
** shall be previously reaffirmed, so far as the Council deems the Society 
" interested therein, and that those parts thereof which might, and as the 
*' Society thinks ought to, have been before this carried out, shall either have 
" been previously carried out or secured to the Society, to the satisfaction of 
<' the Council, in the sense in which such parts of the agreement were 
** Interpreted by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Lord Sandon, and Mr. W. H. 
" Smith to the delegates who negociated the agreement." 

Second Resolution — " That the Council, if they think fit, shall have power 
" to appoint delegates, and to transfer to them any part, or the whole, of the 
" foregoing powers." 

The Council hope that these resolutions may lead to the final removal of 
such misapprehensions as to the facts as those upon which much of the last 
letter from the Department was based, and they confidently expect that the 
simple removal of mistakes will place Her Majesty's Government and the 
Society in perfect accord as to the steps to be taken. 

The first step to be taken under the resolution is to give to Lord Sandon's 
letter, and the agreement of 5th March 1877, legal effect under the Act, in 
accordance with the arrangement which the Department suggested in their 
letter dated 24th May 1877, and pursuant to the undertaking given by the 
Government through their parliamentary agent under date Gth June 1877, ou 
the faith of which the Society did not oppose the Bill ; in accordance also 
with the undertaking which the Government's parliamentary agent had 
previously given in the presence of the representatives of Her Majesty's 
Government, and of the Society's delegates, on the 5th March 1877, as 
reported on page 7 of the enclosed " Statement."* 

The Department of Science and Art appear, from their last letter, unaware 
that the Society had made application to fulfil this undertaking, both to the 
Department and Mr. Wyatt, the parliamentary agent. The first requests to 
that effect were addressed, immediately after the passing of the Act, to the 
parliamentary agent on the 29th August 1877, and to the Department of 
Science and Art on the 14th September 1877. (See page 7 of the " State- 
ment," and Nos. 33, 36, 46, and 48 of the correspondence, and other subse- 
quent letters.)* 

The Council respectively suggest that when Lord Sandon's letter and the 
agreement have been confirmed, arrangements should be made for a meeting .

As I know you will be attending a meeting of the Council of the 
Boyal Dublin Society to-morrow, I take Sie opportunity of writing a few lines 
to you upon the subject of our recent propossis. 

In the first place, I think the Council should know that every letter sent 
to them since Lord Saudon's promotion has personally been supervised either 
by the Lord President or myself. I have, moreover, been in communication 
with all the three members of the Government who originally negociated 
with the Society, with a view of ascertaining if there was any difference 
between their interpretation of the agreement and our letter, and there was 
none. 

I have carefully read all the speeches made and letters written by leading 
members of the Society', and although a general charge of infraction of the 
agreement has been made, I have been unable to ascertain what are the 
specific acts complained of. A complaint was made of the manner in which 
the Society^s scientific papers are printed. We immediately wrote to the 
Treasury, and I understand the complaint has been rectified. As regards 
the period for which this printing is to be continued, I do not think that there 
can be any doubt that it was intended to extend to papers read before the 
Society up to the end of the fifth year. 

I consider that both the agreement and the letter of Lord Sandon are 
binding instruments, from wjiich we have neither the power nor the intention 
of in any way retiring. I therefore gladly welcome the proposal that a small 
deputation should come over and personally confer with us, and I had, in 
anticipation of the Society, already requested Sir M. Beach, Mr. Smith, and 
Lord Sandon to be present, and I have no doubt that a very short personal 
conference will allay any suspicious now entertained. 

At the same time, the Council must allow me to point out that time is 
very precious ; the 10,000/. voted last year will lapse unless claimed within 
a few days. It seems to me, therefore, that the most practical and business- 
like course is to settle, first, whether or not the 25,000/. be accepted, and, if 
the Society wish it, to couple their acceptance with the distinct assurance 
that the agreement and Lord Sandon's letter are still as binding as hereto- 
fore. The agreement can then be legally drawn up and endorsed, and, if it is 
wished, I can undertake that this shall be done within a specified time. By 
such a course of procedure we shall expedite and simplify the complete exe- 
cution of the agreement, and the Society will at once obtain possession of 
10,000/. in the present year and 10,000/. in the forthcoming financial year. 
I may add, in conclusion, that my earnest desire throughout has been to put 
upon the existing agreement the liberal and considerate construction due to a 
Society whose functions have, in the past, been so beneficial to Ireland, and 
to whose future investigations and exhibitions science and agriculture will,. 
I hope, be even more indebted.

*' have been confirmed, arrangements should be made for a meeting between 
'* delegates from the Society and the members of -the Government who now 
'' correspond to those who entered into the agreement of the 5th March 1877| 
** and, if practicable, in the presence of those members, of the Government 
" who entered into that agreement, viz.. Lord Sandon, Sir Michael Hicks- 
*\ Beach and Mr. W. H. Smith. At such a meeting the Council believe 
*' that the whole transaction could be easily wound up satisf&ctorily to all 
** parties." 

I am instructed, in reply to this suggestion, to state that the Lords of the 
C)ommittee of Council on Education wSl be prepared to receive the delegates 
of the Royal Dublin Society whenever it .may be convenient to them, and 
their Lordships have only to suggest that, considering the advanced period 
of the financial year, this meeting should be as soon as possible. The Vice- 
Pre^dent has already been promised by Lord Sandon, Sir M. Hicks-Beach, 
and Mr. W. H. Smith, that thoy would be present at any interview which 
might be arranged, if this were possible consistentiy with their other official 
engagements. 

My Lords have urged Mr. Wyatt to complete without delay the formal 
legal agreement, and they trust it may be ready in a few days. 

At the same time it is necessary, in order to prevent misunderstanding, to 
state that — (1.) Though my Lords are prepared to execute an agreement on 
the lines of the agreement of the 8th of February 1876, as soon as it may be 
ready, they are at a loss to see what the object can be of doing this at the 
present moment before it has been decided by the Royal Dublin Society 
whether it will or will not accept an offer which most materially affects the 
terms of that agreement. (2.) There is nothing, as far as my Lords are 
aware, to prevent the Society accepting or rejecting the offer of 25,000/. 
quite irrespective of any formal execution of an agreement under section 16 
of the Act. As the Society is aware, it has been decided by the Government 
to remove their Agricultural Department from Kildare Street to Ball's 
Bridge, or other convenient site. And the simple question now before them 
is whether they prefer to accept the sum of 25,000/., as offered by the 
Treasury letter of the 19th August 1878, in lieu of clauses 9 and 10 and part 
of 1 of the agreement, or to leave it to the Board of Works ^o secure the 
land and erect the necessary' buildings. 10,000/. was taken in the Supple- 
mentary Estimates for 1878 and 1879 as a first instalment, " to provide for 
*' the removal of the Agiicultural Department of the Royal Dublin Society 
" from Kildare Street." It is impossible now for the Office of Works to 
expend this vote before the end of the financial year ; and unless the Royal 
Dublin Society are prepared to accept the offer made to them, so that all 
the arrangements may be completed before the end of this month, the money 
^ill revert to the Exchequer, and, as stated in the Treasury letter of the 
17th February, the vote will be useless. 

My Lords feel that, under these circumstances, they would not be justified 
in prolonging, or in asking the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury to prolong, these negotiations any further. Unless, therefore, the 
Society can state within a few days that they are prepared to accept the 
25,000/., my Lords would have no option but to request the Lords Conmiis- 
sioners of Her Majesty's Treasury to revert to the alternative stated in their 
letter of the 19th of August. My Lords would greatly resrret having to take 
this course after all that has been done to forward the amalgamation with 
tlie Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland, an arrangement which my Lords 
were led to believe would be very acceptable to both societies.

The non-fulfilment up to the present of the agreement with respect to 
printing has done serious injury to the Society' as a Scientific Society by 
deterring the authors of important communications from coming forward, and 
by leading to the withdrawal from the Society of invaluable contributions^ 

This is in striking contrast with the assurances given by the Government 
that every part of the agreement would be earned out, not only fully, but 
generously towards the Society, and with a desire to help the Society to recon- 
stitute itself on the new basis on which it would stand after the transfer of 
its collections, and equally in contrast with the example which the Govern- 
ment gave of this generous treatment by declaring in detail how the clause 
relating to printing would be carried out.

I AM directed by the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education 
to request you that you will inform His Grace the Lord Lieutenant that when 
replying on the 6th March to the letter from the Koyal Dublin Society of the 
25th February it was not thought necessary to advert to the following para« 
graph in it : — 

'* The Department of Science and Art appear from their last letter unaware 
<* that the Society had made application to fulfil this undertaking, both to the 
'' Department and Mr. Wyatt, the Parliamentary agent. The &vt requests 
** to that effect were addressed, immediately after the passing of the Act, to 
'* the Parliamentary agent on the 29th August 1877, and to the Department 
** of Science and Art on the 14th September 1877 (fee page 7 of the 
" ' Statement,'* and Nos. 33, 36, 46, and 48, of the correspondence and other 
" subsequent letters)."* 

But, from the importance that has now been given to the question of the 
formal execution of the agreement, it is necessary that the proceedings of 
the Department in this matter should be stated at length. 

The portions of the Departments letter of the 17th February to which 
exception is taken are apparently the following : — 

" But as the first two of these questions have been discussed at considerable 

'' length in both of Mr. Stoney's letters, while the last, the question of the 

*' agreement, is now raised for the first time, but with the utmost urgency. 
f( » 

^* III. As respects the agreement under the Act 40 and 41 Vict, the facts 
** are simply these : — On the Ist November 1877, that is to say, imme- 
" diately after the recess succeeding the session at the end of which the Act 
*' was passed, the Department requested Mr. Wyatt to prepare a draft agree- 
" ment. This he undertook to do by a letter dated 5th November 1877. On 
*' the 15th May 1878, the Department inquired what steps had been taken in 
" the matter. 

** On the 17 th May Mr. Wyatt exjglained the delay, and stated that he 
" would complete the apjeement as soon as possible. The subject was then 
" lost sight of by the Department, or rather, considering that negotiations 
" were pending which might entirely alter the form of the agreement, was not 
** fVirther pressed, till, in consequence of a question accidentally arising in the 
" office, a letter was written on the 8th instant to ask Mr. Wyatt what had 
** been done. 

" Now, considering that it was in the power of the Society, quite as much as

It is quite true that the Society did write, on the 14th September 1^77 i on 
this subject to the Science and Art Department, not precisely as stated, asking 
it to fulfil the undertaking, but asking, " how it is proposed that the provi- 
" sions of the memorandum of the 5th March last, and of Lord Sandon's 
" letter of the 9th February 1876, so far as they concern the Royal Dublin 
'* Society, and are not provided for by the Act of last session, shall be

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The letter then proceeds to state why the delegates were anxious that the. Appendix A. 
agreement should be reaffirmed as soon as possible, viz., " in order that the — 
" Council may be in a position to consider and lay before the Society at 2n2^^^ 
** the commencement of its next session (in November) the course which Coere- 
** should be taken for the reorganisation of the Society in accordance with SF0irDS3i'CS. 
" the provisions of the Act and agreement." 

The receipt of this letter was acknowledged on the 20th September, and 
the Society was informed that ** the question contained therein will be con- 
** sidered as soon as my Lords return to town ; meanwhile, it is of course 
" scarcely necessary to say that the provisions of Lord Sandou's letter' of the 
" 8th February 1876 and the memorandum of the 5th March last still hold 
" good." 

Now, in connexion with the reorganisation of the Society and the amalga- 
mation with the Royal Agricultural Society, the most important part of the 
answer to the question, how it was proposed that the provisions of the 
memorandum should be reaffirmed, was evidently the decision as to which 
alternative of clause 9 of the memorandum was to be taken ; whether the 
agricultural shows were to remain in Kildare Street, or whether they were to 
be transferred to some other convenient place ; and further, whether, if trans- 
ferred, the Government would provide for such transfer by grant or by lands 
and buildings. 

Negotiations on this point commenced in the autumn. It is unnecessary to 
go through the various stages. They are set out in the statement of the Hoyal 
Dublin Society commencing at foot of p. 8, under date 15th. October, when 
the late Chief Secretary informed the Secretary of the Society that the premises 
in Kildare Street would be required by the Government, and that the Society 
must, therefore, make arrangements and select ground elsewhere for their 
agricultural shows. Meanwhile, in order that everything might be ready, Mr. 
Wyatt was (as stated in the Department's letter of the 17 th February last) 
instructed, on 1st November 1877, to have the agreement drafted, and was 
again reminded of these instructions in the following Maj'. 

The negotiations on the question of transfer have lasted ever since, assuming 
finally the form of the simple question whether the Society would receive a 
grant of a certain sum of money, &c. to cover clauses 9, 10, and part of 1 of 
the agreement, or whether they preferred that the Government should provide 
by layuds and buildings for the transfer. 

During the negotiations to decide which alternative should be taken, it 
seemed obviously unnecessary to propose to execute the agrecrrient, however 
desirable it might be to have it ready for execution when this point was 
decided. 

The Council of the Society seem to have been, until very recently, of the 
same opinion as to the inadvisability of executing the agreement during these 
negotiations, for they allowed the matter to drop entirely, not even reminding 
Mr. Wyatt on the subject, as the Department did, between the 29th August 
1877 and the 5th December 1878. 

It was not referred to in any letter to the Department ; nor did the deputa- 
tion which waited upon the Chief Secretary last April allude to it. 

In the Department's letter of the 17 th February it was stated that " they 
" took no steps, as it would appear, till Thursday the 6th instant, then they 
" telegraphed to Mr. Wyatt." The Department was not then aware that 
Mr. Stoney had been in communication with Mr. Wyatt previously, and the 
receipt of a copy of Mr. Stoney *s letter to you of the 9th February, in which 
His Grace the Lord Lieutenant is earnestly requested to have the agreement 
executed *' without any further unnecessary delay," was the first intimation 
my Lords received of any change in the views of the Council. 

The printed statement of the Society shows how completely their Council 
were in accord with the Science and Art Department in considering that the 
first step in the reorganisation of the Society, and in giving effect to the 
agreement, was the determination of the question whether the Agricultural 
Department was to be removed from Kildare Street, and when this was 
decided in^ihe affirmative, how it was to be carried out. 

The Government offered, if the Society preferred such a court^e, to make a 
grant to enable the Society to find the site, buildings, &c. for themselves. 
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&. Correspondence emued as to the amount and conditions of lUs gnuit. It

It was never supposed that this could be intended to imply iliat the question 
of the agreement had neoer before been discnssed or raised. But simply that 
in (he two letters nnder reply it was raised for the &rat time in the aeooud 
of them, and in &ct for the first time in conneiton with the then pending 
negotiation to determine the form which one branch of the agreement was 
totike. 

The sudden manner in which the qnestion of the delay in formally signing 
rhe agreement has been raised seems to indicate that there ia on the part of 
the Koyal Dublin Society a suspicion, notwithstanding the repeatedassurances 
fif the Government to.the condary, that the postponement of thefbnnal retlffir- 
iiialion may be detrimental to their interetts. 

It must be pointed out again that if the Society did attach ench pantmonnt 
importance to. the formal reaRumatiot) of an agreement which the Oovern- 
I II ent have been only too anxious to carry out, it wucompelent for the Society 
to have directed such a document to be drawn up by Mr. Wyatt, who it moat 
be femembered was noting for them as much as for the Government (tee p. 7 
(lE the statement}. Or they might have obtained other legal asaistsnce in 
Dablin, as they appear from the newspapers to have done with regard to the 
position of the Sodetj under the Act. The opinion of Heslrs. Andrews, 
Q.C., and Litton, Q.C., if correctly reported, in no way supports the view 
of the Caimcil that the agreement should be formally executed before the 
utfer of the 35,000/. was accepted. It states, on the contrary, that " the 
" Society bad no right to insist upon annexing conditions to the acceptance

The 
alleged failure on the part of the Government to fulfil its undertaking has 
been publicly made the ground for requiring the formal execution of the 
agreement before any further negotiations are entered into with the Govern- 
ment. 

Under these circumstances my Lords hope that the Council of the Royal 
Dublin Society, who proposed the resolution for the adoption of the Society, 
will, on further consideration, see the necessity of complying with their 
Lordships* request to be furnished at once with a definite statement as to the 
parts of Lord Sandon's letter, and the agreement of the 5th March 1877, to 
which they have failed to give effect.

I HAVE laid before the Council of the Royal Dublin Society your letter 
of *he 22nd ult., enclosing a copy of a letter dated 17th ult., from the Science 
and Art Department to the Irish Government.

Department have represented to His Grace that " if the Society had acted 
** upon the opinion of their counsel, further delay and friction would have 
" been averted ;" for in the first place, the Society acted in accordance wit^ 
the second of the two courses proposed by their counsel, as will be seen from 
a part of the opinion which was reported in the newspapers, but which has 
not been communicated to His Grace, a copy of which is appended to this 
letter. 

But the Council especially regrets the above statement because it declares 
that a state of friction has arisen.

It must not be forgotten that the agreement was carefully drawn up with 
the express view, afsented to both by the delegates and the Government, that 
the Society should become thus independent.

Minutes The Council regret to find that the letter of the Department contains

think it needless to enter into any prolonged discussion of these matters, further 
than to point out that the course of the Society has been throughout con- 
sistent.

making its arrangements with the Royal Agricultural Society. This __ 

necessarily involved including in the grant, compensation for all liabilities of f^^^ 
the Government as respects the agricultural department. It would have been Gobbe- 
almost impossible after the amalgamation had taken place, to compute what spondekce. 
might bo. due to the Boyal Dublin Society under clause 10; and part of 
clause 1, which refers to agriculture, would evidently have been unworkable, 
unless the Government had been prepared to establish the new Agricultural 
Society in Leinster House. It was therefore proposed to buy out the liability 
of the State, under clauses 9 and 10 and so much of clause 1 as referred to 
agriculture. The sum first offered, 20,000/., was increased in August last to 
25,000/. with the express view of facilitating the contemplated amalgamation, 
and in November the Society were informed that temporary office accom- 
modation would be provided in Kildare Street for the new Agricultural 
Society, with certain limitations which it is unnecessary now to recapitulate. 

It then only rested with the Boyal Dublin Society to determine whether 
they would accept the offer, in compensation for their rights under the clauses 
referred to, or leave it to the Government to provide for the transfer, tho 
liabilities tmder clause 1 and clause 10 remaining intact. Notwithstanding 
repeated and urgent requests, it has been impossible, up to the present time, 
to obtain any reply to this proposal. Various collateral issues have, how- 
ever, been raised which cannot be said to have any connexion with it. 

The reaffirmation of the agreement of the 5th March, though in itself a 
perfectly proper step, was obviously, as has been before pointed out, not 
requisite or advisable bd[bre coming to a decision with regard to the offer of 
25,000/. If accepted, the terms of the agreement would necessarily be largely 
modified. The Society had already accepted 10,000/. in full compensation for 
any proprietary right in the lands and buildings. Acceptance or rejection of 
the 25,000/. could in no way imperil their rights under the agreement,— even 
looked at from a strictly legal point of view, and not as an honourable under- 
standing. In this opinion the counsel consulted by the Boyal Dublin Society 
apparently concurred. After the negotiations with regard to the offer com- 
menced, in July 1878, it was naturally supposed that the reaffirmation of the 
agreement would be left in abeyance, and no intimation was given by the 
Society to the contrary till February 1879, when the Government were for 
the first time made aware, by a letter to the Under Secretary for Ireland, that 
they wished it done at once. The Society had been previously in communica- 
tion with Mr. Wyatt on the subject, showing that they were quite aware that 
it was competent for them, if they desired it, to have the agreement prepared 
without the intervention of the Government, who are in no way responsible 
for any delay. The draft agreement was, my Lords understand, sent by Mr. 
Wyatt on the 12th March, but up to the present time the Society have neither 
expressed their willingness to execute it, nor have they submitted another 
draft in substitution thereof. 

The vote of 10,000/. taken in the Supplementary Estimate 1878-9 has 
lapsed to the Exchequer, and the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury have naturally expressed their intention of not wasting another vote 
in the same manner. 

An alleged failure on the part of the Government to carry out its promises 
having been publicly made the ground for insisting on the formal execution of 
the agreement before any further negotiations were entered into with it, my 
Lords asked, on the 17th March, for a statement of the parts of Lord Sandon's 
letter, and the agreement, " which might, and as the Society thought, ought 
to have been before this carried out." The reply of the Council was that the 
inquiry could be most conveniently dealt with in the conference with the 
Government, which it was proposed to hold as soon as the existing agree- 
ments have been reaffirmed.

ton's desire is in conformity with the promise given by the representatives of Appendix JL 
the Grovemment to the Society's delegates when entering into the contract. — 

In how great a degree Lord George Hamilton's view is justified becomes MiinnrBa 
manifest when we glance at the past operations of the Society, and at the Corre- 
prospect which now opens oat before it of great f atnre usefulness, if only the sfondescs. 
Act and agreements are carried out in the way in which they were understood 
by the Society's delegates when they entered into the contract. 

The Ko3'al Dublin Society is the oldest agricultural, and one of the oldest 
scientific societies in the United Kingdom. Ifor more than a century and a 
<quartcr it was the channel through which Parliament — first the Irish Parlia- 
ment, and afterwards the Imperial Parliament — administered its grants in 
Ireland for science, art, and industry, and in this way it was enabled to main- 
tain scientific coUections and a School of Art. But in addition the Royal 
Dublin Society was the leading agricultural society of the country, and one 
of the leading societies for the promotion and dissemination of science by 
original investigation and popular lectures ; operations which it carried on 
almost exclusivdy out of its private income, which exceeds 7,000/. a year. 

The public grants administered through the Society amounted latterly to 
about 7,300/. a year, a sum which was not found sufficient to provide 
scientific and art collections in Ireland which would bear comparison with 
those provided at the public expense for Scotland and England. This was 
frequently pressed on Her Majesty's Government ; and Her Majesty's present 
Government consented to found adequate museums in Ireland, but with the 
proviso that the augmented expenditure should be made directly through a 
Department of Government, and not through the Society. 

The Society consented to this, influenced by its desire to see Ireland bene- 
fited, and because an important constitutional principle seems to be involved 
in adiuinistering any large public expenditure through some department 
represented in Parliament, and responsible directly to it Under the pressure 
of these motives the Society consented to send delegates to London, with 
power to conclude a treaty with the Government. The delegates, acting 
under the instructions given to them, laid down at the outset the following 
conditioDs, as those under which alone they could treat with the Goveru- 
ment ; ^nd Government on its side, expressed its full acceptance of them. 
These conditions were two in number :— 

1 St. That the arrangements t-o be then agreed upon should be such, and 
should be worked out so as to give to the Society as absolute indepen- 
dence of all Government departments as the learned Societies at Bur- 
lington House enjoy ; inasmuch as the Society was to cease to be the 
agent for the Government to administer Science and Art grants in 
Ireland. 
To this the representatives of the Government assented. 
2nd. The second condition was that the Society should be placed in a 
position of healthy efficiency to carry on the following work, to which 
it would be able to devote increased attention, when relieved from the 
charge of its great collections, 
(a.) The whole of its agricultural work. 

(b,) Scientific work in all its branches, whether such as in London is 
undertaken by the Royal Society, the Royal Institution, or the Society 
of Arts. It was explained that the intention was that there should be, 
within the Society, sections representing individual sciences or con- 
venient groups of sciences ; that these should meet simultaneously in 
different rooms ; and that an effort would be made to induce the 
societies in Dublin which are devoted to special sciences to merge 
themselves in these sections, or at least to co-operate with them in 
such a manner as would obtain many of the benefits of union ; so as 
to bring together at the meetings of the Royal Dublin Society all the 
scientific workers in DubJin. 
This was also fully assented to by the Government, and in furtherance of it 
the scientific transactions and serials were reserved to the Society, the labora- 
tory was also reserved, and scientific printing promised. Moreover, the pro 
bable requirements for this proposed field of operations were alleged J)y 
the Society's delegates as explaining why the Council had stated (in letter 
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Appendix A. jj^^ 19*) |j„^t it would be advisable to reserve provisionally, for the future use 
HnriTTBS o^ ^^ Society, the whole of Leinster House. 

Avn Clause 1 of the agreement of the 5th March 1877 was then drawn up. In 

BPoi^NCB ^ ^ portion of this clause the Qovermnent reserved to themselves the 
* right to determine whether the Society did require the increased accommoda- 
tion when the library should be removed. And in the second part they 
engaged that the Society should be secured from all interference, under the 
same conditions as are accorded to the learned societies in Burlington House, 
where each society has complete command of a separate building. 

The Society was already in a cramped position within Leinster House, in 
consequence of the space occupied by the library. The intention was that 
this accommodation should be extended if the proposed operations of the 
Society required it, and it was certainly never contemplated that the Society 
should be placed in a more cramped position, nor would the delegates have 
felt themselves justified in assenting to such conditions. 

Neither was it mentioned, either in Lord Sandon's letter, or in the agree- 
ment of the 5th of March 1877, or in any of the intermediate correspondence, 
or in any interview with the Government, that the Science and Art Depart- 
ment should have occupied any part of Leinster House, except, temporarily, 
the space occupied by that part of the library transferred to them ; which, 
moreover, by the Act, they are bound to remove from Leinster House so soon 
as the new buildings are erected. 

The delegates submit that the occupation by officers of the Science and Art 
Department, without any previous communication or consultation with the 
Society, of several of the rooms theretofore occupied by the Society in Leinster 
House, and still required by it, and their assumption of authority over other 
parts of the building, are wholly incompatible with the efficiency and indepen- 
dence promised to the Society, and with what the delegates conceived to be 
the arrangement made by them with the Gk>vemment. The Society is, and 
has been, most anxious to enter into suitable arrangements with the Depart- 
ment of Science and Art, to co-operate with it, and afford every possible 
facility to create che National Library in anticipation of the time named in 
clause 12 of the Act. But the delegates respectfully submit that this neither 
need nor should be done in a way that injures the Society by imdu^ cramp- 
ing its accommodation and destroying its independence. 

It is plain that if the contract had been between private individoals, no sane 
man would have agreed to allow one of the interested parties to have the discre- 
tion given to Government by clause I of the agreement of the 5th March 1877. 
But the delegates felt it was a different matter when the British Government 
were one of the contracting parties, and especially when there existed a 
precedent, viz., the precedent of the way in which the Government had 
ascertained the requirements as to accommodation of the London Learned 
Societies. Before assenting to this clause, the delegates ascertained by 
inquiry at Burlington House that the Government had obtained from the 
Societies which are located there a statement of what accommodation they 
required, and had provided all that they asked for. The delegates submit 
that the same course should be adopted in the case of the Royal Dublin 
Society, whose claim is much stronger. The only difference between the case 
of these London Societies and that of the Boyal Dublin Society is, that 
whereas the splendid provision made, at a cost of upwards of 200,000/., for 
the London Societies is a gift to them, that to which the Royal Dublin Society 
is entitled under its agreement has been reserved under contract as part 
consideration for extensive property transferred. The delegates acting for 
the Royal Dublin Society had no reason to have the least suspicion that the 
Government would seek to employ their discretion under clause 1 of the 
agreement to anticipate the time when the Library shall be removed, or to 
cramp the Society, or to interfere with its independence ; nor could it have 
been imagined that the discretion thereby allowed to the Government would 
have been exercised contrary to natural justice, through a Department of 
Government which has entered into competition with the Society for accom-

The delegates were assured that the Goyemment would interpret all parts' ^^n ^ 
of the agreement fevourably and generously towards the Society, and as an Cobse- 
instance of this generous interpretation were informed how clause 4 of the 8^®^^*^^^* 
agrjeement relating to printing would be carried out ; these assurances having 
been given before the agreement was signed, and as an inducement to sign it. 
The delegates were informed : — 

(a.) That the printing for the Society should commence at once, in 
anticipation of the time named in clause 4, and would in effect extend 
to six years, although only five years are named in clause 4. 
(6.) That the order to print should be ** unlimited " in quantity ; and when 
the delegates mquired further about this they were told that it 
would " extend to all the scientific work which the Society could 
<* attract to itself within the six years, the intention of the Govern- 
** meut being to give the Society the best chance of being able to 
" reconstitute itself on its new basis, by giving it for these six years 
** the advantage of unlimited resources for printing." 
(c.) That qoarto transactions and octavo proceedings would be printed for 
the Society, and should be of as good quality and as well illustrated 
** as those of any scientific society in the Kingdom." The delegates 
had asked whether they would be as good as those of the Boyal 
Society. 
((/.) That the order would " at once " be given to the Stationery Office, so 
that the Society might avail itself of this privilege *' so soon as the 
** delegates should return to Dublin." 

It is notorious that the printing has been poor in quality, stinted in quantity, 
badly illustrated, long delayed, and only obtained at all by the Society's 
incurring liabilities for the illustrations. It is now two years since full 
authority should have been given to the Stationery Office, and to this day 
the utmost that has been given is a recent authority, limited to the wholly 
inadequate sum of 300/. a year, about one tenth of the expenditure of some 
other learned societies for their scientific printing, and much less than the 
sum which the Koyal Dublin Society expects in future to have to spend on 
scientific printing out of its own resources. The result has been that serious 
injury has been inflicted on the Society as a Scientific Society, and it has been 
placed in a position of ^eat embarrassment towards the scientific men who 
have made communications to it. A.uthors have been kept from coming 
forward, others have threatened to withdraw their communications, and all 
are dissatisfied. No part of this has been through any fi^tult of the Society, 
nor would any part of it have arisen [if the Government had fulfilled its 
contract with respect to scientific printing. 

At the request of the Department, the Society, more than a year ago, 
provisionally nominated visitors of the Museum. The Government had con- 
tracted that their advice should be taken on matters affecting the administra- 
tion of the Science and Art Museum, the Natural History Collections, and the 
Botanic Gardens ; but they have never been even once convened or consulted 
during the re-organisation of the administration. 

The Government repeatedly and in formal manner undertook that Lord 
Sandon's letter and the agreement of the 5th March 1877 should be given 
legal effect to as soon as convenient after the passing of the Act. Now, a 
year and a half after the passing of the Act, the Government has proposed to 
the Society a draft agreement, which appears to be alien from the spirit and 
inconsistent with the terms of the agreements entered into. 

The delegates report that in their opinion the contract that has been entered 
into, if only it be carried out, will secure to the Society that complete 
independence and efficiency which the delegates required the Government to 
promise, and which the Government did promise, as a condition precedent 
to the delegates entering into negociations for the transfer of the Society's 
property. 

The delegates therefore report to the Council that the following may be 
submitted to Her Majesty's Government as the statement called for by the 
Department of Science and Art in their letter dated 8th ultimo : — 
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Appendix A. Statkmkxt of the parts of the Agreement unih the Govemmemt which might, to 
MixuTsa ^ great advantage of the Society, have been carried out be/ore the date 

j^D on which the Societg passed their resolution of the 20th Febntarg 1879. 

8P05DnlcB« A.— Lord Sandon's letter and the agreement of the 5th March 1877, might 
have been reaffirmed under clause 16 of the Act by agreements to be entered 
into by the Society with the Conunissioners of Works, as regards the house 
and grounds, and with the Department of Science and Art, as regards the 
collections. This the Government undertook to do, '* as soon as conveniently 
« may be *' after the passing of the Act. 

B. — In conformity with the agreement as understood by the delegates and 
consented to by them, the Society should remain with undiminished accom- 
modation and m undiminished independence within Leinster House. If part 
of the premises be wanted for oftces by the Department of Science and Art 
pending the removal of the Library, they should be held under conditions not 
inconsistent with the independence and efficiency of the Society. 

C. — Two of the six years during which the Government undertook to 
execute the scentific printing of the Society have now elapsed, and the 
authority to the Stationery Office which the Government promised to the 
delegates should be immediately issued has not yet been given, whereby the 
Society, through no fault of its own, has been brought into a position of great 
embarrassment in its relations with the authors of scientific communications, 
and has incurred very serious loss as a Scientific Society. 

The full authority to the Stationery Office which was promised should now 
be issued for the remaining four years, with such further extension of time as 
will compensate the Society for the two years that hare elapsed; or, if 
Government should prefer it, a sufficient pecuniary equivalent might be 
offered to the Society for the whole undertaking of the Govcrument with 
respect to printing. 

The delegates repeat that the Government undertook that the Society 
should be left in a position both of independence and of efficiency, and the 
delegates believe that nothing is required to produce these desirable effects 
but simply to carr^' out the agreements as they were interpreted to the 
delegates by the Grovemment.

the Koyal Dublin Society agreed at the meetings held on the 19th and 20th 
May 1879, at the CouncU Office, London. 

The Treasury have consented to withdraw the present limitation upon the 
amount to he expended in printing, upon the distinct understanding that 
such printing is strictly limited, according to the terms of the agreement of 
5th March 1877, to the scientific work and transactions of the Society. In 
recommending the acceptance of these terms to the Treasury, my Lords were 
actuated by a wish to place the Royal Dublin Society in such a position as 
would permit the legitimate development of the Society in the important 
functions remaining to it in science and agriculture. 

At the same time, although my Lords in no degree wish to interfere with 
the autonomy and independence of the Society, they desire to point out 
that provision for certain services, such as those relating to protection from 
fire, the safe custody of property, and the cleaning generally of Leinster 
House, must be made by the Director of the Science and Art Museum. 

My Lords have therefore instructed Dr. Steele to heartily co-operate in all 
such arrangements with the Society^ feeling sure that they may rely upon the 
Society evincing a reciprocal feeling of consideration. 

Whilst my Lords will always be ready to issue instructions upon any 
disputed question referred to them for decision by their officers in Dublin, 
they oelieve that the details of arrangements necessarily incidental to the 
occupation of Leinster House, can be more satisfactorily adjusted on the 
spot by those personally concerned in them, and they therefore trust that 
no difficulty of such a nature will arise as to call for their interference. 

Two copies of the agreement have been enclosed, both signed by the Vice- .- ^- 

President, and my Lords request that, if the terms be accepted, one copy be 
returned to them with the signature attached to it of the authorised repre- 
sentative of the Society.

Library. The Director of the Science and Art Museum is responsible for 
the whole of the secretarial and administrative work. He is the accounting; 
officer for all the votes of public money, and is the medium of communicalioTi 
with the Science and Art Department, as well with regard to the Library acn! 
Botanic Gardens, as to the Science and Art Museum in its more restrictifd 
sense. It is. therefore, essential that there should be a thorough understand- 
ing and cordial co-operation between him and the gentlemen who are good 
enough to give their services in the superintendence of the Library. Hi' 
must know precisely what (heir wishes are, and should, as often as possible, 
be present at their meetings so as to advise them of the regulations of thL> 
Science and Ari Department, the state of the funds, &c., and how for their 
recommendations can or cannot be carried out. The superintending an.i 
admioistrative departments can thus alone be kept thoroughly " en rapport,'' 
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Aniendiz A« and working harmoniotisly together. With his other duties it may not be 

possible for the Director always to be present at meetings of the Trostees. 

MuffUTBS p^p ^jjjg and other reasons it has appeared to my Lords advisable that one 

nn wB . of his clerks should be detailed to take minutes of their recommendations and 

sFORDXircE. generally act as the secretary of the Trustees. This will keep the Director 

at all times conyersant with the yiews and recommendations of the Trustees, 

and avoid correspondence and those difficulties which are sure to arise if the 

idea of there being two separate departments is allowed to arise. 

It appears to my Lords that it would place the librarian (who has other 
duties which should engage his whole attention, from which he cannot, with- 
out disadvantage, be withdrawn, and who, as an executive officer of the Science 
and Art Department, is under tiie control and supervision of the director), in 
an entirely raise position to make him a secretary of a board, with a quasi 
independent position, and corresponding in their name with his official 
superior. 

My Lords believe that the trustees will also see that while it is quite neces- 
sary that the director should be in intimate relationship with the trustees, and 
able to communicate freely and confidentially between them and the Grovera- 
ment, it may happen that it may not be desirable that the librarian should, as 
a nuitter of course and necessity, attend all their meetings. 

Under these circumstances, my Lords hope that the trustees will see the 
advisability of not continuing the temporary arrangement referred to in thdr 
resolution forwarded in your letter of the 5th April, and will at once act in 
accordance with the arrangements made by my Lords after careful considera- 
tion for the conduct of the business of the Department.

Read letter from the Department of Science and Art, dated the 13th April 
1878 [No. L 15,741/78]. 

Proposed by the Master of the Rolls, seconded by Sir J. Bernard Burke, 
and resolved : That a letter be written to the Department of Science and Art, 
in reply to their letter of the 13th April, stating that the trustees have 
reconsidered their resolution, which they beg to say was not passed under 
any misapprehension. Their reason for not appointing a member of the 
proposed Committee is distinctly stated on the face of their resolution, and 
they believe there is no authority vested in anyone to exchange or dispose 
of any of the books in the library, having regard to the 6th section of the 
Act of Parliament. 

That if the Committee is simply to report on the binding of the books in 
the library, the trustees appoint Mr. Archer to act with those named in the 
Treasury letter. 
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Bead also letter ftom tlie Science and Art Department, dated 29th April Appendix A. 
1878 [I. No. 15,745/781. 

Proposed by Dr. Ingram, seconded by the Master of the Bolls, and Mifuths 
resolved : That the trustees of the National Library of Ireland beg respectfolly Cobkb- 
to submit the following considerations to the Lords of the Conmiittee of spoitdsvob. 
Council on Education in reply to the letter of Mr. Norman MacLeod, dated 
29th April 1878. 

1. That the proposals of Lord Sandon*s letter of the 9th February 1876, 
haying been made the basis of agreements entered into by the Government 
with certain Irish institutions, ought to be carried out in the letter and in Uie 
spirit 

2. That in that letter it was plainly contemplated to establish a public 
national library in Dublin as an institution altogether distinct from the 
Museum of Science and Art, and under di£ferent management. 

3. That in the Act 40 and 41 Vict. c. 234. the intention of Parliament was 
clearly the same. 

4. That the trustees, therefore, cannot r^;ard the National Library of 
Ireland as a branch or appanage of the Museum of Science and Art. 

5. That, recognising the director of the Museum of Science and Art as, 
in the words of Lord Sandon's letter, ** accounting officer for all votes of 
public money " and *' medium of communication with the Science and Art 
Department," the trustees have readily acceded to their Lordships' wish 
that he should be present at all their meetings, and are disposed cordially to 
support his action within the proper sphere of his duties ; but tiiey cannot 
admit that his control and supervision should be allowed to intervene between 
them and the librarian, who administers the library under their superinten- 
dence, an arrangement which would compromise their authority, and produce 
a highly inexpedient division of authority. 

6. That they must decline to accept as their secretary one of the clerks of 
the director of the Museum of Science and Art ; a person who is not an officer 
of the library, has not been appointed by them, and might be removed firom 
his position without their consent ; who is not in any sense or degree subject 
to their control ; and who if he received from the director of the Museum of 
Science and Art orders at variance with those of the trustees would be obliged 
to obey them.

I AM directed to inform you that the Lords of the Committee of Council 
on Education have had under their consideration your letter of the 8th May, 
forwarding the resolutions adopted by the trustees of the National Library at 
their meeting on the previous day, and your letter of the 27th May on the 
subject of the alterations made by the librarian in some forms relating to the 
National Library. 

2. My Lords regret that disagreements should have occurred, arising it is 
believed from misconceptions as to the relations between themselves and the 
trustees. 

3. By " The Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, 1877," section 4, all the 
collections of the Boyal Dublin Society (with the exception of some objects 
which it is needless to specify here) and the Joly Library and the Society's 
library were transferred to, and absolutely vested in, the Department of 
Science and Art. The votes for the maintenance and enlargement of the col- 
lections and library are taken by the Science and Art Department, which is 
accountable to Parliament for all expenditure connected therewith. 

4. In Lord Sandon's letter of the 8th February 1876, the only difference in 
the arrangements proposed for the management of the library and of the 
rest of the establishment, was this : that whereas the library was to be placed 
under the superintendence of a council of 12 trustees, who were to appoint 
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Appendis A. the officen, no sach body was interposed in the ease of the other instita- 

— • tioDs. But the Lords of the Committee of Council, while carrying out the 

aitd"' management of the Science and Art Museum, Botanic Gardens, and Natural 

CoKXK- Histoiy Collections, directly through their officers, were to be assisted by a 

SPQVDBjrcB. board of visitors who were to report to them annually on their oonditioo, 

management, and requirements, and to advise, when called upon, on such other 

questions as might arise from time to time. 

5. In neither case, however, are their Lordships relieved of their fall and 
complete responsibility to Parliament for the expenditure of the votes and for 
every portion of the administration. 

6. The plan of administration set forth in Lord Sandon*8 letter, before 
referred to, was proposed after full consideration, and having been approved 
by Her Majesty's Government as the condition on which the greatly augmented 
votes for the encouragemept of science and art in Ireland should be proposed to 
Parliament, my Lords have every desire to abide by it. 

7. Following the phraseology of the Act, the short title of which is " The 
Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, 1877," by which the transfer of pro- 
perty, including the library, was made, the whole set of institutions d.'alt 
with in that Act have been officially designated in the communications of 
the Science and Art Department as the Dublin Science and Art Museum, 
and the vote is so headed in the estimates. In this there was no intention 
of treating the National Library as an ^ appanage " of the Science and Art 
Museum, taken in its special and limited sense, but undoubtedly the library 
must be considered and treated as " a branch " of that general establishment 
dealt with in the Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, just as the National 
library in Bloomsbury is a branch of the British Museum. 

8. As the use of the term Science and Art Museum in both an extended 
and more limited sense leads to confusion, my Lords propose that in future it 
shall be applied only to the Science and Art Museum proper, including the 
Natural History Collections, and that this, as well as the National Library, 
Botanic Gardens, and Art School, shall be designated so as to show that 
they are branches of the Science and Art Department in Ireland in the same 
way as the Koyal College of Science is designated. Thus : — 

National Libbaht of Ireland. 
Science and Abt Drpartuent. 

9. Beverting now to the misunderstandings which have arisen, the first is 
that relating to the committee upon bookbinding. It is clearly pointed out in 
Mr. Pigott's letter of the 6th December 1877, that the committee was to be 
appointed to report, and not to take action at once, and that the report 
of the committee would certainly be forwarded to the trustees for tl^eir 
opinion before any decision was arrived at. That the resolution with which 
this proposal was met was passed under a misapprehension appears certain 
from the very statement on the face of the resolution to which my Lords are 
referred in the resolution of the 7th May. The resolution of the 2nd April 
states " that as trustees of the National Library we cannot give over to any 
'* other person or persons the office of determining whether any nnd what 
" books shall be removed from it, and must therefore decline,*' &c. That is 
to say, the trustees proceed on the assumption that the property is vested 
in them and that they have the power of determining whether any and what 
books shall be removed from it Now the property is vested not in the 
trustees but in the Science and Art Department. Whether under the Act 
anyone has a right to exchange or dispose of any of the books is quite 
another issue, one, no doubt, which my Lords, who alone arc responsible, are 
bound to consider, but which it is unnecessary to deal with at present further 
than to say that in writing to the Treasury to nominate Mr. Archer on the 
committee, my Lords will call attention to section 6 of the Act. 

10. As respects the other point, my Lords directed that one of the clerks 
in the director's office should attend the meetings of the trustees, take the 
minutes, and act as their secretary, solely with a view of establishing and 
maintaining harmonious relations between the trustees and themselves, and 
of avoiding all delay and unnecessary correspondence in communications

between the trustees and the execntive officers of the Department in Dublin. Appendix A. 
For it must be borne in mind that all orders on tradesmen must be given, — • 
and indeed all correspondence involving expenditure, must be conducted by \^^^ 
the Director of the Science and Art Museum, who is the accounting officer Corbx- 
for all the votes of public money. It is evident that the wishes and recom- bpoxdbvc>. 
mendations of the trustees would be more expeditiously acted on, and the 
director, as the executive officer, would be in more direct relations with the 
trustees if their minutes and proceedings were taken down by one of his 
^lerks, than if this were done by the librarian and then communicated 
formally to him. The time of the librarian, which it appeared to my Lords 
could be much better occupied than in this duplication of clerical labour, 
would obviously be saved. 

11. My Lords regret that the trustees decline this proposal ; but in their 
desire to meet the wishes of the trustees that the librarian should act as 
their Secretary, my Lords will not fhrther press their objection, on the 
distinct understanding that such duties shall give him no claim to an increase 
of pay, or to an increase of the library sti^. It mast also be distinctly 
understood that all minutes and records of official proceedings of the trustees 
are so kept by the Librarian as to be open at any time to the inspection of the 
director and transmissible to my Lords if required. And he will be held 
responsible that this is done. As already arranged, the Director of the 
Science and Art Musemn should as far as he can consistently with his other 
duties attend all the meetings of the trustees. 

12. As it would appear desirable that the position of the Director of the 
Science and Art Museum in relation to the trustees shouli) be stated with 
somewhat more precision than has been done hitherto, my Lords direct me 
to inform you that they authorise you to act on the recommendalions of the 
trustees with reference to the purchase of books, within the limits of the 
vote, without their previous sanction as required in the case of other pur- 
chases. As already stated, however, the Department will not be responsible 
for any order involving expenditure unless given by you. 

13. My Lords will be prepared at any time to give the fullest consideration 
to any recommendations of the trustees. But the Director of the Science 
and Art Museum is responsible to them for all arrangements for the opening 
and closing of the library ; for the police, for cleaning and watching, for 
the servants, and for the internal arrangements generally. He is also respon- 
sible for the punctual attendance and due execution of their duties of all ' 
officers of the Department, whether attached to the library or to the other 
branches of the establishment. 

14. As respects the mutilation of the library receipt forms by the removal of 
the headings, my Lords regret to find that the librarian should have taken upon 
himself to deface official papers prepared by his official superior. In placing 
this heading on all such papers the director was acting in accordance with 
the instructions he had received. Whether Mr. Archer knew this or not 
it was evidently most unbecoming in him to act as he did. If he had any 
doubt as to using the forms after the resolution of the trustees he should 
have conmiunicated with tlie director on the subject and asked him to 
bring it before the trustees, or failing that, have himself brought it before 
them. 

15. Mr. Archer in his letter of the 27th May justifies himself on the ground 
that he is the servant and executive officer of the trustees. He is so in the 
sense, and to the extent, that any officer is the servant and executive officer of 
those under whose superintendence or directions he is instructed to act. 
That is to say, he stands in the same relations to the trustees that the keeper 
of the minerals, or the assistants in the Natural History Museum, stand to 
the director of those collections. But this in no way alters the fact that 
he is one of the officers of the Science and Art Department, and therefore 
bound to respect the instructions he receives from my Lords, or from their 
principal officer in the establishment with which he is connected. 

16. Considering that the relations have not heretofore been very definitely 
laid down^ my Lords are willing to overlook an act which they believe arose 
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Ap pendi x A. merely from a want of discretion on Mr. Archer's part, and which they tmst

^jsn 17> My Lords fear that this is an illustration of the kind of inconveniences 

CoBBS- which are likely to arise from the arrangement to which they ohject^, of 
B?ovi)Bvca. the lihrarian acting as Secretary to the trustees, and which might have heen 
ohviated if their Lordships' suggestion had been accepted. They have 
waived their objection out of deference to the wishes of the trustees, whose 
valuable services their Lordships most fully appreciate. They hope that on 
their part the trustees will endeavour to smooth as far as possible those 
difficulties which may arise in canying on a new and important institution ; 
bat one which all who are interested in Ireland must be anxious to see 
prosper. The trustees may be assured that nothing but a sense of the 
responsibility c^ which my Lords cannot divest themselves will at any time 
prevent them from deferring to the wishes of the noblemen and gentlemen on 
whose judgment and advice they are most desirous to act.

The Lords of the Committee of Council on Education have had under 
their consideration communications from Dr. Steele, Director of the Science 
and Art Museum, Dublin, dated the 19th and 20th July, in which he states, — 

" I was not present at the meeting of the Trustees on Tuesday last, and 
** I have not yet received from the Librarian the minutes of the meeting. I 
" was therefore much surprised yesterday by observing a notice in the 
" Librarian's writing posted on the glass door leading into the Entrance Hall 
" of Leinster House, of which the following is a copy: — 

'National Libbakt op Ireland. 

* The Library will be closed for cleaning from Monday 22nd July next 

* until Saturday 10th August, both inclusive. Some two or three days of 

* the week following will, by permission of the Trustees, be occupied in 
' preparing the Librar}' rooms for the Conversazione to be given by the 

* Royal Dublin Society to the British Association for the Advancement of 

* Science. 

' By order of the Trustees, 
' licinster House, Wm. Abchbs, 

'July 17, 1878. Librarian.' 

" I immediately wrote to the Librarian to call his attention to the fact 
" that, inasmuch as his authority did not at all events extend beyond the 
" precincts of the Library, I could not sanction the notice in question being 
** posted without my knowledge or consent, I therefore requested him to re- 
** move it. I received a very long letter from him on the subject, the end 
" of the matter being that I had the notice taken down. 

" Again, I requested him to furnish me from time to time with the names 
'* and addresses of donors to the Library, in order that 1 might return them 
" thanks on behalf of the Government, according to the enclosed form. The 
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« 

" reply to that request is contained in the following resolution of the Appendix A. 
** Trustees, a copy of which the Librarian sent me. — ^ 

•* Mr. Archer having brought under the notice of the Trustees the question ^""^tm 
** by whom acknowledgments of- donations to the Library should be made. Coimx- 

'* Resolved that the Trustees direct such acknowledgment to be made by SFOirDjiircE. 
** the Librarian in such form as they shall prescribe. 

" The Librarian also declines to furnish me with the weekly return of the 
" number of readers in the Library, so that I am obliged to obtain it other* 
** wise indirectly. 

** Since writing yesterday, I have received a fiirther letter from the 
** Librarian in which he declines to furnish me with returns of donations, 
*' to enable me to return thanks to the several donors, on the ground that 
" such is the duty specially imposed upon him by the Trustees. I pointed 
*' out to him that all donations become the property of the Science and Art 
" Department, and that he has no authority to return thanks for them in their 
« name. He on the contrary asserts that the gifts are made not to the Go- 
« veznmeBt but to the National Library, the acknowledgment of which the 
*' Trustees have cUreoted him to return/', 

My Lords suppose that the action of the Trustees with reference to the 
donations to the library arose from a misapprehension as regards the persons 
in whom the property is vested. This question having been dealt with in 
the letter of tiie 6th August, my Lords hope that the Trustees will set the 
matter right at once. 

The State having but recently at considerable cost taken steps to place 
the question of property beyond doubt, it is essential that every precaution 
should be used to prevent its action being rendered nugatory. All acquisitions, 
whether by purchase or donation, must be properly marked and registered 
as the property of the Science and Art Department, under the supervision 
of the Director of the Museum, and a form of acknowledgment on behalf 
of the Lords of the Committee of Council on Education must be sent to all 
donors by him, as their authorised organ of conmranication, whether the 
Trustees send one on their own behalf or not. 

The question of closing the Library and the admission of readers has been 
already dealt with in the letter before referred to. My Lords trust, therefore, 
that it is unnecessary to recur to it further than to say that it is the duty 
of the Director to issued notices and advertisements with reference to the 
Library, as well as the Botanic Gardens, School of Art, and Science and 
Art Museum. It does not appear whether Mr. Archer's refusal to furnish 
the Director with the weekly returns of the number of readers which he 
is ordered to forward was with the knowledge of the Trustees or not. 

But my Lords believe that they will on consideration see the extreme 
impropriety of his conduct. Mr. Archer appears to be placing himself 
ill antagonism to and hindering the Director in the discharge of his duties, 
one of which he must well know is to furnish these returns to the Science 
and Art Department. Such a state of things is unseemly and prejudicial 
to the proper and harmonious working of the Department, and cannot be 
allowed to continue. 

My Lords hope that the Trustees will impress upon Mr. Archer the 
necessity for acting not only in accordance with the letter, but also of the 
spirit of the instructions he receives.

The Tnutees regret tlial anj difftrenee ihonld hei-e arincn with reference 
to the management of the Lihrny, and if the views which the Tnutees enter- 
tnia are either recognited u correct or sbawii to be erroneons, it will be their 
dulf to do ereryChing ia Iheir power to remove the eiiding diffieultiei. 

The I'nisteei have never disputed that the property in the bookj in the 
Library is vested in the Deptrttnenl of Science and Art, bnt the Trusted b^ 
to point on( tliat, under the 4tb aectioa of the Act, mch veetinff of the pro- 
perty is expressly made for the parposes of the Act, one of which purposes, 
regud being had to Lord Ssndon t letter, which is to be taken as the basis of 
thit whole arrangement, was that the superintendence of the Lihrary (as it is 
expressed in Lord Sandon's letter), or its preservation and management (as it 
is called in' the 13tb section of the Act), should be in the hands of the 
Council of Trustees. 

The difficulties that have oceurred have not been caused by anr desire on 
the part of the Trostees to come into conflict with the Lords of the Conncil. 
The apparent conflict has arisen from the duty which the Trustees feel to be 
iiiiiunibent on them of upholding the perfonnance of their tniBt. 

[f it be conceded that the Trustees are ihi peiaons on whose retponsibility 
uiii under wboae orders the Library is to be managed, they see no objection 
nbatever to the Director of the Museum being the eieentive officer to cairy 
out their orders. But the Tnutees are eonvinced that if a donble anthority 
\s to have force in the working of the Library, diSicnlties of administration 
und conBicts will inevitably aiise. Bach difficDltiei have, in fact, already 
occurred, 

Xhv Tmstees regard the letter of their Lordships of the 61h of August last 
ns substantially affirming the views of the Trustees, if their Lordships intend. 
In speaking of the Director of the Hnsenm as the superior officer of the 
Ijibrarian, that he is to be an executive officer of their Lordihipa to see tbat 
the orders made by the Trustees are carried out ; bat if, on the other hand, 
their Lordships mean that the Director of the Hnsenm is to be a person 
n'iio, by virtue of bis position, will be empowered to give orders to the 
Librarian iodepcndentiy of, or at variatioa with the orders of tlie Trustees, 
tiiey cannot allow that such a position is consistent with their rights and 
ri'Uponsibilities as Trustees. 

The Trustees do not for a moment maintain that they either can or ought 
to take any course in relation to the Library which would be contrary either 
to the letter or Ihe sprit of I«rd Sandon's letter or of the Act of Parliament, 
or to the due control which they admit is and ought to be vested in the Lords 
i>f the Council ; hut such control they submit is to be exerciBed only by 
iiieaoa of communications made to them through the Director of the Museum, 
and not by instructions given directly to bim, upon which he might act in a 
nianner which the Lords of the Coaneil in consultation with ttie Trustees 
might afterwards determine not to be desirable. 

The Trustees, in directing tbat the minutes ahould be kept by the Librarian, 
did not intend that this shonld.bc the permanent arrangement, and never 
meant that the minutes tbould be kept private. They have, in fiu.-t, never 
brca so dealt with. On the eoDtrary, they have at all times t>een open to the 
inspection of the Director of the Maseum, and lisve been placed in bis hands 
for use. The Tnutees are perfectiy willing to reconsider the propriety of 
appointing a peraon other ttian the Librarian to take the minutes, but they 
submit that such person ought to be on the staff of the National Library and 
un officer of the Trustees. The Ti-uslees sec no objection that ttus person

should be the one suggested, viz., Mr. Snagge, but the Trustees think he Appendix A. 

ought to hold this oflBce by their appointment. The Trustees see no objec- « 

tion to forms and notices relating to the Library being headed as their Lord- ^avd^

"National I^ibrabt of Ireland, 
Science ard Art Department,'* 

The Trustees do not wish to go into matters of mere detail, but they think 
it right to state that when they gave directions to Mr. Archer to acknowledge 
donations to the Library, they did not contemplate that the Lords of the 
Council should not do so, if such is their desire. That direction was given 
when the Trustees had only before them the question whether the aclmow- 
ledgment should be nuide by their officer or by the Director of the Museum of 
his own motion, the Trustees not being aware of any order or instructions of 
their Lordships on the subject. 

The Trustees are fully impressed with the importance of perfect harmony 
prevailing between themselves and the Lords of the Council for the proper 
working and development of an Institution like the National Library, which 
they regard of great value to the country ; and no effort shall be wanting on 
their part to secure such harmony.

11. — Mr. Norman MacLeod to the Director, Museum of Science and 

Art, Dublin. 

Science and Art Department, London, S.W., 
Sir, 6th January 1879. 

The Lords of the Committee of Council on Education have had under 
their consideration the Library rules proposed by the Council of Trustees, and 
their Lordships direct me to request that you will communicate to them the 
following observations thereon. 

The first paragraph should run as follows : — 

The superintendence of the Library is entrusted to a council of trustees,, 
four of whom are appointed by the Crown (including J. R. Joly, LL.D., 
named in the Act of Parliament 40 & 41 Vict. c. 234), and eight by the 
Boyal Dublin Society. 

The paragraph as it stands in the proof of the Library Rules gives a wrong 
impression of the number of trustees who have been and will in future have 
to be appointed by the Government. It will be seen that the naming of Mr. 
Joly in the Act refers only to the Joly bequest. 

As respects the second paragraph, I am to point out that the only days on 
which the South Kensington Museum, with the Art and Educational Libraries, 
is closed are Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Day. 

It seems to my Lords very undesirable that a public institution such as the 
Science and Art Museum or the National Library m Dublin should be closed 
on those holidays when, more than at any other time, certain portions of the 
public can take advantage of them. 

If possible, therefore, the Library should, my Lords think, be only closed on 
those days on which the South Kensington Museum is closed, and arrangements 
should be made for giving such of the officers and servants as are retained on 
duty the day following Good Friday, Easter Monday and Tuesday, and the week 
day before and after Christmas Day, corresponding holidays at other times. 

If, however, there should, in the opinion of the trustees, be too much 
difficulty in making such an arrangement with the limited staff of the Library, 
my Xtords will not press the point. 

As respects the last sentence of this paragraph, the question of opening and 
closing the Library has been already dealt with in the Department's letter of 
the 61h August. Without discussing this point again, my Lords would omit 
the words " as may be directed by the council of trustees," the authority of the * 
trustees being sufficiently established and recognised by the language of 
the preceding paragraph. 
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Appeiuliz A. The same remark applies to the whole of the fourth section of the prospectus, 

„ "Duties of the Library Staff." It does not appear necessary or adyisahle 

Av^^ that these detailed rules for the instruction of the Library staff should be pub- 
CoBBB- lished, and my Lords remark that no reference is made therein to the keeping 
sPOansNCB. of diaries by the officers, as directed in Ae Department's letter of the 20th 
August last. 

It would appear desirable also to strike out the first sentence of the last 
three paragraphs in italics, viz. : " The National library of Ireland being 
*' supported by funds TOted by Parliament, admission to read in the Library 
" is strictly mtuitons.'* It does not follow that because the Library is 
supported by funds voted by Parliament that therefore admission to it should 
be gratuitous at all times. And it may be found desirable, as at South Ken- 
sington and in Edinburgh, to impose a small fee on certain days — students' 
days — for admission both to the Library and the Museum. 

With these reservations, my Lords approve of the draft rules for the 
Library.

12. — Ms. NoBKAN MacLeod to Db. Steele. 

Science and Art Department, South Kensington, 
Sir, 20th January 1879. 

I AM directed to infonn you that the Lords of the Committee of 
Council on Education have had under their consideration your letter of the 
28rd November, transmitting a statement of the Trustees of the National 
Library in reply to the Department's letter of the 6th and 20th August. 

With reference thereto their Lordships desire that you will inform the 
Trustees as follows : — 

Their Lordships have, as before stated, every desire and intention to carry 
out literally and fully the proposals contained in Lord Sandon's letter of the 
9th February 1876, so far as they have not already been modified by agree- 
ment — as for instance with the Royal Irish Academy — or may not hereafter 
be modified by agreement with the Eoyal Dublin Society, or with Dr. Joly, 
as provided for by the Dublin Science and Art Museum Act, 1877. The 
purposes of the Act, however, are set forth in the preamble, and Lord 
Sandon's letter, which is not mentioned in it, cannot be considered one of 
these. 

The words *' preservation and management '* to which the Trustees call 
attention in the Act, section 13 (B.), are used in reference to the Joly 
Library alone. And the section in which they occur is confined to making 
** special provisions with respect to the Joly gift." To show how special they 
are, it is only necessary to point out that by one of them Dr. Joly and the 
Department of Science and Art may enter into any contracts or agreements 
with reference to the transfer, preservation, use, and retention of the books, 
etc., forming the " Joly Gift." The words " preservation and management " 
can therefore have no force as declaratory of the position and duties of the 
Trustees with regard to the Library generally. 

For the nature and limits of the trust, my Lords can look therefore only to 
Lord Sandon's letter of the 91h February 1876. In accordance therewith 
the Council have the superintendence of the Library, that is to say the " over- 
seeing, or overlookiog " of it, " with authority." That authority, however, is 
subject to the authority and control of the Lords of the Committee of Council 
on Education, who are res]>on6ible to Parliament for the Library as for any 
other branch of the Department of Science and Art. 

My Lords do not suppose it will ever be necessary — still less do they desire 
—to interfere with the superintendence and management of the Library by the 
Trustees, but, being responsible to Parliament, my Lords cannot divest them- 
selves of the power to do so, if it should ever become necessary. The Trustees 
may at the same time rest assured that such control would always be exercised 
by means of communications made directly to them, or through the Director 
of the Science and Art Museum in Dublin. 
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The Trustees say that if they " are the persons on whose responsibility and Appendix A. 
'* under whose orders the Library is to be managed, they see no objection «.'"^' 
" whatever to your being the executive officer to carry out their orders.*' ^^Sd^^ 

From what has gone before, my Lords hope that the Trustees will under- • Coiuue- 
6tand how fully their responsibility and authority are recognised. It is their spokdbitob. 
Lordships' wish that you should carry out, and see that the staff under yoo 
generally carries out, their wishes and instructions to the fullest extent com- 
patible with the reservations already indicated. 

The Trustees do not, and from their position and other duties cannot, meet, 
except at considerable intervals. Their functions must necessarily, therefore, 
be more of a consultative and supervising, than of an executive character. 
And it seems to my Lords that they should look to you for the proper conduct 
of all executive work, including correspondence, etc. 

My Lords therefore are quite prepared that you should be the executive 
officer of the Trustees, so long as this does not override your responsibility as 
accounting officer, and as chief officer of the Department in Dublin. As 
such it would be your duty, if you found the views or instructionB of the 
Trustees conflicting with the duties of your other official position, to represent 
the matter first to tbe Trustees and then to the Science and Art Department 5 
but of course never acting in opposition to the wishes of the Trustees except 
by the express authority of my Lords. 

If this arrangement were adopted, all fear of a conflict of authority would> 
in their Lordships* opinion, be satisfactorily averted. 

The objection entertained by my Lords to the Librarian acting as Secretary 
to the Trustees was waived out of deference to the wishes of the Trustees. 
But as the question has now been reopened by them, my Lords desire 
«amestly to press on their consideration the plan of administration which has 
been already indicated in this letter. * If there was a special office such as 
Secretary to the Library, the appointment would of course rest with the 
Trustees. But there is no such office, and my Lords could not recommend 
its creation to the Treasury. The Library is not an isolated or separate 
institution, but one branch of a larger establishment. It has a special staff 
for its special, technical, library purposes. But all work, such as watching, 
cleaning, warming, etc., is performed by the general staff of the Museum for 
which you are responsible. It appears to my Lords that in the same way the 
clerical work should be carried out by your clerical staff, and that the Trustees 
should look to you to have it properly done. 

What the Trustees require is to have the current business properly brought 
before them, and to have their minutes and instructions taken down and duly 
carried out. That portion of the business which is technical to the Library 
they would probably desire to have brought before them by the Librarian- ; the 
correspondence with the Department by yourself; and other correspondence by 
yourself, or by the clerk who, "my Lords proposed, should take their minutes, etc. 

When the Trustees have given their decisions it would be for the Librarian 
to see that all that related directly to the internal management of the Library 
was properly carried out, while you would arrange for the correspondence, 
giving orders on the tradesmen, etc. But all this clerical work should form 
part of the general work of the office, recorded and copied in it. 

It is objectionable to appoint a Secretary to the Trustees not only because, 
as before stated, there is no such office, but because its creation would entwl 
a wholly unnecessary duplication of clerical labour. For instance, to take the 
case of a letter to this Department, which the Trustees wish to have written, 
or of an order on a tradesman which must be given by the Director of the 
Museum, instead of his at once acting on the minute of the Trustees, their 
Secretary would have to write to him — keeping a copy of his communication, 

and the Director would have to write in accordance with it. also keeping a 

copy of his communication. 

It would become still more objectionable if these letters to the Director, on 
the part of the Trustees, had to be written by an officer who, at other times, 
had to act under the orders of the Director, and it might place him in a most 
difficult position.

With reference to the report of the Department's Inspector who 
recently visited the School of Art of the Board of Manufuctures at 
Edinburgh, 1 hai's to point out the great disadvantage the Scliool of 
Art labours under, through the action of the Treaauiy Minute of July 
2Sth, 1858, in having no school for the study of the nude living niodel 
under its own master. In the first place, the students, by being oliliged 
to continue their education in the life class of another school, pass from 
under the influence of a good master just at the point ut which his 
instruction may be of the greatest service to them, knowi,ng as he does 
their respective capabilities. In the second place it is a loss to the 
School of Art not to be able to send life drawings to the national 
competition. The master and students lose the beneSts which are 
always to be gained by emulation and by the opportunity of comparison 
with the works of other schools. Further, a step taken in this direction 
by a school holding so prominent a position as the lidinburgh School of 
Art, would, by acting as an eiample, be of benefit to tbe country at large. 
Since it is to be supposed that the e.^cellence of the instruction given 
in the antique school by the present master would not be of less effect 
in the life class, the results of the teaching if exhibited at the national 
competition, would necessarily help to raise the standaril of figure 
drawing throughout the range of the Department schouk, and to 
stimulate competition in a branch of study considered of the highest 
importance by the Department of Science and Art, but at present limited 
to two or three schools.

With reference to your letter of the 3rd instant, I am directed 
to trHumit t« yon the following extract from the Report of the Art 
Inspector who vi«ted the aboTe-named school on the 27th and 28th 
NoremberlS;?. 

" The school is open five nights in the week and on three mornings ; 
and as the long galJeiTi in which the magnificent collection of caste is 
|iluced, is now open daily to the public either for study or contemplation, 
students of the antique may work evei^ dav at their drawings. The 
classes for less advanced work and those in the elementaiy section were 
tvcU attended. 

" The day classes were engaged in various stages, and the instruction 
appeared to me in this and indeed in the other classes to be sound and 

"I suggested that the elementary outlines should be enlarged from 
the copies, at any rate the more important examples ; at the same time 
I am bound to say there was no evidence of either measnring or squaring 
out being resorted to, indeed the copies were unusually free tram linings 
or marks, a state of things very rarely met with ; and the master assures 
lue that in the difScult Tarsia example it is thepractice to draw it entirely 
freehand. 

" Jacobathal's Graromatik will be ordered at my anggestion, and 
tliey expect to find the work extremely useful. 

" The colour stagea were hardly as well represented as fierhaps might 
be, but thia is due to the great attraction which the the sculpture 
gallery affords, and to the success Mr. Hodder'a pupils have alwaya 
met with in drawing fr«m the antique. 

" One very important drawback exista to the full development of the 
school, and that ia the absence of a life class, an absence that Mr. 
Ilodiler baa felt all along as the greatest hindrance to his efforts in 
perfecting the education of bis scholars. Nor, strange to say, can the 
waster overcome thia difficulty, for when some years hack the School of 
Art was established in its present position, a proviso was made that the 
school was to institute no life class ; that branch of study was to ha 
entrusted solely to the Royal Scottish Academy who occupy rooms in 
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the neighbouring building, namely, in the National Gallery. But stu- Appendix A. 
dents passing from one to the other are not allowed to enter 'the life' hisutbs 
till Mr. Hooder approves; but after that he has no further voice or a.wd 
hand in their education, nor can the school send up any works in this b«^,^^ 
important stage to the national competition, whereby it is placed at a " '**^*'*'' 
miuufest disadvantage as compared to other large Schools of Art. 

*' Again, supposing the master desired to carry on the antique and 
life alternately, as regards his figure class, he is, under existing arrange- 
ments, unable to do so, for once out of his hands and entered upon the 
list of the life class there is no means of enforcing the students to 
return to the antique however desirable it may be. There are no doubt 
some local feelings to be considered in the matter^ but that the school 
suffers as a school, and that an able master is hampered in his course^ 
there can be no less a doubt, and Sit seems incredible to one who is only 
looking at the interests of the school that such an obstacle should be 
allowed to exist. 

''The assistants are good teachers — especially energetic appears Mr, 
Gibbon, who undertakes a large portion of the elementary work."

The Honourable the Commissioners of this Board have given 
great consideration to the representation you have made 1^ letter dated 
2drd April last, of the disadvantage under which the School of Art 
under their charge labours f^om the want of a life school of its own. 
They concur generaUy in the observations in the letter upon this 
subject, and in the opinion expressed as to the gain it would be, not 
only to this school but to others in the kingdom, if the life school which 
is desired could be established. 

But they regret to say that other considerations come in the way and 
seem to raise an insuperable barrier to the adoption of such a measure. 
The Board are necessarily controlled in this matter by the Treasury 
Minute of 25th Februarv 1858, to which reference has been made in the 
Department's letter, and not only by the terms of the minute which are 
very distinct, but by the circumstances under which it was passed. The 
Minute is the keystone of those special arrangements made by Her 
Majesty's Government and Parliament expressly for the adjustment of 
local interests, and which resulted in the erection and gift to the country 
of the National Gallery. 

It thus becomes a charter to the public bodies in Scotland with which 
it deals, and is regarded and held by them to be in its appointments 
and provisions nothing less than a charter. In this feature no one can 
measure the strength of the Minute or the force of its conditions who is 
not conversant with the state of affiedrs which preceded it, with the con- 
flicting claims which were brought into settled harmony by it, or who 
is not in a position to be alive to the certainty of the strong and perti- 
nacious opposition and vehement pubHc feeling which would be roused 
were this Minute to be touched in any important particular. 
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Two of the mcwt leading points in it are,

1. Report on Science Schools and Classes by Lieut.-Col. 

Donnelly, R.E. 

Twelve hundred and ninetj-seven Science Schools were examined 
in May 1878, the previous May there were thirteen hundred and forty- 
eight; but in this latter number were included thirty-five Training 
Colleges, whilst in 1878 the examination of Training Colleges was held 
in December, when thirty-nine Colleges were examined. There were 
thus 1336 Science Schools examined in 1878 as against 1348 in 1877> 
This diminution maybe attributed to some extent to the final withdrawal 
of Physical Geography from the list of subjects towards instruction in 
which aid was given, as referred to in my last report, though it was partially 
compensated by the increase in the number of classes in Physiography. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the number of schools examined in 
May 1878, there was a considerable increase both in the number of 
students under instruction and in* the number of students examined, the 
former having been 57,230 as against 55,927 under instruction in 1877» 
and of the latter 34,409 as against 32,112 examined in 1877* There was 
also an increase in the number of persons, not students in Science classes, 
who ofiPered themselves as candidates for examination, the number of 
these examined in 1878 having been 4,375 as against 3,230 in 1877. 
The number of candidates who were successful was however less in 1878 
than in 1877, the numbers being 26,063 and 27,339 respecfcively. Of 
the 26,063 successful candidates 14,001 had not passed before. The 
examinations were held at 843 provincial and 88 metropolitan centres, 
the number of separate classes examined being 4,049. llie number of 
candidates who took the elementary stage was 49,173, of whom 9,234 
passed in the 1st class and 22,851 in the 2nd class. The number of 
candidates in the advanced stage was 11,878, of whom 2,254 obtained 
1st class and 5,949 obtained 2nd class successes. In Honours the total 
number of candidates was 939, of whom 80 passed in the 1st class and 
184 in the 2nd class. It will be seen that the proportion of failures was 
larger than in 1877> &nd that the improvement in the average success 
which I was able to report last year has not been maintained.

General reports on the exatninatiom bare been received from several 
of the examiners as in previons jears. As miKht have been expected 
from a consideration of the comparative numbers given above, these 
reports were less favourable than the reports for 1877- Short extracts of 
n i^eoeral nature are given below, the reporta having already been printed 
in full and circulated among the schools. 

Lieut. Qarke, R.B., the examiner in Practical, Plane, and Solid 
(ieometry, reporiB,— 

" nils eiamiDBtioD, though in tome respects s 
evidence of thai previjence of cramming vtucli vrai 

■' The remedy seems to be to gradnall; inereaae the nmnber of qnestione 
ivhich realty test a koovledge of principles, and to avoid carefullj all 
ijiiesdons of the text-book class. 

" This maj- possibly lead to the rejection of a somewhat larger per-centige 
of cnndidstes for a jear or two, but it wilt tell in favour of the best-tangnt 
bladmts, and in lime it should produce soonder teaching." 

Mqor Seddon.R.E., the examiner in Building Construction, reports,^ 
" fS'hilBt the number of candidate* is steadily increasia^ year by year, and 
tills lear at a much more rapid rate than in the two previous yean, still tlie 
ti.ncfiiug in tbe newly-opened schools most be very indifferent ; in fact, the 
di'mand for inatraciion in this intgect seems at present to have overran the 
!<upp!y of competent teachers." 

Mr. Baskcomb, the examiner in Naval Architecture, says, — 

" There is one compulsory question given in the elcmeniar}' and one in the 

adianeed paper, each involTing a knowledge of dniwiog to scale. These I 

n'l^rd as most essential, inasmuch as all candidates who fail in this depart- 

uiijnl of Btndf have no marks awarded for their papers. 

" With respect to the manner in which the papers bare been worked, I 

considCT the majority of them were creditable." 

Mr. Merrifield and Mr. Twisden, the joint eisnunersin Mathematics, 
stages 1,2, and 3, report, — 

"Pint Sfaje.— Taken on the whole the standard was much about the 
eiiiDe as last year ; and Ibe general remarks in onr last report are, for the 
nioet part, applicable also to this year's work. Two candidates obt^ed foil 
murks. It is evident that a great many of the candidates have been sent up 
on tlie bare speculation of passing some of them, rather tlian upon any 
icasonable estimate of th^ knowledge of the subjeel. 

" Upon Ibe whole we think that there is an advance upon last year, taking 
tlie numbers ahsolutely. 

" In the second stage the work was on the whole good, though the resolt 
Kns hardly as satisbctory as Chat of last year. 

Third Stage.— T'bete were more candidates than last year, and Iboir work 
showed on the whole a decided improvement. 

" ifonours. — Uere, also, tbe candidates were more Qamerous, and the work 
iiiiieh better than in previons years. We were able in one oaso to award full 

Mr. Twisden, the examiner in Theoretical Mechanics, reports, — 

" The Honourt Examination was most satisfactory. 
" The eiamination in the Second Slage was also satisfactory. 
"In the Elementary Stage the results of the examination were very mixed. 
In some schools the work was very good." 
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Dr. Debus acting with Prof. Tyndall as examiner in Magnetism and Appendix B. 
Electricity, reports,— Lib^^i^ 

** The results of the Honours examinatioiis are not so good this year as in ^^vnMtvz'u 
1877; the results of the examiuation in the elementary stage are much the '^'^^^• 
same as they were last year, while the candidates who took the advanced 
paper have acquitted themselves much better in 1878 than in 1877. 

" On the whole, therefore, the results may be considered as satis&ctory, 
leading as they do to the conclusion that a very considerable amount of 
sound and useful information in electricity and magnetism is being di£fused 
throughout the country by means of the Science classes.'" 

Mr. Bristow, the examiner in Geology, reports, — 

" As in former years, there are too many cases in which the ' instructions ' 
have not been carefully read, or else disregarded. The questions, too, are 
frequently misunderstood, owing to their not being carefUlIy read before the 
answer is attempted. 

" In certain classes a good deal of superfluous matter is still introduced. 

" Advanced Stage. — ^The minority of the can^dates in this stage would 
have shown more discretion in attempting the elementaiy paper; many, 
apparently, would have failed even in that. 

*' jETofumrs. — .Some of the students display a deplorable ignorance of 
grammar and spelling that ought not to be shown by candidates in the 
lower stage. This, coupled with their imperfect acquaintance with the 
subject, ought to have made them aware .of their own incompetence, and 
have induced them to attempt the elementary or advanced stages, rather than 
to compete for Honours.'' 

Professors Huxley and M. Foster, the joint examiners in Animal 
Physiology, report, — 

'' On the whole there is no marked difference in the results of this examina- 
tion between the preceding and the present years taken absolutely. 

" We are inclined to l^ink that many of those who present themselves at 
the advanced examination have only just got through in the previous elemen- 
tary examination, and have not subsequently sufficiently prepared themselves. 

*' The good and bad papers predominate in particular schools, even more 
distinctly than in former years." 

Professors Huxley and M. Foster, the joint examiners also in General 
Biology, report, — 

** The papers sent up in the elementary stage of General Biology are very 

unsatis&ctory The teaching has obviously been simple book 

work ; in only a few instances is there any satisfactory evidence that the 
candidates have seen what they describe. . . . The salient feature of the 
elementary General Biology is that it may be taught practically with the 
greatest ease, and so long as the teachers revise to take the trouble to do this, 
they must expect to see their pupils largely rejected. 

" In subject XVU., Animal Morphology, very few papers were sent up, 
but these, with a very few exceptions, were exceedingly bad." 

Mr. Smyth, the examiner in Principles of Mining, reports, — 

<* With regard to the first and second stages, I have to remark that there 
appears to be too great a readiness to sweep into the examination a number of 
candidates of whom the teacher ought to be aware that they are insuflciently 
prepared." 

Dr. Woolley, the examinerin 2^ avigation, reports,— 

« The answers of the csndidates in this subject are fairly up to the average- 
of former years, and show for the most part careful teaching, especially as 
regards the first or elementary stage. 

*' In the second stage, in many cases a want of care and precision in 
definitions is to be remarked."

**We beg to report that in the May examinations in Physiography during the 
present year there has been a great increase in the number of papers, but a 
Tery marked fiilling off in the character of the answers, alike in the elemen* 
tary, the advanced, and the honours stages. This fklUng off is clearly due 
to the influx of a great number of wholly uninstructed candidates ; and what 
is worse, of many who have been most inaccurately and even erroneously 
taught."

In accordance with the Minute of 17th Januu; 1978 a apecial examl- 
oation of the Science Classes in tmning college* wu held durioK the 
wcrkending 14th December 1878> As will be seeti from the reaiuts of 
thii examination, which are (ipren in the suluoined tables, the perform- 
ances of the candidates were, generaUr speaking, of an nDsabrfacttjry 
character. The causes of this formed the subject of very careful reports 
bj theeisminera, wliich were circulated to the Training Colleges. It is 
unnecessary, therefore, to say more on the subject here than that the 
fulure seemed to be verj largely due to the teaching having been made 
to consist much too largely of a simple eiereise of memory — the leaming 
by rote of lecture notes ana portions of text books. The (juestions set at 
the examination of the training colleges were in the opimon of the exa- 
miners not more difficult for properly taught students than the ordinary 
advanced papers of the May Examinations, though they were perhaps 
more searching in that the; required more thought and consideration on 
the part of the pupil and could not be answered parrot fashion. AnCitlier 
circumstance that no doubt told against thetraining colleges^ where this 
perfunctory teaching was practised, was the fact that whereas in former 
years the examination was held immediately aft«r the students had been 
working at Science subjects and nothing efse, in 18/8 it was held at the 
same time as that in other Bubjects. Such knowledge as depended on mere 
undigested cram, became confused and led to curious mistakes, n 

Short courses of training for Science teachers were a^ain give at the 
Science Schools, South Kensington, in 1878. The subjects &c were as 
fbllows ; — 

Chemistry, by Mr. Valentin, \a 59 teachers; Meat, by Professor 
Guthrie, to 34 teachers ; M^tnetism and Electricity, bf Professor Guth- 
rie, to 37 teachers ; and Animal Physiology by Dr. Michael Foster, aiul 
Mr. J. N. Langley, t« 39 teachers. Each course extended over i^O 
working days, and the teachers attending, who wereselected out of nearly 
500 applicants, were reported to have worked well, and profited greatly 
by the inatmction given. 

The number of applicants for admission to the winter courses of train- 
ing for Science teachers was 184. Of these, 16 were selected to attend the 
oou»e In Chemistry, 13 in Physics, 11 in Mechanics, 13 in Bioli^, and 
10 in Geology. 

The number of applicants for assisted studentships at Owen's CoUeite 
under the Minute of Dth June 1877, was 20. Of these 14 were either 
found ineligible to receive aid under the Minute, or afterwards declined 
to fulfil the conditions ; the remaining six are at present at work in the 
classes at Owen's College two days each week.

S^irsixT's was last year 47 as compared with 50 in 1877* The high standard of 
BXpost. the competition continues to be well maintained. 

The Local Exhibitions, formed by a local contribution of 25/. supple- 
mented by the grant of an equal sum from the parliamentary vote, were 
last year 12, of which three were renewals of Exhibitions held by the 
same students in previous years. 

The number of Science and Art and Elementary School Scholanhips 
in 1878, were 54 and 44, respectively, as compared with 53 and 56 m 

1877. 

The grants towards the purchase of apparatus amounted to 890/. Of. 6</. 
In the previous year they amounted to 937/. 18«. 3(/. 

The number of candidates for the Scholarships founded by Sir J. 
Whitworth was last year 78, the number in 1877 having been 68 ;• 
39 of these passed in the essential theoretical subjects, and 17 were 
selected to go forward to the Examination in 'Practical Workmanship, 
which was held, as in previous years, at the workshops of Sir J. Whit- 
worth and Co. (Limited), Manchester. The examination for prizes of 
scholars appointed in 1875, 1876, and 1877 was also held. The results 
of these competitions are printed on p. 148 and 149« 

The applications for the circulating collections of scientific apparatus 
have been very numerous. 

A list of the places to which the collections have been sent is given on 
p. 314. 

A list of the officers of the Royal Engineers who were employed, as in 
previous vears, in inspecting for the Science and Art Department is 
given in the next page ; at p. 148, is a list of the Royal Exhibitioners. 
This is followed by the list of the candidates successM in obtaining 
Whitworth Scholarships in 1878 ] and the results of the examination in 
187S of the scholars appointed in 1875, 1876, and 1877. To these 
succeed at p. 149, a list of the Local Exhibitions and Scholarships. At 
p. 152 is a list of Schools applying for laboratory grants. After which 
come at p. 155, the list of Science Schools examined in May 1878, 
showing the number of students under instruction in 1877 and 1878, 
with the prizes and medals obtained by each school in those y^i^rs, and 
the fees received from students during the session 1877-78. The table 
showing the classes, subjects taught, and number of students in each 
subject in the Science Schools in January 1879, is given at p. 184.
